The 
man had endeared himself to the members of 
one of the families, who had believed in his 
faith, and had endeavored to persuade a 
Mrs. Holmes that the Lord had decreed she 
must leave her husband and follow him. 
Mrs. Holmes ordered him to leave the 
house and never return. He paid no attei- 
tion to the order and yesterday Holmes in 
sheer desperation went to District Judge 
srimes. and asked what to do in order to 
rid himself of this man who was breaking 
up his family. The Judge sympathized with 


the husband, donned his hat, went to the 


house, and ejected the intruder. This act 
was heartily approved by the citizens.

LIFE LOST AT A NIGHT FIRE. 


Inmates of a Theatrical Boarding- 
Iiouse Have a Narrow Escape. 
New York, Feb. 22.—[Special.]|—One man 
lost his life and a dozen other persons had 
thrilling escapes from death in the flames in 
a fire that gutted two floors of the theatrical 
boarding-house at No. 77 East Tenth street 
tonight.

It is big and 
old-fashioned and not well provided with 
heating apparatus.

When the flames were subdued the firemen 
rushed up-stairs and in an inside room on 
the third floor found the body of John Fin- 
ley, 50 years old. He had been suffocated by 

smoke and was dead.

THEO. ROOSEVELT’S PLAIN TALK. 
“ Enforcement of Law” Supplies Hint 

with a Stirring Theme. 


When Mr. Roosevelt arose he was greeted 
with prolonged cheering and applause. It 
was several minutes before he could proceed 
with his address, because.of the noisy 
demonstration which greeted him. Through- 
out his speech he was frequently applauded. 
He said: 

“There is a certain difficulty in speaking 
to such a toast as ‘The Enforcement of 
Law,’ because it ought not to, though it does, 
require an argument to be advanced in its 
favor. {Applause and cries of ‘ good.’’]_ It 
is a discredit to us as a people that there ac- 
tually can be room for argument as to 
whether the law of the land should or should 
not be enforced. [Applause.] I think, and I 
speak after some experience in a local legis-« 
lative body as well as an executive officer, 
that the chief evil from which we suffer is 
the fact that the lax enforcement of laws 
of all kinds has given the impression to the 
average legislator that it is a safe thing at 
any time to put any law on the statute books 
lapplausej, and then to trust the law will not 
be enforced so as to please somebody else. 
[Cries of ** good.’’] 

“It is not only one kind of law, but it is 
laws of all kinds. A man will come up with 
some little pet hobby to: the Legislature 
and introduce it in the form of a bill, and the 
other members of the Legislature say ‘0, 
it is all right for it to be passed. They will 
use their discretion about enforcing it.’ So 
we have statute books burdened with laws 
that were not meant. to be enforced and 
which you can never tell whether they are 
good or bad, because-they are not enforced. 
If a law is good, enforce it because it is 
good, and if it is bad, enforce it because it is 
a and you will find out what kind of a law 

s. 


Manudlin Sympathy. 


“And in speaking of the enforcement of 
law, I want to protest as emphatically as 
I can, in the hame of decent citizens, against 
the habit that has grown up of maudlin 
Sympathy for the law-breaker. [Applatise 
and cries of ‘‘ Good!”] When this communi- 
ty, when this Nation, realizes the duty which 
it owes to its citizens then we will see the 
time when sympathy goes out to the law- 
abiding, not to the lawless. 

“You see it now in a dozen different ways. 
There is a riot. The officers, after submit- 
ting to almost infinite provocation, finally 
enforce order and put down the mob. What 
happens? Is there any sympathy for the 
soldiers or for the police? Not a bit. The 
sympathy is for the rioters. And usually 
the papers teem with tales of how such and 
such a person was in the trowd, just to look 
on, and got shot. 

“If he was there I am glad he got shot, I 
don’t care whether he was.there to look on 
ornot. (Great applause.] His mere presence 
added to the strength of the mob. Every 
man who, in a time of civic commotion like 

_ that, is not in the ranks of the defenders of 
the law ought to be at home, unless he wishes 
it to be understood his sympathies are with 
the mob; and if he is with them he ought to 
take the consequences. [Applause and cries 
of ‘*‘ Good ” and “ Amen.’’} 

“In the same way there are a farge num- 
ber of people who apparently do not mind 
any form of killing except judicial Killing. 
{Laughter and applause.] They are not 
shocked in the least by a murder, but they 
feel terribly when the murderer is hanged, 
{Laughter and applause.] 


Taken from Life. 


“A little incident, literally true, happened 
to me once while I wasin Washington. There 
Was a young woman who used to come 
around and take the examination in the Civil 
Service Commission, and always failed, and 
she was from Kentucky; and two Kentuck- 

sians there, a man named Kincaid and a man 
named Tolby, had hada disagreement, and 
Kincaid had killed Tolby. He had shot him, 
perfectly cold-bloodedly. And the trial was 
going on about two yooms from where the 
commission rooms were. She was in one day 
and said: ‘ Iam going to see the trial of poor 
Mr. Kincaid.’ I said: ‘ Poor Mr. Kincaid!

Shea was 
a poor man, but the big politicians who stood 
behind him furnished the méney, and the 
best counset was retained for him, and his 
case was appealed and appealed and every 
expedient tried. The evidence was over- 

. whelming; there was not a doubt ef any 
kind. Some of his assaciates who had also 
in murderous assaults were

Advice to Chicago. 


“ Chicago has been long suffering in listen- 
ing to me teday, anyway, and I shall not take 
up any more time, but I ghall simply close 
by saying that if you don’t have a govern- 
ment by law, then you have got to come 
in the end to a government by one man or 
a number of men—in other words, you must 
go back to anarchy. If we wish to preserve 
our government we have got to have the 
laws enforced. [Applause.] We have got to 
make public officials feel their duty and rec- 
ognize their duty. And we have got to 
educate the people up so they shall feel any 
legislative bogy or any Legislature which 
puts on ‘the statute books a law which is not 
intended to be enforced is a traitor to the 
people [tremendous applause]; that reckless, 
ill-considered legislation among those whose 
duty it is to legislate wisely will not be 
tolerated by the people; that in the same way 
the executive officer who does not feel his 
duty and doés not enforce the laws as he 
finds them is recreant to his duty and false 
to his legal office. 

‘“ And furthermoré, we have got to make 
our people feel that when a man violates 
the law he deserves no sympathy because 
he is punished as the law says he shall be 
[applause], and I don’t care what form 
the violation may take. And we have not 
only to educate the legislators and the gov- 
ernment officials who are the public servants, 
but we have to edugate the people, who are 
the public masters; we have to educate them 
so they will recognize it is an infamy if a 
law is passed that is’ not to be enforced 
[applause], and ofice passed if it is not en- 
forced to undertake to make it understood 
once for all that the man who undertakes 
to break the laws does so at his peril. 

‘““In New York City I have endeavored 
to make the lawbreakers, especially those 
along certain lines of ancestral immunity, 
understand we were not playing ‘ puss-in- 
the-corner’ with the criminals, but trying 
to catch them, and after we have caught 
them to punish them, and in the same way 
you will have to make those lawbreakers 
who belong to the dangerous classes, 
the violent types of criminals, the 
man who does violence agd takes property, 
and is waiting to take life, if necessary — 
you have got to make that man understand 
that he who draws the sword in that fashion 
shall perish by the sword, and that the com- 
munity will tolerate none of the false sen- 
timent which cannot spare a tear for the 
victim of the lawbreakers, but which is 
only too ready to weep when the lawbreak- 
ers themselves reap the punishment they so 
richly deserve.” [{Great applause.] 


DR. CLEVELAND LAUDS THE NATION. 


‘“ George Washington and the Amer- 
iean Iden” His Theme. 
‘George Washington and the American 
Idea’ was the toast responded to by the 
Rev. H. A. Cleveland, D. D., of Minnesota, 

He said: 

“It does us good to breathe the atmos- 
phere of this day, charged as it is with the 
memory of great names and of great deeds; 
it inspirés us with a loftier patriotic pur- 
pose and strengthens us for a nobler en- 
deavor. 

“John Milton pronounced Scipio ‘the 
height of Rome.’ "The man we celebrate is 
the height of our Nation and of the world’s 
political leadership. Our American pride in 
the name, the character, the principles, and 
the work of Washnegton is well founded. It 
is fitting we seek this day to kindle the ardor 
of our patriotism anew at the altar of his 
name. 

“Never was any saint more  worthily 
canonized, never to ancient heroes and ben- 
efactors were divine honors decreed as justly 
as to our Washington is this day decreed 
the her te homage of America and of en- 
lightened mankind. Through all the Conti- 
nental era and through more than the hun- 
dred years that have since passed away he 
has held his steadfast, glorious way, like 
the sun across the dome of heaven. The 
searching light of history has found no act 
by him which his country would annul, no 
written word by him which would eras:, 
and no deed by him which we deplore. 

** Never as today Was our country so sub- 
lime and so dear to us. Never as today was 
the character and work of Washington so 
appreciated by our people. Even the far- 
shining splendor of Lincoln’s great name 
does not eclipse the brightness of his who 
was the ‘ First in war, first in peace, and 
first in the hearts of his countrymen.’ aAs 
the years go on these two names will rise 
higher and shine brighter, and fill the hearts 
of our people with a widening and an ever- 
deepening enthusiasm. - 

“ The country of Washington, of Lincoln, 
and of Grant, and of the tens of thousands 
of boys in blue who died to save it, is deserv+« 
ing of our most thoughtful reverence and ef 
our utmost eadeavors to improve and to per- 
petuate its institutions, and is worthy of our 
costliest self-sacrifice, that its people may 
be carried forward in increasing intelligence, 
integrity, and patriotism. We do not want 
any more war, but we want our flag to be 
still there and to be everywhere respected; 
and we mean it shall be. 

‘We do not want any more war, but we 
want all the things that rightly belong to 
us, and we mean to have them and to keep 
them. We mean to preserve our principles, 
to maintain our manhood, and to defend 
our doctrine against all disputants. So do- 
ing, our nation will never be brought to 
shame nor end disastrously. 

‘The supremely important thing that we 
have still to do is to see to it that every manu 
among us continues to own his vote and tht 
heusesit honestly, intelligently, and to serv« 
the American idea.”’ 

EDWARD G. MASON PAYS A TRIBUTE. 
Sketches the Intimate Relation of 
Washington to the West. 
Edward G. Mason spoke on “ Washington 
and the West.’”’ He sketched at length the 
‘history of the various military and legisla- 
tive relations between the Father of His 
Country and the great prairies and the 

Rockies. He concluded: 

“To have seen Washington with mortal 
eye was certainly an event in any man’s 
life. But in mental vision one may behold 
him now mofe clearly and correctly than 
did even his contemporaries. The study of 
his own writings, which have been made so 
accessible, is dispelling the myths and fables 
which have obscured the actual George 
Washington and is revealing him to us as he 
really was. And each new investigation 
but increases our estimate of his greatness 
and of its beneficient influence upon his 
country. We cannot measure the results 
of his policy of uniting the West with the 
East, but assuredly it saved the republic in 
our great civil war and accomplished that 
indissolubfe Union of the States which he 
so earnestly advocated. 

“The demonstrated wigdom of his advice 
in these respects perhaps might justify the 
adoption of othgy familiar recommendations 

ich he made ‘to his countrymen, such as, 
for instance, to avoid entangling alliances 
and in time of peace prepare for war. It 
certainly is not in accordance with his views 
to go to war before making any preparation, 
ndr even to threaten it, if only for the reason 
that such a course is not likély to accornplish 
its purpose. ea 

“Timothy Healy, speaking® the other day 
for the Irish party in the Housdof Commons, 
said: *‘ You can’t make a man loyal by sit- 
ting on his head,’ So too, as a rule, you 
cannot make a natidn arbitrate by threaten- 
ing to thrash it if it don’t. It will né&t harm 
East or West to adhere more closely to all 
the precepts of Washington. There is not 
one of them which has not stood and will mot 
stand the ess of time andtrial. There ts 
not one of them which will not aid us to live 
up to these — words of his immortal fare- 
well address t6-bis countrymeh: ‘ Observe 
Fustice and fra faith toward gjl nations; 
have neither passionate hatreds nor pas- 
sionate attachments to any; and be inde- 
pendent politically of all.’ In one Word, be 
a nation, be Americansg@nd be true to your- 
selves.”’ 


PROF. BARRETT WENDELL ON UNION. 


Tells What the Word Means to True 
Americans. 

Prof. Barrett Wendell of Harvard had 
“ Union ” for his subject. Hesaid‘. — 

“ Upon the minds of most of us has been 
the question of this one word‘ Union.’ Phat 
word, which after all fs the national idéa, 
which ha# been and must remain. the chief 
honor of our country, is the national idea, 
not of Harvard, not of New Exugiand, not of 
-Titinois, but of all these United tes. We 
are members, ow of the Unibdn.

“If we are to prevail in the conflict wherein 
our whole system must be tested it will be 
because of that splendid union of law,of lan- 
guage, of literature, and of faith that we 
have in eommon with the country of which 
we are proud to call ourselves the daughter. 
I mean, gentlemen, with all my heart that 
it does seem to me that ih the years to come 
our own good, the good of our Nation, the 
good of our race, the good of humanity 
and of law lie most deeply not only in that 
whole-hearted union which now binds these 
States together, but in the wider, broader 
future union of sentiment that shall work 
for the highest ideals of human liberty for 
the race of which we are proud to forma 
part.” 


SENATOR WILSON’S CLOSING WORDS. 


“ Washington and the Far West ” Sup- 
plies Him with a Text. 

Senator John L. Wilson spoke on ‘“‘ Wash- 
ington and the Far West.” He said: 

“ Of all the great men of his time Wash- 
ington was the first to reach the Ohio River 
and to see the immense possibilities of the 
great West. He was Gen. Putnam’s chief 
counselor in his settlement of the Northwest. 
Washington had been interested in the set- 
tlement of the Northwest and connecting it 
with the Atlantic by land and water routes 
almost from boyhood. He was a large land- 
owner on the Ohio and old-Kanawha. Wash 
ington forwarded the petition of Putnam and 
eighty-eight officers of the Revolution fora 
grant of lands north and northwest of the 
Ohio. Washington urged Congress to make 
the grant and at all times gave to his old 
companions in arms the benefit of his great 
influence. For the colonization of the West 
occupied a place in the heart of the Father 
of his Country, second only to the Union it- 
self. The result of the settlement at Mari- 
etta was not one State but five in area, about 
equal to the Austrian Empire. The yearly 
srroduct and manufactures of these five 
States is estimated to be from twelve to 
fifteen hundred million dollars. 

“The greatest blessings for which this 
century is indebted to the last are our inde- 
pendence of foreign power and our admira- 
ble system of governement, and no one man 
had so much influence in establishing and 
securing these as George Washington. The 
government is but the reflex of the people, 
and the value of our Constitution depends 
upon the spirit which we ourselves breathe 
into it. England is founded in aristocracy, 
and the people are content to yield feudal 
homage through veneration and pride. 
France struggles for liberty, as seen through 
the stained windows of religious super- 
Stitution. Germany gives increased power 
toa King, while Russia fights for Christian 
Civilization, notwithstanding millions of its 
people lead the life of serfs. The great men 
who framed our Cohfstitution endeavored to 
fit it to the habits of the people. It was not 
intended for a wealthy, nor a highly edu- 
cated, nor a grossly ignorant people. It pro- 
tects all men in the exercise of their political 
and personal rights in every section of the 
Nation. To this end I doubt not American 
people will confidently defend it at the 
hazard of their lives. 

“The American schoolhouse is the citadel 
where American liberty must entrench itself 
and make a final struggle if any foreign or do- 
mestic power shall ever have the courage 
there to assail it. . 

‘“ It is fitting to say that with our magnifi- 
cent inheritance we are the heirs of great 
responsibilities as a people and as individ- 
uals for upholding, advancing, and trans- 
mitting them unimpaired to our posterity. 
The great duties of individual citizenship 
must be conscientiously discharged. Peace, 
order, and the good-old virtues of honesty, 
charity, temperance, and industry must be 
cultivated. Civil service must be reformed. 
The elective franchise must be everywhere 
protected. Public credit must. be main- 
tained in city, State, and Nation at every 
sacrifice. Neither a gold nor a silver cur- 
rency nor both conjoined, neither mono- 
metallism nor bimetallism, can form any 
substitute for the honesty and good faith 
which are the basis of an enduring public 
credit. Commonplace truths, old famiWa? 
teachings, the ten commandments, the 
sermon on the mount, the farewell address 
of Washington, honesty, virtue, patriotism 
are what we most need in these days.”’

PRAISE FOR REPUBLICANISM. 


National Republican Club Celebrates 

Dual Event Beneath the Dome of 
the Capitol at Washington, D. C.— 
Many Notable Men and Women 
Present at the Exercises—Resolu- 
tions of the Committee—Interesting 
Address by Senator Hawley. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 22.—[Special.]— 
Washington's birthday was celebrated here 
in a dual manner by the patriotically dis- 
posed beneath the shadow of the dome of the 
Capitol. In addition to doing honor to the 
Father of his Country it was determined by 
the members of the National Republican 
club to commemorate in a fitting manner the 
forticth anniversary of the birth of the 
grand old party. 

Around the hall secured for this purpose 
there were displayed the national colors, 
and draped about the gallery where the 
United States cavalry band from Fort Myer 
discoursed appropriate selections was 4 
time-worn American flag which was first 
used at‘a Republican gathering in this city 
in 1860. Upon the stage were two of the 
fathers of the Republican party, A. M. 
Clapp, who was one of the New York dele- 
gates to the Pittsburg convention in 1856, 
and ex-Postmaster Lewis Clephane of the 
District of Columbia, who represented the 
national capital at the same gathering two- 
score years ago. 

Over the heads of those who sat on the 
platform were portraits of Washington, I.in- 
coln, and Grant, draped with the silken folds 
of Old Glory. Among those who occupied 
seats on the platform were Congressmen 
Murphy and White of Illinois, ex-Gov. Ord- 
way of Dakota, Senator Hawley of Connecti- 
cut; Representatives Cousins and Dolliver, 
Iowa; Towne, Minnesota; Brumm, Pennsyl- 
vania; and Boutelle of Maine; Col. W. A. 
Cook, who was District Attorney here under 
the Grant administration, and M. G. Emory, 
who was the last Mayor of Washington. 

Seating room was at a premium in the hall, 
the audience being composed equally of 
ladies and gentlemen. The Rev. G. H. Corey 
of the Metropolitan Church, where “Gen. 
Grant formerly worshiped, delivered on in- 
vocation, after which the Committee on 
Resolutions submitted their report, which 
was agreed to. 


Resolutions of the Committee. 

‘We feel more than a common thrill of 
pleasure,”’ said the committee, “‘ that we can 
today blend our recollections of the birth 
of the Father of his Country with that of the 
birth of the Republican party and place 
both together in the temple of our memo- 
ries. At times the movements of the party 
have apparently been unimportant, at oth- 
ers daring, devoted, and heroic, and finally 
victorious, triumphant, and splendid, ever 
pursuing its fundamental principles, truth 
and right. Its grandest visible achieve-

COMPARE WASHINGTON AND LINCOLN 


Speech of Chauncey M. Depew at a 
Banquet in His Honor. 

New York, Feb. 22.—For the first time in 
his after-dinner career Chauncey M. Depew 
was tonight the guest of honor at a com- 
plimentary dinner given him at the rooms 
of the Lotos club. The President of the 
club, Mr. Frank R. Lawrence, sat at the 
guests’ table and with him were, besides 
Mr. Depew, Prestdent Seth Low of ¢ olumbia 
College, George W. Smalley, the Rev. Dr. 
Ss. A. Eliot of Brooklyn, Roswell] P. Flower, 
J. Lindsay Gordon, District-Attorney John 
R. Fellows, Chester 8. Lord, Capt. William 
Henry White, F. C. Wagner, the Rev. Dr. 
R. S. MacArthur, Charlies Emory Smith, and 
Augustus Thomas, President Lawrence at 
the conclusion of the dinner introduced Mr. 
Depew, who said in part: 

‘“T believe that a people should be stirred 
at least once ina generation by a Peter the 
Hermit enthusiasm, which sinks the com- 
mercial considerations which’ now control 
the transactions of life and sacrifices every- 
thing for an idea or a name. It is that which 
makes a patriotism and patriots, it-is that 
which creates heroes and statesmen. 

“This February, for the first time, hoth 
Washington's and Lincoln’s birthdays have 
been made legal holidays. Never since the 
creation of man were twoehuman beings so 
unlike, so nearly the extremes of oppositjen 
to each other, as Washington arf Lineoln. 
The one an aristocrat by birth, by twreeding, 
and association, the other in every sense and 
by every surrounding a democrat. As the 
richest man in America, a large slave-hold- 
er, the possessor of an enormous land d 
estate, and the leader and representative of 
the property, the culture, and th@colleges 
of the colonial period, W ashington stood for 
the conservation and preservation of law and 
order. 

“And yet millionaire, slaveholder and 
aristocrat, in its best sense, that he was, as 
he lived, so at any time he would have died 
for the immortal principle put by thg Puri- 
tans in their charter, adopted in the cabin 
of the Mayfiower, reénacted in the Declara- 
tion of Lndependence, of the equality ol wll 
men before the law and of the equal oppor- 
tunity for all to rise. Lincoln, on the other 
hand, was born in a cabin, among that class 
of known as poor whites in slaveholdiag 
times, who held no position and whose con- 
dition was so hopeless as to paralyze ambi- 
tion and effart. His situation so far as ais 
surfoundings were concerned had considera- 
hle mental but little moral improvement by 
the removal to Indiana and subsequently to 
lllinois. 

‘ Anywhere in the Old World a man born 
amidst such environment and teachings. and 
possessed of unconquerable energy and am- 
biflon and the greatest powers of eloquence 
and constructive statesmanship, would have 
been a Socialist and the leader of a social 
revolt. He might have been an Anarchist. 


His one ambition would have been to break | 


the crust above him and shatter it to pieces. 
He would see otherwise no opportunity for 
himself and his fellows in social or political 
or professional life. But 
fyom the log cabin of the 
the wilderness the same _ position 
Washington reached from his _ palatial 
mansion and baronial estate on the Poto- 
mac: he made the same fight unselfishly, 
patriotically, and grandly for the preser- 
vation of the republic that Washington 
had done for ,its creation and foundation.

Wabash College will have neither a fresh- 
man nor a sophomore class next week, and 
onlys a sprinkling of senicrs and juniors. 
President Burroughs, fearful of the usual 
disturbances incident to Washington's birth- 


pelled promptly, and especially such 
raised class banners. 

Today witnessed a continuation of the wild 
Scenes of yesterday and the reckless and 
utter disregard of President Burroughs’ dec- 
larations. The rival classes were on the 
Streets all night last night, and clashes were 
fierce and frequent. At 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing the freshmen stormed the Phi Kappa 
Phi hall in the fourth story of the Crawford 
Rlock, and hung an immense banner from the 
window, their wild yells awakening citizens 
for blocks around. Two sophomores, Hen- 
dricks of Muncie and Pattison of Alamo, 
were captured, bound, gagged, and tossed 
upon the rubbish in the coal bin, their captors 
occasionally poking them with eanes. Wei- 
mer, a sophomore from Peru, was pursued, 
and in escaping was struck a terrible blow 
on the head by a clubina freshman’s hands. 
A vein was cut, and he bled in a sickening 
manner. 

The sophomores attempted to storm the 
hall at 4 o’clock, but were easily repulsed, 
as were two policemen who attempted the 
same thing later on. At 10 o’clock, however, 
the captives were released, after a spank- 
ing, and at noon the freshmen ina solid body, 
with their banners, marched down the 
Streets. 

The juniors flocked to their aid, preventing 
the enraged sophomores and seniors from 
wreaking vengeance. All the afternoon 
parades were indulged in, and excitement is 
still running high. The students area unit 
in defying the college authorities, and lauch 
President Burroughs’ declaration to scorn. 
Dr. Burroughs has made no effort to stop 
the hilarity today, and his action in the 
matter is awaited with interest.

One Reasom He Sa ys, In He Was Never

THERE IS NO NEED OF DODGING. 
Approaching, Comet Will Not Come 
Within 40,000,000 Miles of Earth. 
New York, Feb. 22.—Mr. Garrett P. Ser- 
viss in an interview today discussed the re- 
port that Perrin’s comet is traveling toward 
the earth at the rate of 1,700,000 miles a 
day, and that a collision was probable. He 

Said: 


as large as the earth. That would not be 
very large for a comet.” It probably is not 
coming towards us, as the dispatches say. 
If it is, then there is no possibility of its 
hitting us. We are traveling 19 miles a 
second, and by March 14, the date they talk 
about its arriving, we shall be millions of 
miles from where we are now. ‘To hit us it 
must be traveling towards the spot, about 
40,000,000 miles from here, where we shall 
be on March 14.” : 

He further says probably nothing serious 
would happen if it did come in contact with 
the earth. The atmosphere it would en- 
counter, he says, would practically dis- 
integrate the materials of which it is com- 
posed. 

At the Yale Observatory a circular has 
been received the purport of which is that 
observations at Kiel have apparently con- 
firmed the report that the comet first dis- 
covered during the present year by Prof. 
Perrine of Lick Observatory, California, is 
really a new comet. No reports have been 
received at Yale up to the present time to 
nant that the new comet is approaching the 
earth.

Nearly All the Jumps Within View of

Pilot-House Has Ears. 


The government cutter Daniel S. Lamont 
has a peculiar funnel-shaped contrivance 
fixed to the summit of its pilot-house. It is 
the ear of an instrument called ameophone, 
designed to detect the direction of sound 
waves in a fog. The funnel is divided by a 
diaphragm, which cuts the sound wave. A 
shaft from the funnel runs down through 
the pilot-house, carrying an indicator trav- 
eling on a dial. By a speaking tube each 
section of the funnel is connected with the 
operator's ear. Experiments conducted from 
the Lamont with unseen obstructions, such 
as tugs and buoys, have been successful in 
every instance, it is claimed.

VENTION ON MARCH 3 AND 4.

Political Sensation in the Seventh 
Congressional Distriet—Committee 
Ix Not Unanimous—Advent of W. D. 
Boyce in the Campaign, Coupled 
with the Appearance of Petrie and 
Taylor, Alleged Cause of Sudden 
Action, 


Greatly to the surprise of everybody in 
any way interested, a call was issued yes- 
terday for the Seventh Congressional Dis- 
trict Republican primaries to be held March 
¥ and for the convention on March 4. It 
was the political sensation locally of the 
day. When George E. Foss left for Wasli- 
ington on Wednesday he said the convention 
would not come off before some time in May. 

But it seems his friends on the District 
Central committee—and they constitute a 
mujority of that body—unexpectedly discov- 
cred some things which caused them hast!- 
ly to make up their minds an early conven- 
tion—and the earlier the better—was desira- 
ble. So on Friday night the five members 
of the committee who are supporting Mr 
toss for renomination held a caucus which 
resulted in Chairman Murray and Secretary 
Olmstead sending out notices for a meet- 
ing of the full committee at the Sherman 
House at 1 o’clock yesterday. 

Charley Peters, Fred Tucker, and Joseph 
’. Haas, comprising the minority and rep- 
resenting the Fourteenth. Fifteenth, and 
Twenty-fifth Wards, had no intimation of 
what was going on until they got into the 
meeting. There they soon learned from the 
other members that the move was intended 
to head off the campaign started by W. D. 
Boyce to carry the district. 

It was claimed by Secretary Olmstead and 
others that Charles M. Petrie of the Twenty- 
seventh Ward and E. S. Taylor of Evanston 
have entered the race in the interest of Mr. 
Royce; that the latter is making a campaign 
which, if allowed to run two months longer, 
might effect combinations that would de- 
feat Mr. Foss. Only within the last three 
days did the friends of Mr. Foss discover 
What they would have to contend against, 
and after a hasty canvass of the situation 
they decided the best thing to do was to cut 
the campaign short.

bitrarily decided to replace me by another 
man, without consulting the people. This 
plot deprived me of the opportuaity of doing 
what-l was sent here to do, and so I de- 
sired a couple of months to show the people 
that I] could attend to the business in Con- 
gress which they sent me todo. 

‘IT am still of the opinion the convention 
should be held much later, but in the absence 
of definite information from the committee, I 
cannot explain their action. I shall leave 
for Chieago tomorrow morning and will be 
in Chicago on Monday. I have wired members 
of the committee to meet me. | would still 
consent to have the convention put off if the 
committee think best, and it can be done 
with perfect good faith. 

‘IT have not the slightest desire to take 
snap judgment on anybody, nor do I believe 
the committee could have inteneded its ac- 
tion as such. The whole thing is inex- 
plicable to me, as | was not consulted in the 
slightest, and cannot conceive what emer- 
gencies should have arisen to change the 
situation so completely in two days. I was 
opposed to calling the primaries uer the. 
Crawford law, because the men who are 
fighting me controi the nomination of judges 
and clerks, and under that system in some 
districts it -will be difficult to secure a fair 
vote. 

‘‘ When I left my opponents were shouting 
for an early convention, whereas now THE

TO URGE IMPROVEMENTS IN PRISON. 


Joint Committee Completes Its Investi- 

' gations at Fort Madison, Ia. 

Des Moines, la., Feb. 22.—jSpecial.|}—The 
Joint Committee of the Executive Council 
and members of the Legislature of which 
Gov. Drake was Chairman, has returned 
from Fort Madison. They report that the 
needs of that institution in the way of ad- 
ditional cell room were not overestimated 
by Warden Jones. Auditor McCarthy, who 
was a member of the committee, says the 
day of their arrival at Fort Madison there 
Were O02 prisoners in the prison who had 
to be confined in 371 cells at night. Of these 
cells only eighteen were four feet or 
over in width and the balance were about 
three feet wide. in addition the ventilation 
of the ceil-house,.is poor. 

The prison located on a tract of land 
about four and a half acres in extent, which 
is covered with buildings, and there is no 
opportunity for the prisoners to take any 
exercise. The committee will hold a meet- 
ing early next week, and will recommend 
that an appropriation be made to enable 
another tier of steel cells to be added and 
that the wall be extended to inclose a two- 
acre tract adjoining*the present walls. 
cost of the improvements is estimated at 
$50,000). 

The Judiciary committee of the Senate this 
afternoon voted to recommend the passage of 
the bill making the estate of an insane per- 
son who is confined in a county hospital lia- 
ble to the county for his support. 

The Senate Committee on Building and 
Loan Associations has completed a commit- 
tee bill which will be introduced as a substi- 
tute for the bills-on that subject now before 
the Senate. The bill prevides that all offi- 
cers of local associations shall be required 
to give bonds, which shall be approved by the 
directors and also by the Clerk of the Courts. 
Locals are required to report annually tothe 
Auditor of State, but they are not to be ex- 
amined by that officer except on application 
of ten of the shareholders. No member of 
the Board of Directors is allowed to be on the 
bond of any of the officers. Locals are re- 
quired to amend their articles to correspond 
with the provisions of the act, but they are 
not required to publish the amendments. 

Among the requirements which apply to 
companies doing business in other than the 
counties in which they are organized or ad- 
joining counties are the following: 

‘*No association is to be permitted to re- 
ceive deposits from any person without is- 
suing stock therefor, and they are not to be 
permitted to do a banking business; a con- 
tingent fund from which lesses are to be 
paid is allowed, but it must not exceed 5 
per cent on the amount of the outstanding 
shares, and this fund is to be invested as 
the other funds of the association: the 
Auditorand Executive Councilare not to have 
any judicial power over the associations in 
regard to making amendments to their ar- 
ticles, by-laws, ete.; State companies and 
foreign companies are required to make 
annual reports of the condition of their as- 
sociations of the Auditor and must receive 
certificate before they can transact business 
in the State: they are also to be examined 
each year by the Auditor or his assistants; 
foreign associations are to be required to 
put up $100,000 in securities before begin- 
ning business in the State.” 

The latter provision is in the bill, but will 
probably be stricken out when the bill is 
taken up for consideration in the Senate. 

In the Senate this morning Senator Trewin 
introduced a bill to permit the manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors in the State. It pro- 
vides, that the Boards of Supervisors of any 
county or the Cily Council of any city hav- 
ing 5,000 population or over, where consent 
has been or may hereafter be granted under 
the mulect law for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, may issue a permit for the manufact- 
ure of intoxicating liquors and their sale at 
wholesale in quantities of not less than three 
gallons. Any person or corporation violat- 
ing the act is made liable to the penalties of 
the present prohibitory law in respect to 
manufacturing. 

In the Senate the bill by Hospers provid- 
ing that no incumbrance of exempt personal 
property shall be valid unless the same be 
evidenced by written instrument and unless 
the husband and wife concur in and sign 
such instrument was passed. The bill is en- 
titled ‘‘ An act for the better protection of 
married women,’’ and its object is to pre- 
vent worthless husbands from incumbering 
family personal property which is exempt 
from execution.

ALTGELD SEES NO LOPE. 


THEREFORE THE GOVERNOR WILL 
DECLINE RENOMINATION. 


He Can Have Honor if He Will Accept, 
bat Gives Followers Reasons for 
Declining—RKRecent Sojourn in South 
Convinces Him Another Republic- 
an Avalanche Is Imminent—Has No 
Idea of Being Found in Kuins— 
Tired and Needs Rest. 


John P. Altgeld will not be renominated by 
the Demecrats for the Governorship of Illi- 
nois. He can have the honor if he will only 
say the word. The leaders of Democracy ree- 
ognize Gov. Altgeld as the strongest man in 
their party at this time. They believe he will 
listen to their importunate demands and a 
second time head their State ticket. 

Gov. Altgeld will decline the honor. He 
will not wait until the @nvention meets, but 
even now,while the snow is on the ground, tells 
his followers the many reasons which will im- 
peratively necessitate his non-acceptance of 
the leadership. 

Four years ago John P. Altgeld made a 
most thorough canvass of Illinvis. He trav.

The Cathode Rays. 

Chicago, Feb. 19.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
--J would like to offer a suggestion as tothe 
identity of the cathode rays. The theory 
of Prof. Roentgen is the same as that ac- 
cepted for polarized light. Every new de- 
velopment strengthens my opinion that it 
is not a new physical force, but a new form 
of an old one—viz.: radiated electricity, as 
opposed to transmitted electricity. A thun- 
derbolt oftens photographs the figure of a 
tree or metallic articles in the clothing upon 
the human body when the subject is near 
yet not “struck” himself. jt has also 
‘* spoiled’ photographers’ plates inside their 
wooden cases. Photographs of ‘ dark ”’ 
lightning have been produced. A high cur- 
rent of electricity will not transmit as much 
power at a dis#ince as used to produce it. 
Imperfect insulation has been held responsi- 
ble for this, yet I should consider the loss 
by radiation to be at least partly the cause, 
and the higher the voltage the greater the 
loss of power. Cathode rays are produced 
by a current of very high intensity, but small 
vclume, very similar to a _ thunderbolt. 
Transmitted heat produces a sensatior of 
warmth. Radiated heat does not, except to 
the body which absorbs it. Trafismitted 
electricity produces a shock, yet these rays 
produce no sensation to a body near them, 
yet they produce a chemical change upon 
the sensitive plate. A thunderbolt produces 
ozone in the surrounding atmosphere, which 
is well known to be destructive to baeteria. 
"his may be the cause of the action of these 
rays by changing the free oxygen in the 
body itself into ozone, destroying bacteria 
indirectly rather than by their own physical 

wer. If these rays were either heat or 
* dark ” light these results should have been 
obtained from ordinary sunlight, and from 
their origin it is reasonable to suppose that 
they are radiated electricity. I would sug- 
gest that some one who is able shall follow 
up this idea. J. L. Z.

J. K.GOWDY AS A BANDIT CATCHER. 


Tries to Arrest a Member of the Bogus 
Isiand Gang. 

Fowler, Ind., Feb. 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The reé@lection of John K. 
Gowdy to the Chairmanship of the Indiana 
Republican State Central committee is high- 
ly satisfactory to the people of this district, 
where Gowdy lived for years before the war. 
Then he was familiarly known as “* Rusty ”’ 
Gowdy, a nickname due to his being freck- 
led. Fie made his home about twenty miles 
north of this place, and followed the occupa 
tion of rail-splitting. He was an expert 
game hunter, and exceedingly clever with

Use of Incandescent Bulbs. 


Prof. Stine, in commenting upon the fut- 
ure use of incandescent bulbs in lieu of the 
more expensive tubes, said: 

“Only occasionally a suitable lamp can 
be found, because the vacuum in the ordi- 
nary lamp is not sufficient for the Crookes 
phenomena. If, however, a lamp with a 
sufficiently high vacuum be found it should 
make an efficient Crooke’s tube.”’

“Incandescent lamp makers could turn 
out such products if they would pump their 
lamps for a longer time,’’ was the answer 
given.

DISEASED BONES WILL BE STUDIED. 


Dr. Burry Will Expose Arms and Limbs 
to the X Ray. 

Diseased bones will be studied at the West- 
ern Electric company tomorrow. A number 
of persons in the city have applied to Dr. 
James Buny asking that an examination be 
made of diseased bones, and because he was 
successful in the first test made on Friday 
he has decided to expose to the X ray anum- 
ber of arms and limbs during the week. 

Charles M. Scribner of the Western Elec- 
tric company yesterday advanced a new idea 
in regard to a curious phenomenon con- 
nected with the Crookes tube. Tle says the 
tube that he has been using has been con- 
Stantly improving. He has been at a loss 
for a reason, as the experiments have been 
conducted always in the same manner. On 
a close examination of the tube he discov- 
ered the interior was coated with minut? 
particles of aluminum! These have been 
carried by the electric current from the 
cathode pole, or disk, which is made of 
aluminum, and foreed into the glass by the 
bombardment of the rays. This fact, Mr. 
Scribner believes, accounts for the impruve- 
ment of the tube. 

“Tf a gold or silver disk was used,” said 
Mr. Scribner, ** we would have a bulb coated 
with a gold or silver lining—a spherical 
mirror.”’ 

An elbow point was oxposed to the ray yes- 
terday, this being the first photograph made 
in Chicago of the upper bones of the arm 
The photograph made will be used to com- 
pare with those made of discased bones of 
the arm. 


THIRTEEN FOLLOWS CLEVELANDS. 


Ducks, Sailors, Senators, Representa- 
tives, and Attendants at Luncheon,

suing President Cleveland ever since his

Rates Are Reduced from $100 to $12 a 
Year or Less. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Feb. 22.—[Special.]— 
The Wisconsin Telephone company has ac- 
knowledged its rates for service in this city 
are high because of lack of competition. 
When Manager McLeod of the telephone 
company was asked to explain how the 
company could put phones into Madison 
business houses and residences at $12 and 
$9 per year, he replied it was simply a war 
measure. The Wisconsin Telephone com- 
pany has competition in Madison. The 
rival company announced.it would furnish 
service for $24 and $18 a year. The result 
of this was the reduction of the Wisconsin 
company. Mr. McLeod claims the Madi- 
son exchange is being operated at a loss.

STRIKE SHOWS NO END. 


MANUFACTURERS POSITIVELY RE- 
FUSE TO ARBITRATE, 


Efforts of Labor Leaders and the Civic 
Federation Fail to Hasten Steps to 
a Settlement—Col. Rend Receives 
the Ultimatum from Adolph Nathan 
~State Board Will Act on Request 
of Employes — Letter from Work- 
ingmen’s Representatives. 


The developments of yesterday left the 
clothing cutters’ strike in a more unsatis- 
factory condition than before. Instead ofa 
speedy settlement of the differences, as had 
been hoped by the labor leaders and the Civie 
Federation, the break seems wider, and the 
manufacturers have placed themselves on 
record as absolutely refusing to arbitrate. 

Charles J. Riefler, member of the State 
Board of Arbitration, will come up from 
Springfield today in the hope of bringing 
about a-settlement of the strike. 

The workmen have addressed a letter to 
Col, W. P. Rend, the resident member of the 
State Board of Arbitration, favoring an in- 
vestigation. Col. Rend has addressed a letter 
to the Civie Federation setting forth his at- 
tempt and failure to bring about a settlement. 

No trouble had been expected in bringing 
about arbitration as far asthe employers were 
concerned, It was believed, however, the 
workmen might object. When the test came 
the conditions were found to be reversed and 
Col, Rend was chagrined beyond his power of 
concealment when the facts Sevelonel, 

Early History. 

Adolph Nathan, the authorized spokesman 
of the Manufacturers’ Association, called at 
the office of the Civic Federation on Friday 
and stated the employers were ready to sub- 
mit their case to the State Board of Arbitration. 
He also addressed a letter to Col, Rend on 
the same subject, but when Col. Rend called 
on Mr. Nathan yesterday he had evidently 
changed his mind, for he refused point blank, 
on behalf of the manufacturers, to submit the 
case to the board. 

This action, it is feared, will result in seri- 
ous complications. While deprecating the 
decision of the employers, Col. Kend is still 
hopeful his efforts may lead to some practical 
good. He is free to admit, however, up to 
the present time nothing has been accom- 
plished. He said last night: 

‘Ina letter to me last night Mr. Nathan 
intimated he would accept the services of the 
State board in its attempt to restore harmony 
between the employers and striking employés. 
He had previously made a verbal statement 
tothe same effect at the Civic Federation 
headquarter’. When I called upon him today 
he had changed his mind.° I told him if the 
board found on investigation the claims of 
the employers were just andthe demands of 
the workmen unjust and unreasonable, we 
would decide in favor of the employers. 

Employers’ Answer. 

** We talked the matter over, and he said 
it would require two weeks to gather evidence 
such as the employers would wish to lay be- 
fore the board. I suggested the men be al- 
lowed to return to work pending the investi- 
gation, without prejudice tothe cause of either 
side, but here | was met. with a positive re- 
fusal. Wespent some time discussing the 
matter, but could reach no agreement. 
left the office Mr. Nathan remarked 
thought it possible the investigation might 
lead to arbitration, but personally he was op- 
posed to it. 

‘**I do not consider the plan I suggested at 
all unreasonable. If the men returned to 
work under the old conditions, pending the 
investigation, it would be without prejudice 
to the position held by the employers. If at 
the end of two, or three weeks’ investigation 
nothing was accomplished the men could be 
locked out and the cause of either side would 
not be injured. The manufacturers have en-

‘This association will, in case the State 
Board shall undertake to act in the matter, 
under Sec. 6 of the act, aid the board so far 
as lies in its power. But as the board is not 
authorized under such section to make any 
decision whatever as to the merits of the con- 
troversy said investigation would appear to 
be comparatively useless.

THEY PREDICT A DIRE DISASTER. 


Curious Beliefs of the So-Called 
Cramerites of Fowler, Ind. 

Fowler, Ind.,Feb. 22.—[Special.}—About six 
months ago a pious appearing man about 50 
years of age made his appearance in this 
vicinity. His name, he claimed, was George 
Cramer, and he was the promoter of a new 
version of the Christian religion which 
would within a short time completely revolu- 
tionize the religious world. . 

He began his work by gathering around 
him about a dozen women of questionable 
age and holding nightly meetings at the 
homes of the members of his flock. Then 
some of the sisters were instructed to begin 
doing missionary work, and they invaded 
the residences of the citizens of Fowler and 
vicinity, and succeeded in securing the at- 
tendance of a large number of wives at a 
meeting. At this meeting the reverend lead- 
er claimed to be a spiritualist, and delivered 
a discourse on the evil of secret organiza- 
tions. He claimed it was in the lodge-rooms 
the devil held his campaign caucuses, and 
that all true Christians shouid lend their 
aid toward abolishing these “dens of in- 
iquity.”” His influence over the women was 
wonderful, and they at once began a united 
effort to break up the various lodges in the 
county. 

Within a month every woman’s secret 
organization in the county had been weak- 
ened by the work of the Cramerites, and 
the wives interfered largely with the at- 
tendance of their husbands upon various 
lodges. The leader finally made himself 
so conspicuous and this strange heresy be- 
came such a source of annoyance that he 
was sent a communication which, in lan- 
guage more forcible than polite, informed 
him that unless he absented himself from 
the vicinity within twenty-four hours he 
would be asked to serve as the actor ex- 
traordinary at a Hoosier lynching bee. 

Cramer received the eommunication early 
one morning and walked the streets all day 
threatening the vengeance of the “ world to 
be”’ on the writer. That night he held a 
meeting at the home of a member and there 
read the letter. He then told them the time 
had arrived when he, their leader, must 
leave, and after admonishing them against 
ceasing their warfare, he departed, leaving 
behind a bevy of red-nosed, wailing believers 
in his cause. 

Then the trouble began in earnest. A room 
was rented by his followers and they con- 
tinued their work, much to the discomfiture 
of those with whom they came in contact. 
Miss Emily Baldwin, aged 58, was chosen 
leader, and she startled her constituents a 
few days ago by declaring the world was 
about to come to an end. She claimed to 
have conversed with the Supreme Ruler dur- 
ing a dream and to have been told the earth 
was going’ to collide with some other sphere. 
Death, she said, would be instantaneous to 
every living animal on the earth. 

Miss Baldwin has not yet advertised the 
date of the proposed collision, neither has 
she named the planet which is to be the 
cause of our destruction. Her story has 
been taken to heart by the Cramerites, and 
they are spending most of their time singing 
and praying and otherwise arranging for a 
violent death, while their husbands are ply- 
ing their usual vocations as best they can 
and are eating cold victuals and wearing 
soiled linen. 


Famous Illinois Hermit Is Dead.

| NYE BREATHES HIS LAST. 


HUMORIST PASSES AWAY WITHOUT | 


REGAINING CONSCIOUSNESS. 


Fatal Result of the Apoplectic Seizure 
of Tuesday Night—Wife, Daughters, 
and Brother at His Bedside—Touch- 
ing Tribute to His Old Friend from 
James Whitcomb Riley — Ex-Gov. 
Robinson ‘of Massachusetts Fills 
Out the Measure of His Years. 

Asheville, N. C,, Feb. 22.—[Special.]—Edgar 

Wilson Nye, the humorist, died at his home, 

*“ Buckshoals,”’ eight miles from Asheville, 

at noon today of apoplexy. He had lainina 

helpless and hopeless condition since he was 

Stricken on Tuesday night, not having 

spoken to or recognized any one. Mr. Nye’s 

brother, a prominent attorney of Minne- 
a4polis, Minn., arrived today about three 
hours after his brother’s death. No arrange- 


ment about the funeral has yet been an- 
nounced. 


His daughters arrived from Washington 
City, where they have been attending school, 
last W ednesday, and were at the bedside 
until the end. 

Mr. Nye came here eight years ago in 
Search of health and tinally bought a farm, 
where he built a beautiful home. 

He was born in Shirley, Piscataqua Coun- 
ty, Me., the 25th of August, 1850. He was 
educated at an academy at River Falls, 
Wis., removed to Wyoming Territory, stud- 
led law, and was admitted to the bar in 1876. 
He began early to contribute humorous 
sketches to the newspapers, using the pen 
name of * Bill Nye,” was connected with 
various Western journals, and afterwards 
settled in New York City. He has published 

Bill Nye and the Boomerang ” (Chicago, 
1881), ‘‘The Forty Liars” (1883), ‘* Baled 
Hay ” (1884), ‘* Bill Nye’s Blossom Rock ” 
(1885), and ‘*‘ Remarks ”’ (1886). 

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—No 
one heard the news of “ Bill”’ Nye’s death 
with more sincere sorrow than James Whit- 
comb Riley, who was Mr. Nye’s close friend 
and business partner on the lecture platform 
for a number of years. 

** We two have shared confidential sorrows 
and joys,” said Mr. Riley today when he re- 
ceived word of the death of his old friend. 
“My grief is that of a brother, so com- 
panionable had we become. I always found 
Mr. Nye wholly unselfish. He was most 
gentle at heart, with unfailing hope and 
cheer. His was a noble, heroic life, full of 
devotion to his home, his mother, brothers, 
wife, children, and friends. I cannot doubt 
that somehow somewhere he continues 
cheerily on in the unbroken exercise of his 
spiritual capacity.’’

'IN MEMORY OF THE LOST CAUSE. 


Confederate Museum Formally Opened 
in the Jefferson Davis Mansion. 

Richmond, Va., Feb. 22.—[{Special.}—The 
Confederate museum in the old Jefferson 
Davis mansion was formally opened to the 
publie this afternoon from 1 to 4 o'clock, and 
at night a reception was held. The building 
has been thoroughly renovated and restored, 
just as it was when used for the Executive 
mansion of the Confederacy. One room has 
been set apart and dedicated to each of the 
late Confederate States. : 

In the main parlor the General Reception 
committee received the thousands of visit- 
ors, while the Regents and Vice-Regents of 
the respective States received in the State 
apartments. At2:30 o'clock public exercises 
were held in the presence of the Governor 
and other State oflicers, the members of the 
Legislature, and veteran camps. Gov. 
O’Ferralil presided, and introduced the Rev. 
Dr. Moses D. Hoge, who offered prayer. 
He has been pastor of one church in Rich- 
mond for fifty-one years. 

Following Dr. Hoge, Gen. Bradley T. John- 
son, formerly of Virginia, now of Baltimore, 
delivered the address. , 

The relics are notallin place, but the interior 
ot the museum throughout was elaborately 
decorated for today’s celebration. Enter- 
ing the double doors one is in the reception- 
room. Beyond this is the room of the Solid 
South. To the left is the Virginia room. 
l'his was formerly President Davis’ dining- 
room. To the right is another large room, 
which is Georgia’s. Here is displayed the 
famous De Refine collection of Confederate 
antiquities, with the original draft of the 
Confederate Constitution and its autograph 
signatures. 

The small room adjoining the Georgia 
room is Mississippi's. Proceeding to the 
second floor, the room to the left is North 
Carolina’s. 

The room directly over the Solid South 
room is South Carolina’s. Then to the 
right lies Alabama's, adjoining which is 
Maryland’s, which was Mrs. Davis’ dressing- 
room, Alabama's being her chamber. 

On the third floor are the rooms of Florida, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Louisiana, and Texas. 

The following are a few of the thousands 
of relics exhibited: 

Two buttons cut from Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson’s coat after he was wounded at 
Chancellorsville. A coat with the stains of 
Jackson’s life blood on it, belonging to the 
Rev. James P. Smith, who supported him 
after he was wounded. A brass measure 
used in gunnery for charges of mortars and 
howitzers, used by Gen. T. J. Jackson. 

A piece of rope, made of the pens bed 
ticking of Gen. John Morgan, with which he 
and seventeen of his men let themselves 
down from the walls of the penitentiary of 
Ohio, and escaped into Kentucky. 

The pistol, belt, and holster of Gen. R. 
E. Lee, presented by his son, Gen. G. W. E. 
Lee, President of Washington and Lee Col- 
lege. 

An order from Gen. R. E. Lee to Gen. Will- 
iam N. Pendleton to bring up the artillery, 
stained with seven spots of the courier’s 
blood; lent by the Rev. H. B. Lee of Char- 
lottesville. 

A rockaway cushion, used by Gen. T. J. 
Jackson, when a professor at Lexington, 
and a memorial ‘sketch of Col. Edmund 
Fontaine, from Mrs. Thomas Brown, 
Charleston, W. Va. 

A program of a play gotten ip by the 
prisoners of Johnson’s Island, and printed 
by them. 


STORY OF HER FIRST SUCCESS. 


Mrs. Moulton Tells About “ This, That, 
and the Other.” 
Mrs. Moulton’s first success came with the 
publication of her first book. 
‘‘T was barely 18 when it was published. 
It was entitled ‘ This, That, and the Other,’ 
and was made up chiefly of poems and short

stories which had appeared in different 
magazines. 

‘‘ Yes, it sold well. They sold 20,000 copies, 
but I attributed that as much to the way in 
the publishers pushed it as to its 
merit: They had great posters placarded 
everywhere, headed ‘ Read this book and see 
what a girl of 18 can do,’ I think I had the

modesty to be a little shocked at these 
posters, but the reviews were so kind and 
said such lovely things that—ah! shall I 
ever be so happy again as when I read 
them?” 

Mrs. Moulton’s second book was a novel 
entitled “‘ Juno Clifford.” 

In 1873 her book of juvenile tales, entitled 
‘* Bed Time Stories,’’ was so great a success 
that the publishers desired her to retain the 
title, and a second volume appeared in 1874 
called ‘‘ More Bed Time Stories.’’ In the 
same year a collection of stories for grown 
up readers, entitled .‘“Some Women's 
Hearts,’’ was published. 

In 1890 the second volume of “In the 
Garden of Dreams” was published in En- 
gland and is now in its fifth edition, 

‘‘T am more widely known,” said Mrs. 
Moulton, *“‘as a prose writer through my 
newspaper work and the hundreds of short 
stories I have published for grown-up peo- 
ple and children. But poetry is the passion 
of my life. 

‘It is poetry, which is most intimate to 
myself, which most expresses me. I have 
had higher recognition, too, as a poet than 
in any other direction.” 

Robert Browning beautifully describes her 
last book by saying: ‘* I close the volume 
only when needs I must, with music in my 
ears, flowers before my eyes, and thoughts 
before my brain.” 

Mrs. Moulton is a womanly woman, with 
anattractiveand gracious presence, a sweet, 
low voice, tender hazel eyes, and golden 
brown hair. In her handsome Boston home 
she is surrounded by pictures and books, 
lovingly inscribed, from brilliant people all 
over the world. 

Ever since her first visit to England, in 
1877, when the late Lord Houghton gave a 
breakfast in her honor, at which Mr. Swin- 
burne, George Eliot, Gustave Doré, Robert 
Browning, Jean Ingelow, and Thomas 
Hardy were present, Mrs. Moulton has 
spent part of each year in England. And 
during the London “ season” one seldom 
sees elsewhere such crowds of fashionable 
and literary celebrities as gather in Mrs. 
Moulton’s drawing rooms.—New York 
Journal.

SUICIDE OF M. D. HARTER. 


EX-CONGRESSMAN SHOOTS HIMSELF 
AT FOSTORIA, O. 


Retires for the Night at the House of & 
Friend, Mr. Kaapp, and Is Found Dead 
in the Morning—Aitended a Church 
Sociable and Supper in the Evening= 
Evidently Caused by Temporary Insan- 
ityeshock to His Family in Philadel- 
phin=His Popular Career in Congress. 

Fostoria, 0., Feb, 22.—Ex-Congressman 
Michael D. Harter of Philadelphia shot and 
killed himself here last night at the residence 
of Mr. S. Knapp, with whom he was staying. 

Mr. Harter arrived in Fostoria several days 
ago to attend to some business affairs. He 
was connected with several enterprises in this 
city. He was apparently in the best spirits, 
but had complained to his friends that he 
was troubled somewhat by insomnia, and 
yesterday he spoke of a severe pain in his 
head. Last night, however, he attended a 
sociable and supper at the Presbyterian 
Church and appeared to enjoy himself, 

After his return tothe hore of Mr. Knapp 
in the evening he said he did not care to be 
called in the morning until quite late, as he 
desired to make up some of the sleep he had 
lost. His wish was respected, and no effort 
was made to arouse him until noon today. 
Then it was discovered that he was dead, He 
was lying in bed with a frightful wound in the 
right temple. His hands jay upon his breast, 
and in them was grasped a revolver, from 
which the bullet had been fired. Evidently 
he held the weapon with both hands when he 
discharged it, for both hands were covered 
with powder smoke. The wound bled but 
little and death must have been instantaneous, 
for the bed clothing was not disturbed except 
where his body lay. 

The members of the Knapp family thought 
they heard Mr. Harter moving about his 
room at 5 o’clock this morning, but heard no 
report of a revolver. 


' 
Leaves Letter for His Wife, 


Mr. Harter had disrobed as carefully as if he 
had not intended taking his life, His clothing 
was disposed of in an orderly way. On the 
bureau lay his crayat and a letter addressed 
to his wife in Philadelphia. There was 
nothing in the letter to 
purpose to take his life. 
also a telegram to Mrs. Harter, 
this morning, in which Mr, Harter asked her 
to see that his life insurance assessments were 
paid. That, taken in connection with an in- 
cident that occurred yesterday, indicate that 
the suicide had been contemplated. » Yester- 
day Col. Fowler of the Mutual Life Insurance 
company, together with S. L. Ghaster, called 
at the Harter mill fo see Col. Brown, who took 
out a policy for $100,000 in the shape of a 5 
per cent gold bond to Mr. Harter. ‘The scheme 
deeply impressed Mr. Harter. Mr. Harter 
did not take the policy, but he made this in- 


uiry: 

‘Col. Fowler,” he said, “if a man should 
take out a policy today and should commit 
suicide tonight, would the policy be paid?’ 

He was assured that it would, and then he 
addressed Mr. Ghaster, saying: 

‘* Mr. Ghaster, do you think that if a man 
who had never narmed a person in the world 
should commit suicide he would go to 
heaven ?”’ 

Mr. Ghaster replied that he thought he 
would. 

The Coroner held an inquest this afternoon 
and decided that Mr. Harter had killed him- 
self while temporarily insane. 

There 1s no hint of financial or business em.- 
barrassments as a cause for the suicide, it be- 
ing asserted that all the enterprises with 
which Mr. Harter was connected are ina flour- 
ishing condition. 

Mrs. Harter will arrive here with her son 
from Philadelphia tomorrow. No arrange- 
ments for the tuneral have yet been made, 

At His Temporary Home in Philadelphia 

Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 22.—Ex-Congress- 
man Harter, who committed suicide in F'os- 
toria, O., today, had lived in this city since 
September last at No. 1836 Hine street, a 
large, handsome residence, Two of his sons, 
Isaae Harter Jr., aged 16 years, and Hunting- 
ton Hicks Harter, tour years younger, are at- 
tending the Episcopal Academy in this city, 
and it was for the purpose of being near the 
children that Mr. and Mrs. Harter took up 
their residence in Philadelphia. 

It was the intention of the family to move 
to the homestead at Mansfield, O., at the end 
of the school year. A third son, Robert M, 
Harter, lives at Fostoria, but he is at present 
visiting his mother here, Mr, Harter’s only 
daughter, Mrs. J. Vaughn Merrick Jr., lives 
at Roxborough, a suburb of this city. 

Mrs. Harter could not be seen, but a mem- 
ber of the household said: 

‘It seems incredible fhat Mr, Harter should 
have killed himself. His family relations 
were of the happiest character dnd he had 
every reason for wishing to live. Before he 
went West he complained of not feeling well 
and his appetite was poor, but this indis 
tion appeared only temporarily.” 

Popular in Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Feb, 22.—Michael D. 
Harter was a member of the Fifty-second and 
Fifty-third Congresses from the Fourteenth 
Ohio District. -His home was at Mansfield 
Q., and most of his life he wasa banker an 
manufacturer. He was born at Canton, O., 
April 6, 1846. Although born a poor boy’ 
and without the advantage of much schooling, 
Mr. Harter was a hard student and had 
read widely on _ political and _  finan- 
cial lines. ‘He was a Democrat 
in politics and a strong opponent of the free 
coinage of silver and an advocate of free 
trade. In the last Congress he was a member 
of the Committee on Coinage and voted 
against the free silver bill which that commit- 
tee reported, ; 

In manner he was quiet, unassuming, and 
genial. Studious by habit, simple in his 
tastes, and direct in his methods,he was a man 
of force in his party and a strong ally to the 
progressive reform element. In Washington 
society Mr. Harter was extremely popular, 


ON TRIAL FOR BELLWOOD’S MURDER. 


Frank Bateman Accused of an Old 
Crime by His Friend. 

Carlyle, Ill, Feb. 22.—[{Special.}—Henry 
Bellwood was killed the night of Sept. 25, 1803, 
at his home, one mile east of thiscity. Cook 
& Whitby’s circus was here then and Bell- 
wood, an old bachelor, attended. He unin- 
tentionally displayed*a roll of several hun- 
dred dollars. This was missing from his 


body. 

A reward of $2,200 was offered by the State 
and County authorities. The only clew was 
a blood-stained car pin. 

Jan. 8. 1806, Sheriff Lemming received a 
letter dated from Nolting, a small place 
twenty miles southeast, and signed C. A. 
Ness. The writer claimed the reward, ac- 
cused Michael Foster, and offered to be 
present and testify. Foster was arrested. 
He soon admitted * was the writer of this 
letter. Under str« sg pressure he implicated 
Frank Bateman, his intimate friend. He was 
arrested and the trial began today. 

Foster was the principal witness and testi- 
fied that about Aug. 20, 180%, Bateman said 
he knew where $1,000 could be picked up 
easily, and suggested they waylay some 
wealthy farmer in the neighborhood. Fos~- 
ter objected, abhorring the idea of murder. 
Bateman said it would not be the first man 
he had killed, and agreed to divulge his vic- 
tim’s name, providing Foster went with him 
to commit the deed then proposed, which 
was never done. Foster agreed, and Bate- 
man told him how he killed Bellwood. He 
said he got $500 and buried it, only taking 
$10 from his hidden bank at a time to avoid 
suspicion. 

Bateman is a desperate character, with 
no visible means of support. He says Fos- 
ter’s confession is false. The hearing was 
continued until Feb. 28, The prisoner will 
be bound over.

TESTING ASEPTOLIN ON COUNTY 
HOSPITAL PATIENTS. 


Plans for New South Side Sewer to 
Cost $3,000,000 — Carr and Smith 
Found Guilty and * Sleepy ” Burke 
Acquitted—Militant Church Leases 
Buildings for Hospital and Club- 
House—D. K. Pearson Offers Beloit 
College $50,000 Conditionally. 

Dr. Cyrus Edson’s aseptolin is being 
tested in Chicago on a number of patients 
at the County Hospital for consumption 
and other diseases. The tests are being 
made by Dr. Georgé I. Butler, who _ re- 
ceived a dozen bottles from Dr. Edson’s 
laboratory last week. 

Dr. Butler is Professor of Materia Medi- 
ca and Clinical Medicine in the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons,-and of Materia 
Medica and Therapeutics in the Northwest- 
ern University Woman's Medical School. 

Patients were selected for treatment 
representing the stages of tuberculosis 
from the beginning to its final stages. In 
accordance with the recommendations of 
Dr. Edson, experiments also are going for- 
avard among patients afflicted with mala- 
ria, la grippe, and blood-poisoning. 
Treatment, which is by hypodermic in- 
jection, was begun last Monday. It is too 
early to note results, although patients 
fancy an inerease in appetite, and perhaps 
sleep better. 

‘We feel the deepest concern in these 
tests,’ said Dr. Butler yesterday. ‘‘ Nore 
sults are expected short of several weeks, 
but somehow I have pinned my faith to the 
efficacy of Dr. Edson’s medicine. Certainly 
it is all right in theory, and such results as 
we know are almost entirely hopeful. 

“It is my purpose to administer aseptolin 
along with inhalations of ozone and medi- 
cated sprays—in fact, giving the patient 
advantuge of every known help to overcome 
the dreaded bacilli. I have been working 
with the latter means for some time and be- 
lieve they give resuits. Dr. Edson’s de- 
cision to keep his drug out of the hands of 
the laity is necessary from the danger at- 
tending the treatment. Aseptolin may be 
extremely hurtful to the kidneys, especially 
where those organs are impaired, and phy- 
sicilans have to take daily precautions to 
avoid that result, quitting the treatmentif it 
proceeds at the cost of those organs.”’ 

Aseptolin as sent out by Dr. Edson comes 
in a small bottle with a rubber stopper sealed 
by wire and lead. Every bottle is marked 
numerically. The liquid is of crystal white- 
ness and seems as mobile as ether. 


PLANS FOR NEW SOUTH SIDE SEWER. 


Commissioner Kent and Engineers Say 
It Will Cost 83,000,000. 

Commissioner Kent and the Engineering 
Department are working out plans fora new 
South Side sewer system that will, as esti- 
mates show, cost* $3,000,000, 

The scheme is to construct tunnels which 
will carry all sewerage now flowing into 
Lake Michigan between Thirty-fifth and 
Seveniy-third streets in the opposite direc- 
tion to the river. 

Two great underground arteries will be re- 
quired, One is designated as an intercepting 
sewer, and the other a main outlet of the en- 
tire territory. — | 

The first is intended to receive the contents 
from eight small sewers, and convey them to 
the main tunnel. 

It is proposed to start the new intercepting 
sewer at Seventy-third street, and run 
northward along the lake shore as close as 
possible to Thirty-fifth street. The main 
tunnel is to connect with it at Thirty-ninth 
street, and take a straight westward course 
to the river. The combined length of the 
two is nearly seven miles. 

’ ‘To earry off the sewage it will be necessary 
to construct immense pumping works at or 
near the junction of the two. 

The effort now is to get the plans drawn 
and an ordinance prepared for introduction 
in the Council as soon as possible. As the 
money with which to do the work must be 
raised by ¢pecial assessment ft is desired to 
push matters in order to get the enterprise 
under way early next summer. 

The Eighty-third street system which will 
be up for confirmation at the April term of 
the County Court is estimated to cost $1,300,- 
G00, 

With reference to changing the Twelfth 
and Twenty-second street sewers so as to 
turn their contents toward the river and 
Drainage Canal, Mr. Kent thinks the cheap- 
est way will be to rebuild them entirely. 


VERDICT IN THE TROLLEY CAR CASE. 


Carr and Smith Found Guilty and 
“Sleepy " Burke Acquitted. 

After being out seventeen and a half hours 
the jury which heard the evidence in the 
Evanston avenue trolley, car robbery case 
at 9:45 o’clock yesterday morning returned 
a verdict in Judge Ball’s court. John Carr 
and John Smith were found guilty as 
charged. Alfred, alias ‘*‘ Sleepy,’’ Burke 
Was acquitted. ; 

John Carr is but 19 years old and will go 
to the Illinois State Reformatory. Burke, 
who stammers badly, referring to Carr, 


eaid: 

“They sacrificed that b-b-boy for 
m-m-m-e., am Nn-N-n-no g0-go0o0-good. 
“~Wh-why didn’t they send me d-do-down 
and acquit the b-boy? He’s m-mar-marricd 
and has a nice yo-young wife, It is a 
sh-shame for him to go do-down.”’ 

The prolonged session of the jury was due, 
it was said, to a discussion and dispute over 
the evidence as to Burke. There was no 
question as to the guilt of Carr and Smith, 
and the verdict as to both was soon reached. 

The attorneys of the convicted men en- 
tered a formal motion for new trials. «In 
discharging the jury Judge Ball thanked 
the members for their services. 

At 8 o’clock on the night of Oct. 7 lasta 
trolley car on the North Shore Electric rail- 
road was signaled to stop at Evanston and 
Berwyn avenues, near Edgewater, and five 

- men, wearing masks, entered the car at the 
front and rear doors and robbed the eighteen 
passengers. 

At the trial both Smith and Carr were iden- 
tified by half a dozen of the passengers who 
were robbed. The identification of Sleepy 
Burke was not convincing. There are still 
seven indictments against the alleged rob- 
bers.. Those against Burke may be dis- 
missed.

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BIG DEAL IN ACRE LAND. 
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SALE OF THE CLINE TRACT IN LAKE 
COUNTY, IND. 


Deeds Recorded at Crown Point Give 
the Consideration as $2,000,000 and 
Name Theodore Schintz Jr. of Chi- 
cago as the Purchaser—It Is He- 
lieved, However, He Is Not the Real 
Party in Interest — Much _ Interest 
Aroused by the Transaction. 

The largest acre transaction for several 
years in this part of the country has been 
closed by the recording of deeds to the Cline 
tract of 2,080 acres in Lake County, Ind. 
The different sets of papers which went on 
record at Crown Point, Ind., on Friday place 
the consideration at $2,000,000. According 
to the deeds. Theodore Schintz Jr. of this city 
is the purchaser, 

The tract which takes its name from its 
former owner is an expanse iargely of sand 
hills. Col. George T. Cline, once of Chicago 
but now a resident of Fredrick, Md., secured 
it years ago when property in the vicinity 
was quoted around $3 an acre. The tract 
has enjoyed more or less fame since 1885 
and earlier. Several times it has been re- 
ported sold, and once it was said Col. Cline 
was offered as much for it as the price in- 
volved in the present transaction. 

The land lies between Lake Michigan and 
the Calumet River and extends from Sees. 25 
and 36 on the east to the line of Secs, 23, 36, 
and 35 on the west. The tract is included in 
Secs. 23, 26, 25, 35, and 36. The frontage 
on Lake Michigan and the Calumet River is 
one and one-half miles. The Baltimoreand 
Ohio crosses the tract and its station, Edge- 
moor, is at the northwestern corner. 

Adjacent to the property separated by sev- 
eral smaller tracts, one of eighty acres owned 
by W. K. Vanderbilt, lie the lands of the Tol- 
leston Improvement company—the incorpora- 
tion of the “big three’? packers. ‘They 
bought the land several years ago 
when it seemed likely their dispute 
with the Union Stock-Yards company 
would lead Armour, Swift, and Morris to 
remove their plants. Included in the sale is 
the west half of Section 1, Township 30, 
Range 8, consisting of 320 acres lying east 
of the Armour-Morris-Swift tract. The lat- 
ter piece is crossed by the Lake Shore and the 
Baltimore and Ohio roads. 

Mr. Schintz is of the tirm of Schintz & Ives, 
lawyers. He has frequently been identified 
in large real estate transactions in the ca- 
pavity of trustee. Although wealthy it is not 
believed he is the real purchaser of the 
tract. Dispatches from Crown Point say the 
Illinois Steel company is the buyer for the 
purposes of the Lake Shore and Eastern rail- 
road, The intention, it is said, is to use the 
land as a switching-yard and for the storage 
of coke and material. ‘The steel company hag 
recently purchased several pieces of land in 
the vicinity fora right of way for the rail- 
road. President John W. Gates, when asked 
about the deal, returned vague answers, 
throwing little light on the transaction. 

Another report concerning the transaction 
connects John Rockefeller or Andrew Car- 
negie with the deal, the ultimate design being 
the erection of a large steel plant. The canal 
started some years ago to connect the Calu- 
met River with Lake Michigan and turned 
over afterwards to the government is not 
far from the tract. It was  sug- 
gested in connection with the report the 
men 4anentioned might be interested, that the 
canal when completed would afford an en- 
trance to the Calumet River, giving a frontage 
on that stream and Lake Michigan sufficient 
for the water transportation needs of one of 
the largest plants in the world. Recent utter- 
ances of both men concerning the tendency 
of the manufacture of steel to cen- 
ter in the West and the build- 
ing by Rockefeller of seven or eight 
additional ore-carrying vessels are thought to 
strengthen this report. Mr. Ives of Schintz 
& Ives says, however. neither Rockefeller nor 
Carnegie is the buyer. 

Negotiations for several other pieces in the 
vicinity have been opened withina week. R. 
WerHyman owns a tract having two anda 
half miles of frontage on the Calumet River. 
Inquiry by people representing New England 
capitalists has been made concerning it. 
Real estate men around Crown Point say the 
inquiry is growing. -A year or two ago the 
Armour-Swift-Morris tract was surveyed and 
lots mapped out, but nothing has been done 
in the direction of placing these on the mar- 
ket. A recent rumorto the contrary, when 
run down, developed that the packers were 
trying to sell some of the sand with which 
their property is covered, 


FOR A RAILROAD RIGHT OF WAY. 
Hammond and Blue Island Company 
Buys Land. 

The recent large purchases of land in North- 
ern Indiana were made by the Hammond and 
Blue Island railway, company, which cor- 
poration is under the control of the G, H. 
Hammond company of Hammond, Ind. The 
company is now constructing a railroad on 
the right of way recently acquired by it 
through Cook County. 

By the terms of the land deal practically 
completed the Hammond and Blue Island peo- 
ple become the ‘possessors of a large strip’run- 
ning through Sections 17, 12, 13, and 24 in 
Lake County. 

The terminus of the road will beat Whiting, 
near the center of which town the company 
has acquired considerable land for switching 
and storehouse purposes. The strip for the 
main liné is along the east of Schrage avenue, 
and extends three miles in a southerly. direc- 
tion to Eschembing’s additions on the State 
line, where it connects with the Northern In- 
diana company’s right of way through In- 
diana and Illinois to Blue Island via Ham- 
mond, 

The land was bought of Messrs. Schrage, 
Leonard, and others, the price being $50,000 


PLANNING: A COLONIAL SUBURB. 
Plymouth Hills Platted Adjacent to 
Chicago Heights. 

A new suburb has been platted adjacent to 
Chicago Heights, to be known as’ Plymouth 
Hills. The property is a wooded tract of roll- 
ing country, and it is to be improved by 
squares and winding drives. A peculiar feat- 
ure of the enterprise is only dwellings of the 
early colonial style of architecture are to be 
built.

DR. HIRSCH ON THE BIBLE READER. 


Protests Against Its Use in the Public 
Schools. 

The Reform Advocate in its issue yester- 
day prints a communication from Dr. E. G. 
Hirsch in reference to the new Bible reader 
forthe schools. It is as follows: 

“ THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE reports ‘ a prom- 
inent Hebrew,’ whatever that may mean, 
as saying that ‘ Rabbi Hirsch would un- 
doubtedly ‘give his indorsement to the new 
Bible reader and its introduction into our 
public schools.’ The prominence. of this 
‘Hebrew’ must have been of that peculiar 
order which places him above the duty to 
attend services at our synagogues or to 
take cognizance of what is going on in them. 
Both Rabbi Moses and Rabbi Hirsch have 
most emphatically protested against this 
scheme of disturbing the peace of our schools 
and invading the freedom of our conscience. 
Our own discourse on this matter, preached 
only three months ago, was published both 
in the New Unity and the Reform Advocate. 
We have not changed our minds—since then. 
One selection in the book is sufficient to 
arouse the opposition of all Jews, for it is 
an outrage on théir religion. The children 
are asked to memorize, ‘It has been said to 
them of old you shall hate your enemy.” 
Where has this ever been said? The Old 
Testament has no such law, néither have the 
rabbinical writings before (and after) the 
Christian era. Nor could Jesus ever have 
said anything like this. Yet here it isin this 
reader, which our prominent ‘ Hebrew’ is 
sure that we will indorse. But then, it was 
a ‘Hebrew’ of the Standard club that de- 
livered this oracular prediction.

GILBERT STUART’S GRAVE FOUND. 


Identified in the Old Burying Ground 
at Boston. 

The grave of Gilbert Stuart, the great por- 
trait painter, who died in 1828, the locality 
of whose last resting place has been im dis- 
pute, was identified on Saturday by the ex- 
huming of the skull as tomb No. 41, old 
Central burial ground on Boston Common. 
The grave was opened by authority granted 
by the Board of Health, under the auspices 
of the Boston Traveler. 

When the skull, which was of remarkable 
size, was exhumed, each of the searchers 
exclaimed in one breath that the head was 
Stuart’s, and their reason for this was the 
remarkable size of the skull, the compara- 
tively perfect condition of the teeth, the 
square set, powerful jaws, the projecting

brows, the lack of hair on the top of the 
head, the presence of the side locks of hair, 
and the whiskers, which came to the lower 
part of the ears and there stopped. There 
was no sign of hair on the upper lip, nor 
anywhere else on the skull save the sides 
and back. 

To be more exact, the relations existing in 
the division of the face of the skull corre- 
spond with those in the portrait of Stuart 
by Neagle, and also in the outline sketch of 
himself, made by his own hand, in1sS20. The 
distance from the roots of the hair, still evi- 
dent by the few hairs remaining on the 
side of the head, to the end of the whisker 
locks, which extend nearly to the end of the 
ear on the upper jaw, are exact with the 
drawings. The upper lip and the lower jaw 
were free from hair. A vertical line drawn 
from,the top of the skull to the lower part 
of the lower jaw, allowing for shrinkage and 
waste of flesh and fatty substances, and for 
the lack of hair on the top of the head, meas- 
ures, instead of five equal parts, as per the 
drawing, one-fifth being credited to the hair, 
four equal parts. The horizontal lines and 
division of curves, the rise of the cheek- 
bones, the slight evidence of the usual small- 
er end of the face oval, prove one remarkable 
fact—i. e.: the evidence of Stuart’s extraor- 
dinary jaws. These were square set, full of 
determination, and the teeth were, save one 
on the upper back jaw, comparatively sound, 

Stuart's drawing shows clearly that his 
teeth were all in his head at his sixty-sev- 
enth year. There are other traces of phre- 
nologicalimportance. ‘The frontal lobes, the 
constructive overhanging brows, the marks 
of ideality, which once bore a coarse mass 
of hair, seen in Neagie’s portrait as well as 
his own drawing; the marks of harmony, 
energy, and so on were quite evident. The 
forehead slope, as wellas the base and width 
of the skull, are in perfect Keeping with the 
Original form. 

These facts are all that are known relative 
to the spot where lay the remains of the 
painter of King George III., of King Louis 
XVI., and of the first President of our re- 
public, George Washington. The record of 
interments and removals clearly states that 
the remains were placed in tomb 61, Central 
burying ground, July, 1828, and there is no 
record that they were ever removed. Miss 
Jane Stuart, daughter of the artist, was the 
only one who would think or care for their 
removal, did not know the exact location of 
the remains, and thus the facts stand, and 
the evidence seems to be conclusive. 

Stuart’s biogrupher states that the artist 
died on Fort Hill in poverty. This is a 
known fact, and has been attested. He left 
a few of his paintings, the only property 
which his family derived from him. Miss 
Jane Stuart, who was the last surviving 
daughter of three, Anne, Emma, and Jane, 
sold these paintings, except one, an un- 
finished head of a noted Irish barrister. 
Miss Jane lived in a small house on Mill 
street, Newport, R. I., and when she died 
made over her estate in trust to the old 
family housekeeper.—New York Journal.

though a little old, has begun to 
take root and grow again. We are 
the capital and largest place in 
the county. We have common school and 
gospel privileges the same as other intelli- 
gent folks. Have grown some during the 
last year, and under favorable conditions of 
the weather we confidently expect to grow 
some more during the coming year.

He was found guilty, and the Judge 
sentenced him to ten years in the peniten- 
tlary at hard labor, and in addition directed 
him to get twenty-five lashes on the bare 
back every three months. The remedy was 
at once seen. Hold-ups ceased. If thére is 
one thing about a thug that is tender, and 
about which he is most solicitous, it is his 
hide. Cur as he is by nature, it is the only 
part of him that can suffer. What does he 
care for Joliet? Why, he knows that if he 
has a pull he can get out in no time, even if 
he is sent there, but his punishment is nine 
times out of ten a paltry fine. A man who 
will slug another for the purpose of robbery, 
or who uses a pistol for that purpose, is a 
murderer at heart, and deserves death. It 
is the only way to stop the crime, which is 
now epidemic in our midst. The criminal 
code of Canada in reference to robbery from 
the person and violence, is as follows: 
* Everyone is guilty of an indictable offense, 
and liable to imprisonment for life, and to be 
whipped, who robs any person, and at the 
time of, or immediately before, or immedi- 
ately after such robbery, wounds, beats, 
strikes, or uses personal violence to such per- 
£ea, os being together with any other person 
or persons, robs or assaults with intent to 
rob any person.” Such a law should be

ONCE AT JOHNS HOPKINS. 


NORTHWESTERN ALUMNI ASSOCIA- 
TION HOLDS ANNUAL BANQUET, 


Addresses by Prof. Von Holst and 
Rabbi Hirsch—Members Discuss All 
Sorts of Subjects—Letter Read from 
President Gilman Announcing City 
of Baltimore Has Purchased “ Clif- 
ton,” Summer Residence of Founder 
of University, for Public Park. 


There were not many plain “ misters” 
at the banquet of Johns Hopkins alumni at 
Kinsley’s yesterday afternoon. Many of those 
present were men in professional life—doc- 
tors, clergymen, and university professors. 

They discoursed profoundly on the cathode 
ray, Nansen’s reported discovery of the 
north pole, the probable cause of the storm 
of sandy snow, and the physiological effect 
of a straight, hard blow on the corner of the 
chin. 

It was the annual banquet of the North- 
western association of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, and was in honor of the twentieth 
anniversary of the founding of that institu- 
tion. Officers elected for the ensuing year 
were: 

President—Prof. C. H. Haskins of Madison, 
Wis. 

Vice-President—Prof. George W. T. Pat 
rick, lowa City, la. 

Secretary—Henry W. Price. 

Covers were spread in the banquet hall for 
thirty-four. Following the dinner letters 
were read from absent members and from 
President Daniel C. Gilman of Johns Hop- 
kins, who regretted his inability to be pres- 
ent. He made the announcement, received 
with applause, that the estate where Johns 
Hopkins used to spend his summers, known 
as Clifton, had been voted a park by the 
City of Baltimore, and the university had 
been awarded &710,000 for the ground. 

Telegrams of felicitation and congratula- 
tion were sent by the meeting to the univer- 
sity on its anniversary, and to the Balti- 
more alumni meeting, which was to be held 
in the evening. 

Prof. J. H. T. Main of Grinnell, Ia., acted 
as toastinaster. He gave as the philological 
derivation of the university’s name, the fact 
that twins having been born to Mr. Hop- 
kings Sr., one of whom died in its youth, he 
named the other ‘** Johns.” 

Prof. Main introduced Prof. Herman von 
Holst, who spoke on the subject, “‘ What We 
Owe Johns Hopkins.” He said when Dr. 
Gilman wired the dispatch across the conti- 
nent, **‘ Chesapeake oysters are very good,’ 
by which he signified to the trustees his ac- 
ceptance of the Presidency of the new uni- 
versity it was a move of the greatest im- 
portance for higher education in this 
country. Prof. von Holst praised the fore- 
sight of the trustees in not putting its 
legacy into splendid buildings—a shell of 
mortar and stone. He said the democracy 
of this country needs an aristocracy—not one 
of birth, legal privilege, or purse, but of in- 
tellect, and it was this aristocracy such in- 
stitutions were producing. Hie compared 
Johns Hopkins al to the cathode ray 
piercing the opaque institutions of Harvard 
and Yale. 

Dr. Emil G. Hirsch spoke next on “ The 
Scholar and the Politician.’ Ile said he 
thought when he knew Prof. von Holst was 
to speak on *“* What We Owe John Hopkins,” 
it referred to the laundry bills and other 
things that were left unpaid, but the pro- 
fessor had deviated from this and had stolen 
much of his thunder. Dr. Hirsch said it was 
time the politician should become a scholar 
and the scholar a politician. He said the 
masses have their hearts in the right place, 
but they must be led, and:the politicians 
knew how to play on the prejudices and 
passions of the people to carry their point. 
The present crisis in our nation’s history is 
due to the fact the government is in the 
hands of men who could manipulate a 
primary or a caucus, but had not yet learned 
the alpha of national government.

Dr. White of the Venezuelan Commis- 
sion Delivers an Address. 

Saltimore, Md., Feb. 22.—Exercises were 
held today in McCoy Hall, Johns Hopkins 
University, in celebration of the twentieih 
anniversary of its founding. Bishop Paret 
made the opening prayer. Dr. Andrew ID. 
White, ex-President of Cornell and a mem- 
ber of the Venezuelan Commission, with 
President Gillman of Johns Hopkins, deliv- 
ered the addresses. Frof. Joseph Ames of 
Johns Hopkins made a statement of the dis- 
coveries of Roentgen and illustrated the X 
rays. 

Dr. White in his address highly praised 
the progress of Johns Hopkins and spoke 
of the extent of its influence. He warmly 
defended the diplomatic service. He said 
of war: 

‘Of all calamities to the world which one 
can imagine there could hardly be anything 
more fearful than a war between the two 
great English speaking nations. Nothing 
should be spared to avert such a war save 
international righteousness, the just po- 
sition of our country, and the self-respect 
of its citizens.’’ 

England's great international influence 
was ascribed directly to its able and superb- 
ly maintained diplomatic service. Amer- 
ica’s service should be better paid, respect- 
able establishments maintained abroad, and 
os merit system adopted for all miner po- 
sitions.

It was 
thought he would feel his opponent for a 
round or two, or else try to whip him by left 
hand jabs as he did after the first round at 
Instead of this, however, he 
sailed right in and, though he failed to land, 
he foreed Maher to his corner. 

All the clinches occurred in or near Maher's 
corner, showing concusively Bob was the ag- 
gressor. He would feint with his left, and 
then attempt to cross with his right, but in- 
variably fell short. Whether he did this in- 
tentionally and tried to lead Peter to believe 
that he could not hit him is difficult for me to 
say. If he was bluffing, as the saying goes, 
and as he told me after the fight, he deserves 
credit, as he did 1t remarkably well. Maher, 
therefore, not counting the blows he admin- 
istered to Fitz in the clinches, had the better 
of the fighting. His chances of victory, if 
having the better of the hitting can be con- 
strued as a chance, appeared to be brightest. 

Clinches Near Maher’s Corner. 

Peter also undoubtedly thought his chances 
of winning were good, as he appeared to gain 
more confidence. He struck me as being a 
bit nervous at the beginning, which, I judge, 
was the cause of his hitting Fitz in the first 
breakaway after the third clinch. Bob°was 
breaking ground at Maher, slowly but surely 
forcing him toward his own corner, not ex- 
actly back far enough from the center to be 
noticeable, but the fact that all the milling 
occurred near Maher’s corner made it appear 
so. Maher, thinking he had Fitz on the run, 
began advancing, and just as they reached 
the center he shot out his left which caught 
Fitz on the mouth and nose, the latter, how- 
ever, countered neatly on Maher’s chin. 

Finding it easier to hit his opponent than 
he bargained, it encouraged the Irishman 
to press matters. Headvanceda step or two 
and Fitz quickly took advantage of affairs, 
sow his chance, and just as Peter stepped 
forward Bob feinted with his left and Maher 
thinking he was going to lead with his left 
shot out his right, but Fitz ducked his head 
out of the danger and at the same time let 
go his right, and, as the saying goes, got 
there first and all was over. 

Describes the Blow. 

The knock-out blow was something sim- 
ilar to the one Fitz put Jim Hall out with. 
As Bob describes it itis a sort of an upper cut 
delivered with arm rigid and close to the 
body. It is a peculiar blow, used by nobody 
but the present champion. Before deliver- 
ine the hit Fitz invariably makes a strong 
feint with the left, a short, quick stepin and 
to the rieht of his opponent, with his head 
partly down and close to his man; then, with 


ia sort of a shuffle with his right foot which 


brings it closer to his left, a sudden upward 
move of the body, with the right arm still 
rigid, and the trick is done. Fitz can de- 
liver this knock-out blow in several Ways, 
but the one used yesterday seems to be his 
favorite. 7 
Maher's Action Unexpected. 

The question of striking with one arm free 
in clinches was brought up and they both 
agreed not todo so. This, of course, laid en- 
tirely with them, and I was rather surprised 
to hear of Maher agreeing to it, as I learned 
he would hold out for that one particular 
point. His backer and manager, Connelly 
and Quinn, Know Fitzsimmons is an artful 
dodger in close quarters and also a scientific 
clincher. With the privilege of punching in 
clinches with one arm free they considered 
it would be more advantageous to Maher 
than to Fitzsimmons, and upon that particu- 
lar point they figured their man would send 
in such fierce right-hand blows on Bob's body 
victory would come to them in a few rounds. 
Knowing this I was more than surprised to 
hear them agree to prohibit punching in 
clinches. lt was immaterial to me, however, 
what arrangements they made on the clinch 
and hit question, but had Maher insisted 
upon that privilege Fitzsimmons would have 
been compelled to submit. It is all over and 
the Celt’s managers are sorry that they 
agreed not to hit in clinches. 


TROUBLE OVER A SUBSCRIPTION. 
El Paso Citizens Protest Against Pay- 
ing Stuart for Having the Fight. 

El Paso, Tex., Feb. 22.—[{Special.J]—The 
question of turning over to Dan Stuart the 
$6.000 guaranteed him by the citizens of 
El Paso in case he*brought off the Maher- 
Fitzsimmons fight caused a stormy discus- 
sion at a meeting of the Executive commit- 
tee having the funds in hand this after- 
noon. M. G. Malse, a bric-a-brac and Mexi- 
can curiosity dealer, with stores in Juarez 
and El Paso, subscribed $50, and in anticipa- 
tion of a big crowd laid in a stock of 5,000 
Mexican cigars, which he hoped to sell 
visitors at Juarez. When the crowd came 
not and Mr. Malse’s cigars remained in 
their boxes, his enthusiasm cooled, and he 
‘“‘welched.”’ Others followed his example 

and demanded their money back. 

The majority of the subscribers, however, 
considered Stuart had earned the $6,000, and 
it was not his fault the crowds did not come, 
so a paper signed by ten responsible citizens, 
holding the Executive committee harmless 
for any suits that may be brought, was 
drawn up and the money was handed over 
to Dan Stuart. 

It has been arranged to publish in the El 
Paso papers the names of the persons who 
go back on their subscriptions, and there is 
a probability that by Monday, when all 
notifications of withdrawals are handed in, 
not over a half dozen will care to make 
protests.

His ATHLETIC RECORD IS GOOD. 
Fred Stone, Instructor for C. A. A., Be- 
gins His Duties March 1, 

Fred Stone, the recently chosen athletic 
instructor of the Chicago Athletic Associa- 
tion,. will begin his 
duties March 1. He 
comes from New 
York, where he has 
been an instructor of 
the athletic team of 
Columbia College. He 
is an athlete of many 
years’ experience, 
having won many im- 

portant events. 

In the first amateur 
games ever given in 
the East by the New 
York Athletic club— 
Nov. 11, 1868—he won 
the high jump, was 
second in the seven- 
ty-five-yard race, and also the broad jump 
In 1870 he won the championship 20-yard 
race at Capitoline grounds, Brooklyn, and 
in 1874 defeated John W. Cozad at San Fran- 
cisco in the 100-yard dash by seven feet in 
ten seconds for $5,000 a side and the cham- 
pionship of America. He then went to New 
Zealand, where he won twenty-six straight 
races. Leaving there for Australia, he en- 
tered for the Sidney cup, at that time the 
greatest event in athletics in Australia. It 
was a handicap, and he won every event, 
starting from scratch in the 100-yard,. 150- 
yard, 300-yard, 440-yard, and hurdle races. 
In the 440-yard the limit man had thirty- 
five yards and there were thirty starters. 
Stone won by six incbes in forty-nine sec- 
onds. 

Coming back to Anf®rica he started for the 
championship 100 yards at Pittsburg in 
August, 1884, and won easily, running both 
heats in ten seconds, the first time it had 
ever been accomplished. 

In San Francisco he began to practice 
jumping again and jumped over a billiard 
table lengthwise, covering twenty-two feet 
and six inches, in the billilard-room of the 
lick House in 1874. It has never been done 
before’ or since in America. He also, in the 
same year, jumped six feet in the high jump. 

Since 1880 he has trained many athletes, 
and for the last two years has been with 
Columbia College, whose team he trained 
when it beat Princeton for the first time in 
1804. He also, in 1880, trained Mclvor, who 
was never beaten in a race and was the first 
American to win a Sheffield handicap, the 
greatest’ race in England. In February, 
1805, he was appointed athletic manager of 
the New Manhattan club, which he held until 
it went into the hands of a receiver. He 
has been up to the present at Columbia Col- 
lezge through the day and the New Manhat- 
tan club evenings.

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 22.—[Special.]—Des 
Moines has another grave-robbery senga- 
tion.

The authorities § at 
Council Bluffs were notified, and the bhag- 
gageman there who checked the trunks is 
here. 

At the inquest tonight he testified that

With the death of Gam- 
betta, in 1882, disappeared the last great 
French statesman of the old school, the last 
conspicuous representative of the repub- 
licans who overturned the empire and 
founded the present régime amid circum- 
stances of unprecedented difficulty. One by 
one the men who attempted to replace the 
great tribune have disappeared, smothered 
inthe mud of Panama or guilty of treason 
against their former principles. 

“At the 1893 elections the candidates 
were required to possess two qualifications 
only, both negative. First, they had to be 
men uncompromised by the Panama scan- 
dal; secondly, they were required to be anti- 
Boulangists—that is, anti-dictatorialists. 
French politics was for the time being pure- 
ly personal; principles and measures were 
temporarily lost sight of. 

Deputies and Public Sentiment. 

** Since 1893 the country has been gradually 
recovering its peace of mind. The reaction- 
ary Ministers—Dupuy, Casimir-Perier, Du- 
puy again, and then Ribot—fell in quick suc- 
cussion. Their ministries fell in every case 
after a recess, when the Deputies had had an 
opportunity of feeling the pulses of their 
constituents. All those Cabinets fell after 
an attempt to balk an inquiry into a scandal 
or to pass some reactionary law. 

**When M. Bourgeois assumed powef he 
made (the first time since 1888) a clear dec- 
laration of policy. He promised punishment 
of offenders, progressive reforms, and hos- 
tility to both Monarchists and revolutionary 
Socialists. It was said at the time that he 
had no majority and would fall within a 
month. He has not fallen, notwithstanding 
a series of violent attacks. 

“The present question was simple. The 
Bourgeois Cabinet had been instructed by 
the Chamber of Deputies to discover and 
prosecute all persons guilty of corruption in 
connection with the granting of the South of 
France railway concession. The Ribot Cab- 
inet had fallen because it declined to act in 
the matter. ‘ 

“The task of carrying out the instruc- 
tions of the Chamber devolved upon M. 
Ricard, the Minister of Justice in the Bour- 
geois Cabinet. It was his duty to ascertain 
the exact condition of the judicial investi- 
gation begun some months previously. 


Removal of M. Rempler. 

**M. Rempler, the examining Magistrate in 
charge of the investigation, had been inactive 
for several weeks. He was requested to pros- 
ecute his inquiry with vigor, and precise in- 
dications were furnished him as to the points 
remaining to be cleared up. M. Rempler re- 
fused to comply. He was therefore removed 
and replaced by a more energetic Magistrate. 

*“‘It seems that in thus changing a func- 
tionary intrusted with a judicial inquiry be- 
fore this inquiry had been finished, M. Ricard 
transgressed a certain rule of judicial pro- 
cedure. The Senate asked him to explain 
this transgression. 

*“M. Ricard explained that the South of 
France railway affair had been a long while 
in hand, and it was getting dangerously near 
the time limit fixed for the prosecution of 
persons guilty of corruption. Therefore, 
since M. Rempler had declined to act, it was 
imperative to replace him by some one who 
would act: otherwise M. Ricard, and with 
him the Bourgeois ministry, would have 
been liable to censure from the Chamber. 

*“ The Senate, which from the first has been 
bitterly hostile to the Bourgeois ministry, 
nevertheless adopted a resolution blaming 
M. Ricard. As the whole Bourgeois Cabinet 
had approved M. Ricard’s action, the Senate’s 
vote was a defeat for the government. 


Senate Vs. Deputies. 

‘“‘M. Bourgeois, however, declined to re- 
sign, and two days later asked for and ob- 
tained a vote of confidence from the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. The Senate regarded this 
as an affront and again censured M. Ricard 
and the Cabinet. On Thursday M. Bourgeois 
obtained a second vote of confidence from 
the Chamber in spite of furious attacks 
from the reactionary party.” 

A deadlock seemed imminent, with the 
certain consequences outlined at the opening 
of this dispatch, but the Senate yesterday 
adopted a declaration substantially that it 
would be unwise to persist in antagonizing 
the government, adding rather fatuously: 

‘The Senate does not choose to suspend 
the legislative life of the country, and in 
spite of the attiude of the ministry the Sen- 
ate does not mean to renounce doing its 
duty. It intends to maintain its rights in 
their entirety. Independently and only con- 
sidering the interests of the country it will 
pronounce upon proposals of the ministry 
and will hold it to account for its acts. The 
country will decide between Ministers who 
have not shrunk from provoking a most se- 
rious crisis and an assembly which, in or- 
der not to compromise the public peace, 
is resolved not to aggravate the constitution- 
al conflict, although it has law and right 
on its side.”’ . 

English Press Hostile. 

I may add to the World's Paris correspond- 
ent’s statements that all the telegrams from 
Paris to the English press have been, for ob- 
vious reasons, hostile to Bourgeois. Thére- 
fore, the United States may have been misin- 
formed about the real issue. The Paris 
Temps and Figaro, which are violently at- 
tacking the ministry, both figured on the 
famous list of newspapers which had ac- 
cepted bribes from the Panama company. 
Now that the Bourgeois ministry has se- 
cured the extradition of Arton some inter- 
esting revelations may be expected, for M. 
Ricard will assuredly leave no stone un- 
turned to induce Arton to tell all he knows. 
Hence the supreme necessity of suppressing 
M. Ricard and all his radical colleagues be- 
fore the Arton trial comes on. 

Turkey and Spain. 

The World’s Paris correspondent under- 
stands upon what he believes excellent au- 
thority that Munir Bey, the Turkish Ambas- 
sador, has been distributing for many 
months large sums of money to the French 
news agencies and newspapers. To the 
financial syndicate which owns the Jour- 
nal des Debats, including Leon Say and M. 
De Rothschild among its members, the Sul- 
tan has granted a special railway concession. 

With regard to Cuban matters, also, the 
French press has been singularly silent. 
None but official Spanish dispatches have 
been published. An ‘explanation is now 
forthcoming. The Bank of Spain and Hol- 
land holds an enormous quantity of Spanish 
securities which it has been trying to dis- 
pose of as rapidly as might be without un- 
duly bearing the market. Meanwhile, says 


. the Paris correspondent, it has freely sub- 


sidized the chief Parisian newspapers on 
condition that they should print no unfavor- 
able news from Cuba. 

The trial of M. St. Cere and his associates 
in the Lebaudy blackmailing case, now set 
for March 9, will be vigorously pressed if 
the Bourgeois government sustains itself 
meanwhile, and will certainly be prolific of 
shocking developments, both as regards the 
press and corrupt officials. 


Dual Commission Proposition, 

The proposition communicated to the Lon- 
don Times of last Tuesday by its corre- 
spondent, Mr. Smalley, cabling from Wash- 
ington, is practically declared by him to be 
that of President Cleveland and his Cab- 
inet.

RUSSIA’S GRABS AMAZE ENGLAND.

London, Feb. 22.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Times.]—The prediction was vent- 
ured last week against almost universal 
forecasts in the other direction that the 
French Senate would not persevere in its 
fight with the Bourgeois ministry, and it 
comes out wholly justified by the events. 
This extraordinary Radical Cabinet, which 
has nothing near a majority of avowed fol- 
lowers in the Chamber of Deputies, is yet 
not only able to command the support of that 
body for itself, but thrice within a week has 
forced it into a position of revolutionary de- 
fiance to the upper House, in. utter and de- 
liberate disregard of the latter’s rights. 

It is of course a revolution pure and simple. 
The constitution says explicitly that the 
Cabinet is responsible to the Senate equally 
with the Chamber, and the Senate has three 
times passed resolutions which, according to 
the constitution, should compel the Cabinet 
to resign. Moreover, a large majority of the 
Deputies secretly sympathize with the Sen- 
ate, and would gladly pass a similar resolu- 
tion if they dared, but they do not dare, and 
their cowardice has spread like murrain 
among Senators as well, with the result that 
Bourgeois contemptuously laughs at them 
both and keeps his place. 


Cabinet’s Forceful Argument. 

Such things do not happen by accident. 
Bourgeois and his radical Socialist support- 
ers have only one argument, Dut it possesses 
terrible force. They say that, the majority 
in the Senate is made up, of thieves and 
apologists of thieves, who occupy their po- 
sition of power to mold legislation and re- 
tard justice solely by the operation of a 
fantastic electoral machinery, in which the 
people have no voice. On the other hand, 
the Cabinet, with the Chamber behind it, 
represents universal suffrage, which has 
rights supreme above any constitutional 
jugglery of communal electérs and fancy 
franchises in the name of the people. It 
stands on and defends these rights, and 
challenges the President and Senate to de- 
cree dissolution apd submit the question to 
the people at the polls. What the President 
thinks of the situation thus outlined is not 
known, but the Senate has shown the ab- 
ject white feather. 

On Monday Radical banquets are to be 
held throughout France to celebrate the 
anniversary of universal suffrage {fh 1848, 
at which this assertion of popular will par- 
amount to the law will be glorified as the 
sheet-anchor of the republic. This past 
decade of rottenness in high political life, 
and of government by corrupt syndicates 
of financiers, has ripened the French popu- 
lar sentiment for just such an appeal. No 
one doubts that if the elections were a 
month hence Bourgeois would sweep 
France. When that month elapsed doubt 
may be entertained whether he would be 
able te hold in orderly restraint the public 
passions which his defiance of the Senate 
has roused. 


Fears of Mob Viclence. 

There was much frightened talk even this 
week in Paris of probable mob violence. 
Elaborate police and military precautions 
were taken yesterday to protect the Luxem- 
bourg palace from a possible riotous raid, 
and the vast crowd which assembled was 
anxiously kept moving by extra forces of 
gendarmes. As it was only a few hisses 
greeted. the Senators on leaving, but the ap- 
prehension of something worse was plainly 
in their minds and on their faces. 

England’s interest in all this is quite frank- 
ly selfishly confined to the prospects of 
Berthelot’s keeping his post at the Foreign 
Office. There is really not much to base an 
opinion on, but the feeling is strong here that 
he dislikes the Russo-German alliance which 
a ring of Paris financiers so nearly com- 
mitted France to, and that hé favors instead 
a friendly combination with England, Italy, 
and Austria to defend the civilized interests 
of Western Europe. That these interests 
sorely need defense is being borne in upon 
the people here with a rush. 


Feeling as to Russia’s Position. 

It is very likely that another few weeks 
will witness a genuine national panic here 
about Russia’s new position in the affairs 
of the globe. She is in Corea and in Man- 
churia, she is managing the Sultan at Con- 
stantinople. She has taken charge of Bul- 
garia and of Servia both. England would 
have regarded any one of these things a few 
years ago as a “ casus belli,” and now they 
are all accomplished events. England stares 
bewildered at the magnitude of what con- 
fronts her, hardly knowing what to do. 
Very soon, however, | fancy the necessity 
of doing something will rise uppermost 
in her mind and set these islands humming 
again with truculent enthusiasm. 


Mystery in Jameson Plans. 

To prevent the British public from wel- 
coming Jameson as a sort of second Nelson 
or Wellington, and thus giving the whole 
virtuous official character of this country 
away to the rest of the world is at present 
the chief concern of the government. A 
profound mystery accordingly surrounds 
the whereabouts in the channel of the ship 
bringing him home, and the cordons of re- 
porters who stand along the southe coast 
will probably find that he has been sneaked 
ashore and hurried to London under cover 
of night without their knowledge. How the 
authorities will keep the mobs from shak- 
ing Bow street with cheers on Monday and 
the following days does not yet appear. 
This embarrassment is the natural fruit of 
the popular habits here, where practically 
the whole people cultivate and glorify their 
muscles at the expense of their brains, and 
the jockey Archer is mourned by millions 
in the same week that Matthew Arnold 
goes to the grave almost unnoted. Un- 
doubtedly it makes a fine fighting race, 
but it also makes a race stupid enough not 
to see that Jameson, instead of being a hero, 
was a treacherous fillibuster, who brought 
his country into disgrace at the bidding 
of a millionaire group of promoters, and — 
did not even make a creditable fight after 


cepted. or rejected as a whole. | 
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behind the time when it ought to have been 
ready; but, considering the ordinary meth- 
ods and movements of the British Foreign 
Office, this is almost hurried promptness.

ment. . 
Features of Parliament Action. 


Parliamentary interest this week is almost 
entirely concentrated on Balfour’s proposi- 
tion to alter the rujes so that the supply will 
occupy twenty conSecutive Fridays and then 
whatever is left undiscussed will be automat- 
ically passed. This has a sort of academic 
popular interest because it destroys the most 
ancient of all the parliamentary principles 
that redress of grievances precedes the sup- 
ply; but it cannot be said that the public 
displays the faintest concern in the fate of 
this historic formula. Curiously enough the 
Radicals in the House of Commons are the 
ones who like this iconoclastic scheme most, 
and if they can get the assurance that pri- 
vate members in return for ceding their Fri- 
days to the government can have Tuesdays 
guaranteed to them, they will support it, 
Such opposition as is discernible comes from 
the crushed old Tories whom James Low- 
ther is striving to organize for mutiny, but 
it isnot likely that he will succeed in upset- 
ting the measure. 


Aspect of the Irish Question.

In a day or two St. Petersburg expects 
written details from the Siberian officials 
about the story of Nansen and the north 
pole. These will at least clear up, it is hoped, 
the question whether Kuchnareff, to whom 
the report is ascribed, is the well-known 
trader of that name at Qayutsk, in which 
case much weight will attach to the rumor; 
but it happens that Kuchnareff is an ex- 
tremely common name at Yakutsk and fur- 
ther on, so that the tale may have really no 
parentage worth considering. As for get- 
ting news from Yakutsk itself, even if the 
Governor sent off a messenger from Irkutsk 
as soon as thereport reached him,that would 
be a matter of nearly a month, Yet the 
drift of speculation meanwhile is increasing- 
ly toward crediting the rumor. 

Name Wanted for Roentgen Process. 

So much has to be printed every day about 
the developments in the line of Roentgen’s 
discovery that the question of a name for 
the thing has become one of importance. 
Thus far it is called the new photography, 
but that is both clumsy and misleading, and 
the suggestion is now made by several En- 
glish scientists that it be termed electog- 
raphy.

Prof. Leckey’s Maiden Speech.

VIEWS ON JOINT COMMISSION PLAN, 


Gravely Discussed and Generally Ap- 
proved by the London Press. 
London, Feb, 22.—The Venezuelan joint 
arbitration commission feelers put forth by 
Washington newspaper correspondents, 
with or without hints from persons in au- 
thority, continue to be gravely discussed in 

the newspapers and are fairly received. 

The Daily News, as an example, promises 
the government the unhesijtating support of 
the opposition and a friendly reception for 
the proposals, so far as the Liberals are con- 
cerned. 

Sir Henry Hartley Fowler, Liberal mem- 
ber for Parliament, formerly Secretary of 
State for India, and at one time President 
of the Local Government Board, known as 
the only Methodist who has been made a 
Privy Councilor, in an interview is quoted 
as saying: 

**I have the strongest opinion in favor of 
the acceptance of this scheme. It is a great 
mistake to waste time in diplomatic hag- 
gling. The details are insignificant in com- 
parison with the supreme importance of an 
immediate agreement for a settlement of 
the international difficulty.” 

The Westminster Gazette this afternoon 
Says: 

“The momentary silence does not imply 
that the government is doing nothing to meet 
the American overtures. Nevertheless, it is 
impossible not to feel strongly that now Its 
the acceptable time. It is highly desirable 
that the question should be closed before the 
Presidential election campaign becomes ac- 
tive.’’ , 
The St. James’ Gazette, commenting upon 
the preposed arbitration, makes some re- 
a concerning George Washington, say- 
ng: : 

“ He became the adversary of England re- 
luctantly and was never her enemy. If his 
spirit animated the tenants of the White 
House today, it is certain that the 
trumpery dispute between us and a South 
American republic would not be made the oc- 
casion of a difficulty which almost threat- 
ened war between the two peoples.” 

The weekly newspapers are less favorable 
to the proposal. The National Observer 
warns its readers against a too ready ac- 
ceptance, saying: 

“If England acknowledges that the United 
States possesses lordship over America, we 
give up the whole essentials of the case. Yet, 
it is difficult to make a compromise with the 
United States and not concede this. If the 
commission has to report on the whole ab- 
surd claim of Venezuela, then we have con- 
ceded the demands of the United States and 
we have agreed to arbitrate the whole case. 
This would probably lead to other conces- 
sions.”’ 

The Speaker agrees that the scheme might 
be acceptable, adding, however: ; 

“But it could advantageously be recon- 
sidered before being formally submitted. 
T'wo important pqints are open to criticism. 
Venezuela has ignored us and serious diffi- 
cult will arise in defining the facts which the 
tribunal will have to decide.”

FOR PEACE WITH HONOR. 


ARBITRATION PROPOSALS BETWEEN 
GREAT BRITAIN AND AMERICA, 


Two from Each Country, with a Fifth 
to Be Brought In from Without as 
Referee in Case of Disagreement— 
Entire Matter of the Venesuela 
Boundary to Be Referred to Them 
for the Information of Both Nations 
~Chief Justices Might Act. 

New York, Feb. 22.—[Special.]—As the 
proposal which has been made public in 
England for the settlement of the Venezue- 
lan controversy seems to be imperfectly 
understood, it may be convenient to state its 
real nature. It is exceedingly important be- 
cause it is understood that the plan is one 
which this government is ready to propose 
officially, and the British Government is 
prepared to accept in principle, if not in all 
its details, and as the basis of a final agree- 
ment. First of all a new joint commission 
is to be created by agreement between Great 
Britain and the United States, consisting of 
two English and two American members— 
the two Americans to be chosen probably 
from among the five composing the present 
commission, The new commission will 
therefore be able to profit by the experience 
of the present body, and to avail itself of its 
labors as far as they have gone. 

The joint commission will take up the in- 
quiry, not in order to determine a boundary 
or to draw a divisional line between british 
Guiana and Venezuela, but to ascertain the 
facts and report to both governments. Its 
work will, therefore, resemble, in a measure, 
that of the Cleveland commission as ex- 
plained by Mr. Justice Brewer in his letter 
to the Secretary of State. 

The four members, two English and two 
Americans, will complete the inquiry if they 
are unanimous or if a majority of them con- 
cur. If they should fail to agree a fifth 
member, to be neutral, is to be appointed by 
the President of the Swiss Confederation, 
or by some other impartial personage to be 
agreed on. The findings of this commission 
of four upon matters of fact will be reported 
to both governments and will be binding 
upon both. They are to serve as a basis for 
direct negotiations between all parties con- 
cerned, with a view to their agreeing upona 
boundary line. 


Two Distinct Stages. 


Here, then, are two distinct stages of the 
inquiry; first, a joint commission to deter- 
mine matters of fact; second, direct negotia- 
tions upon those ascertained matters of fact 
in the hope of drawing’~a boundary line. 
Venezuela is to be a party to these direct ne- 
gotiations, which it may well be expected 
will result in a final settlement of a contro- 
versy which has now lasted, owing to vari- 
ous causes on which we need not dwell, more 
than fifty years. 

But should these negotiations fail, the ul- 
timate solution af the whole problem is to be 
sought in arbitration, which is an integral 
part of this proposal. It is provided that, in 
the event of such failure, the question shall 
be submitted to an arbitral tribunal com- 
posed, it is suggested, of the Chigf Justices 
of England and the United Statés, with, if 
necessary, a third neutral member. There 
could be no more augyst tribunal. There 
could be no more impressive homage to the 
principle of arbitration. 

But this scheme is something more than a 
splendid example of arbitration and more 
than a splendid tribute to the principle 
which underlies arbitration. It offers a 
practical means of avoiding some of the ob- 
stacles which sometimes make arbitration 
difficult. There is, for example, the arbitra- 
tion between Great Britain and Portugal 
about Delagoa Bay, which has lasted nearly 
eight years and is still proceeding. Nobody 
wants such an arbitration as that. It tends 
to discredit the principle of arbitration. 
There are in this Venezuelan boundary ques- 
tion, as in the Delagoa dispute, innumerable 
details to settle somehow; questions espe- 
cially relating to what are called the set- 
tled districts, involving questions of title, of 
occupancy, of concessions for mining or 
other purposes, with the nature and terms 
of the grants; questions of duration, of as- 
signment, of bona fides, of notice of ad- 
verse claim, and a hundred other points 
which might require to be gone into in refer- 
ence to each claim. Obviously the natural 
lives of the Chief Justices would not suffice 
for all of these. 

These matters may therefore be first of all 
inquired into independently. Some of them 
may come before the commission. Others 
may be determined by agreement: others 
may be left to the arbitral tribunal subject 
to an agreement upon the definition of the 
settled districts and upon some clear rule 
in accordance with which all such questions 
shall be determined. All that is necessarily 
matter for negotiation between the govern- 
mcnts. 

Reception in England. 

The reception which this project has met 
with in England is such as to ensure the 
support of the British Government by public 
opinion in an enthusiastic support of the 
official assent to the proposal and the official 
agreement by the two governments. The 
Liberals have announced theirs in advance 
in the press and otherwise. The Conserva- 
tives are the more certain to support it, 
since the great majority of them have been 
inclined not merely to follow but to precede 
their leaders on the path of peace with the 
United States. The independent press wel- 
comes it in the conviction “ that it will bring 
blessings and a firm and enduring peace to 
the two great branches of the English- 
speaking race.’’ 

We in this country have all along urged 
arbitration as the true way out. This is arbi- 
tration in its most rational form. There 
are, of course, as in any fair compromise 
there always must be, concessions on both 
sides. The concessions are humiliating to 
neither, but equally honorable to both. 


Crisis Still On in France. 

The crisis in France is over for the mo- 
ment only. The Senate has given away. The 
ministry triumphs. The Senate, nevertheless, 
will live, and the fate of the Bourgeois Cab- 
inet is probably determined by the very act 
which looks like a surrender on the part of 
the body which had attacked and censured 
the ministry. There is no doubt about the 
constitutional question. The Senate was 
clearly within its rights in refusing a vote of 
confidence to the ministry, and the ministry 
was clearly bound to take notice of the Sen- 
ate’s hostility. It had, strictly, nothing to 
do but place its resignation in the hands of 
the President. English analogies have no 
application to this case. An English min- 
istry would pay no attention to a hostile 
vote of the House of Lords. If it did no 
Liberal ministry could live an hour. In 
France the written constitution, with its 
curious Jumble of contradictory systems, set- 
tles all these matters, borrowing features 
from the English unwritten constitution, and 
other features from the American Constitu- 
tion, and grafting on both of itsown. The 
result is that when there comes a strain 
something has to give way. 

It is in the present case the Senate which 
relinquishes its constitutional rights, but 
it does not relinquish them without a pro- 
test at once firm and dignified. It affirms 
the authority of the Senate and the re- 
sponsibility of Ministers before both cham- 
bers. Rather, however, than check the 
legislative life of the country—a _ very 
French phrase—and provoke a crisis, it will 
waive its prerogative, but not its duty. In 
other words, it Will continue to vote on the 
quesion which is at the bottom of the trou- 
ble—the railway scandal—in accordance 
with its convictions. The ministry 
does not deny that the Senate has law on 
its side. It simply claims to override the 
law, and the Chamber of Deputies, by a 
great majority, sustains them in this. To 
say that the situation Is a false one is to 
say little. It is far from being the first 
false situation of recent French politics. 
It has revealed a weak point in the Con- 
stitution, which is likely to remain weak. 


Situation Worse Confused. 

The Bourgeois Ministry meantime is in 
just as false a position relatively to the 
Chamber of Deputies as to the Senate. It 
is a radical ministry kept in power or left 
in power by a chamber which is not/radical. 
The motives which have influenced the 
chamber are mixed, and some of them, if 
you believe the gossip of Paris, are base. 
They are not in any case permanent, and the 
opinion of Paris is that the ministry must 
go. It could not survive two such triumphs 
as this last,. nor is it likely to raise this issue 
again, The solution which Paris expects

a breach of the treaty which practically 
leaves England in charge of its foreign re- 
lations. President Kruger knows that he 
can count upon no outside support. Ger- 
many has had enough of meddling and will 
not stir. Who else will stir? Whatever the 
will may be, there is no power, and if any 
European State wishes to cross swords with 
England it is unlikely to choose South Af- 
rica as a hattlefield. 

The report of the approval of the course of 
the South Africa company by the British 
Government seems to mean little. It is 
probably an inference ratherthan a state- 
ment of faet. Mr. Chamberlain announced 
his views about the company in the House of 
Commons. Nothing has happened to in- 
duce him to change them. The company is 
to continue its work minus police and admin- 
istration. Earl Grey’s appointment no 
doubt signifies a clear intention on the part 
of the government to supervise Cecil Rhodes. 
Lord Grey knows South Africa and has in- 
terests there. He is an able man, better 
known simply as Albert Grey, who suc- 
ceeded his uncle less than two years ago. 
He has character and strong views and it 
will be interesting to see how Lord Grey and 
Cecil Rhodes pull together in double harness. 
It is interesting also to reflect on Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s recent portrait drawing of Mr. 
Cecil Rhodes as a man who returned to 
South Africa shorn of his immense power 
and prestige. Were that a true picture why 
send Lord Grey to help Mr. Rhodes do noth- 
ing?

MACEO IS NOT NECESSARILY DEAD, 


No Confirmation to Be Had of the 
Vague Rumor. 
{SPECIAL CABLE BY AUGUSTUS ROEDER. |] 

Havana, Cuba, Feb. 22.—[Copyrighted, 
1896, by the Press Publishing Company, New 
York World.]—The report of Antonio Maceo’s 
death originated in a remark of a peasant 
to a civil guard Captain at Rio Seco station. 
The peasant, he said, had been told by some 
rebels who were in the skirmish at Catalina 
yesterday that the Cubans were demoralized 
because Gen. Maceo was mortally wounded. 
Whether the story was true or not the 
peasant did not know. t 

After it was learned how the report started 
there was a collapse today in prices on the 
Stock Exchange, which had rapidly gone up 
five points. 

Both Spaniards and Cubans were greatly 
agitated last night by a mysterious rumor 
that something big had happened, nobody 
knew what. After a little while it was said 
that Maceo had been killed. Then it was 
intimated that the Diario de la Marina 
was getting out an extra. Several corre- 
spondents went to that office, where the 
greatest excitement prevailed. A strong 
guard of police was in front to keep the 
crowd out. Director Rivero was personally 
superintending the handling of this most 


. important news. 


The correspondents hurried to the cable 
office, but found it closed, and no induce- 
ments could prevail upon the officials to 
open it. 

By midnight the extra was on the street, 
and the newsboys were shouting: ‘‘ Maceo 
killed.’’ 

People rushed from their houses to get 
the details. Those who had been asleep 
turned out. 

At 1 o’clock this morning I went to sev- 
eral officers of high rank, who had just re- 
turned from the field, and asked them about 
the report. They told me it was positive 
that Maceo was dead. 

Havana people were about today much be- 
fore the usual time, eager to learn additional 
particulars, but the morning newspapers 
contained only a reproduction of last night's 
extra, which admitted that the report was 
founded on rumor only. 

People rushed to the palace, where all the 
local and foreign newspaper correspondents 
were gathered, to get the official news. 

One story flying about was that Maceo had 
been killed by a fragment of bursting shell, 
that the news was brought here during the 
night by a Spanish officer, and that forty 
armed guards with Maceo’s body would reach 
Havana before night. 

I asked several officers of Gen. Weyler’s 
staff about the report. They only replied 
that no official report was yet issued. At 
about 11 a. m. Gen. Ochanda entered the gal- 
lery where the correspondents were waiting. 
He said: 

‘* Gentlemen, this report {s reserved.” 

A dispatch from Cienfuegos states that 
a band of insurgents invaded yesterday a 
plantation twelve miles east of that city and 
burned 200 acres of cane belonging to Bos- 
ton men. 

Advices from Madruga, near Catalina, re- 
port that Gomez and Maceo are marching 
in the direction of Vegas, carrying 200 
wcunded. There appears to be no doubt 
that Gomez and Maceo have joined forces. 

Gomez seems to be devoting his atten- 
tion to destroying small towns. San Fran- 
cisco Paula, a small village near Matanzas, 
and the railway station at Ibana are said 
to have been burned yesterday. 

A dispatch from Madrid reports that Spain 
refuses the demand of the French Ambassa- 
aor that French citizens arrested in Cuba 
shall be tried in the civil courts, as that 
necessitates granting the same right to 
other nations.

Life of the Nation. 


“The life of the Nation is in jeopardy, 
not from foreign foes, but from the declined 
immoral principles of its citizens. So great 
is it, in its people and its resources, that 
nothing but the undermining and destruc- 
tion of its manhood and womanhood can 
menace it. Happily the revival of the prin- 
ciples of °76 is under way. The heart of 
the masses is touched with remorse,whence 
always comes betterment. Into the rising 
struggle men of force and. brain have 
thrown their best efforts, as the statutes 
of our land, our estates, our cities will at- 
test; but it is only the great twilight which 
foretells the dawn. 

“Through the  semi-darkness, clear, 
strong, and strident, comes the voice of one 
who, in season and out, has not ceased to 
warn the land of impending danger, while 
he has earnestly pointed out the manner ofr 
escape. Like him in whose birth we re- 
joice today, he, too, has forsaken the ease 
and comfort he might well command to 
battle with the enemies of his country; 
like him, he knows no wearfness or dis- 
couragement, but with patience and forti- 
tude, with an abiding faith in the ultimate 
judgment of the people, unwaveringly pur- 
sues his purpose. 

“It is with great pleasure I now have 
the honor to introduce to this audience 
one of the chiefest apostles of this renais- 
sance—Theodore Roosevelt of New York.” 


Mr. Roosevelt, who then rose, and who was 
greeted with long continued applause, is not 
a man of impressive personality. He is 
under medium size, well proportioned, aged 
probably 35 years, has short-cropped light 
hair, and a small light mustache. Hisdress 
is excessively plain. Asa speaker he is slow, 
self-possessed, distinct, and easily heard and 
followed. He had a manuscript on the desk 
at his side, but seldom referred to it. 


Theodore Roosevelt's Words. 


Mr. Roosevelt acknowledged his cordial 
reception and said: 
the great men of all time, the 


éssarily been both statesmen and 

; for it is in statecraft and warcraft, 

Ywo arts through which commonwealths 

founded, governed, defended, and per- 

petuated, that the ability of the mightiest 

leaders of mankind has in the past found, 

and for long in the future must continue 

to find, its highest expression. Without 

statesmen and soldiers no country can ever 
achieve the highest rank. 

“It is true, also, that with only states- 
men and soldiers the highest greatness can- 
not be achieved. There must be in addition 
men of letters, men of art, men of science, 
writers of great books, builders of mighty 
and beautiful buildings, the deft workers 
cn canvas or in marble, the men of scientific 
research who interpret the book of nat- 
ure and discover and utilize for the benefit 
of their fellows the tremendous natural 
forces that play blindly about us. More- 
over, all of these men must have as the foun- 
dation upon which to work a broad basis 
of material prosperity. The architects¢ of 
this prosperity, beginning with the greatest 
merchant bankers, railwdy men, and con.- 
tinuing through the line to the last toiling 
handicraftsman in the fields or in the shops, 
must be strong, honest, healthy, intelligent, 
and hardworking, or the State which stands 
on their broad shoulders will topple. 


Great State—Great Men. 


“A great State must contain men who ex- 
cel in all the multitudinous paths of labor 
and of art, and its citizens must do their full 
duty in all the necessary and commonplace 
paths of every-day work if they are to fit 
themselves for facing the great emergencies. 

“* Nevertheless, indefinitely varied thovgh 
the energies be which, in their sum, make 
up the total of national greatness, the two 
chief among them are those which find their 
exponents in the man who guides the coun- 
try and shapes and administers its laws, and 
in the man who leads its forces on stricken 
fields, whether to repel malice, domestic or 
foreign levy. 

“The time may come after the nations 
now alive have grown gray and died and 
their memory perished when all men shall be 
imbued with the spirit which those who 
grope for a new term call altruism, and 


_which, in the homely days of our forefathers, 


was called goodness, or love, or brotherly 
kindness, or the spirit of justice and mercy. 
When that time does come, and all men love 
one another, there will be small need of gov- 
ernment, and no need of war, and the great- 
est citizen will be neither a statesman nor 
a warrior. 


Struggle for Existence. 

* But such a time is long ages distant. 
The struggle for existence is still very fierce 
and keen. As yet there is not within ken of 
human, vision so much as the first dawn 
streak of the day of universal peace, and 
woe to the nation with blind eyes who be- 
lieves that the sunburst of such a day is at 
hand. As yet life is strife, and every man 
who succeeds and who does good to his 
fellows can only succeed and can only do 
good by striving mightily and by holding 
his own with a ready hand in the war for 
righteousness. 

“As yet we need 


wise laws well ad- 


' minisfered to keep the wicked in check, and 


to prevent the wreck of decent men; as yet 
we need, as every nation needs, to stand 
ready to defend our honor and our interest 
with the sword if we are to occupy a place 
of note in the world, and to do our work well 
in that grim and painful but necessary 
struggle, through which all of us, individuals 
and nations alike, are moving slowly for- 
ward toward the unknown goal whicb the 
future shrouds from the most far-sighted. 

‘* At present, therefore, and doubtless for 
centuries to come, the arch-type of all that 
is best and greatest in a nation’s history and 
aspiration is most likely to be found em- 
bodied in one of the men who has ruled it 
and fought forit. If this law-giver or war- 
rior was fierce and false and infinitely un- 
scrupulous, if he was lost to all considera- 
tions of private honor and true national 
welfare, if, in short, the ablest and, in one 
sense, the greatest of the nation’s citizens 
was also the worst, it speaks ill indeed for 
that nation. 


Character Versus Intellect. 


** But happy it is for that nation if its hero 
was better as well as abler than his fellows, 
for character is of far greater account than 
intellect in national life. It is the peculiar 
good fortune of America that the greatest 
of all Americans was not only great asa 
soldier, and greater as a statesman, but 
greatest of all as a man. To the qualities 
of-common sense, of high personal valor, 
and of unyielding iron resolution, he joined 
always a lote of absolute justice and hon- 
esty and the broadest and most far-reaching 
devotion to his country. 

“ Washington was not only one of the 
world’s greatest men; he was also the best 
of the world’s great men. The memory of 
such a man is a precious heritage to a na- 
tion if cherished aright. He who reads of 
Wasington’s deeds and remembers them, 
that he may become a wiser and better citi- 
zen, is, in fact, paying good heed to his mem- 
ory. The politician and the soldier who 
try to live up to the principles which Wash- 
ington illustrated by word and deed alike 
are showing themselves fit to be called his 
countrymen. But it would be impossible to 
regard with too contemptuous aversion 
those men who now and then on, parade 
occasions ‘express devotion to Washington’s 
memory, but who, by the whole tenor of 
their lives, show their indifference to all 
that he thought most vital. 


Poltroons Shade Into Enemies. 


‘The man, whether politician, or editor, or 
private citizen, who would hesitate to draw 
the sword for his country when menaced by a 
foreign foe, or who condones or practices 
dishonesty in public life, or who subordinates 
the Nation’s welfare to the welfare of an in- 
dividual or a faction, or who either improp- 
erly defends bad men, or slanderously and 
wantonly assails good, is himself an enemy 
of the Nation and is unfit to appeal to the 
name of the Nation’s greatest chief. 

“The problems with which a statesman 
deals are infinitely varied, and those of one 
generatiow are not those of the next; but the 
elemen qualities needed for the solution 
of all are much the same. Most of the les- 
sons taught by the study of Washington's 
statesmanship can be learned with as much 
advantage now as acentury ago. At times 
he had to deal, as we have to deal, with the 

the unscrupulous rich and the an- 
e unscrupulous poor; 


eedy men violent; that only a limited 
sanitor of educated men were timid; that 
there were many honest public men and 
honest newspapers. All the lessons he had 
learned and taught we can, with advantage, 
at least learn. 
Applied Morality. 
“The very first of these lessons is ap- 


‘strength and courage, as well. 


rich through any kind 
wrong-doing 


extent of the admiration thus excited the 
words of the Senator did damage. Wash- 
ington’s whole life is meaningless if it does 
not show that the decalogue and the golden 
rule should form the standard for public 
men above all others, and he proved by what 
he accomplished that it was no mere empty 
dream, but the successful lifework of our 
greatest man to make politics better, to 
make statesmanship purer, and to make 
greater the nation which he had in a large 
part created. A man who is a brilliant 
phrasemaker and uses his talent to advance 
what is low and base is unfit for public life 
in a commonwealth which seriously puts 
Washington forward as an example. 

‘This is true of the politicians who advo- 
cate what is evil. It is true to an even 
greater extent of the bolder politicians who 
actually do whatisevil. The man who steals 
a Legislature, the man who wins a Govern- 
orship by wholesale fraud and violence at 
the polls; the man who buys a Senatorship 
by bribery, whether with money or office; 
each and every one of these will be repudi- 
ated by any community which puts into 
practice its belief in Washington’s greatness. 


Scores “ Smartness.”’ 


** Nothing is more repulsive in our public 
life than the tendency to deify mere ‘ smart- 
ness,’ that is, the tendency to treat a certain 
kind of intellectual acuteness as in itself 
admirable, even though utterly divorced 
from honesty and morality. A self-respect- 
ing community, a community quick with the 
spirit of stalwart honesty, will regard the 
clever criminal with even more abhorrence 
than the stupid criminal, and will war upon 
him relentlessly; and it will war no less re- 
lentlessly upon the man who, whether in 
public or in private life, stops just short of 
criminality, but who nevertheless debauches 
public sentiment more than do most actual 
criminals. 

*“ Washington’s name stands for rigid 
honesty. No talent ina public man can atone 
for dishonesty; and no community should 
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tolerate in public life a man concerning 
whose personal and official integrity there iy 
a reasonable doubt. 

‘*‘Again, Washington’s name stands for 
exact truthfulness toward friend and foe 
alike. He never hesitated to condemn in the 
strongest terms whatever was evil; but he 
was incapable of falsehood and _ slander. 
Scurrilous abuse, even of a foe, was impos- 
sible to him, although no one could at times 
stigmatize evil, in man or measure, with 
more contemptuous abhorrence. It would be 
well, indeed, if our statesmen and publicists 
copied him in this respect. 


Abuse of Public Men. 


** Nothing more speedily lowers the tone 
of public life than indiscriminate abuse of 
public men. There is great need for the ex- 
ercise of criticism, both by public men and 
by the press but there is even greater need 
that this criticism should be honest, and 
should be dignified in tone. 

“Many of the most prominent newspa- 
pers in the land, and not a few politicians 
whose voices are heard even in the Houses 
of the National Legislature, make us hang 
our heads for shame as Americans by the 
foul indecency of their assaults: assaults 
mnade quite ag frequently on the best as on 
the worst of our public servants. These 
writers and speakers are a disgrace to the 
community, which seriously respects Wash- 
ington’s great name; though it is a comfort, 
when we are inclined to feel too gloomy 
about the life of the present time, to re- 
member that these base creatures of our 
own day had their prototypes among the 
newspaper writers and politicians who 
slandered Washington while he lived. 

“ Washington stood, and now stands, for 
the elemental moralities, for the elemental 
principles of right, for the elemental virtues 
of honesty, ;truth, straightforwardness; 
courtesy, and fearlessness in denouncing 
evil and uphelding good. But besides this 
he stood for common sense and for hard 
work. He did the little things well when 
there was no big things todo. He rendered 
honorable service in the State Legislature 
just as conscientiously as he rendered hon- 
orable service when he had become the head 
of the new Nation. He no more neglected 
his commonplace political duties than he 
neglected the duty of managing his business. 
He was no mere theorist; he was an emi- 
néntly practical man. 


Washington and Lincoln. 


“Like that other great American, the 
mighty son of Illinois, Abraham Lincoln, he 
never refused to do the best possible merely 
because he did not think it was the idea] best. 
Hampered and worried by the timidity, folly, 
selfishness of the politicians and too often of 
the people, of his day, he did not therefore 
scornfully refuse further to work for the 
country, or demand impossible conditions 
before he would go into public life. He per- 
severed, and, though he never lost his own 
lofty ideals, he made allowance for the men 
of lesser moral stature. 

** He was the greatest of patriots, the great- 
est of reformers; but with him both patriot- 
ism and reform took an active and practical 
shape. He did not merely talk about what 
was to be done; still less did he confine him- 
self to mere criticisms of the doers. Pri- 
marily he was himself a doer of deeds, a man 
who actually accomplished things, a man 
who strove manfully for the right, and who 
combined the ideal and the practical. Who- 
ever wishes to achieve results in the field of 
civic reform; whoever wishes to make our 
civic life better, and desires to see his efforts 
bear practical fruit, will do well to try to 
saturate himself with some of Washington’s 
practicall common sense, no less with his 

ourage and his capacity for striving stead- 
ly toward a lofty and distant goal. 


Se Strength. and Courage. 


“ Now, is it enough to have merely com- 
mon sense and virtue? We must have 
No man is 
a good citizen of the community who lacks 
either the will or the capacity to wage 
rough warfare against lawlessness and 
against the foes of order, no less than 
against the foes of liberty. This country 
stands in very little danger of tyranny or 
loss of liberty. The unscrupulous greed 
of some great corporation, or some indi- 
vidual, in whom the money-getting faculty 
is unwholesomely developed, while the 
higher and better qualities are completely 
atrophied, may at times cause danger; but 
the evil thus caused can always, under a 
system of popular suffrage, be remedied 
by the election of officers who are just and 


decent. 

‘* As citizens we are bound, if we are hon- 
est men, to frown upon and, where possi- 
ble, punish the rich man who has grown 
of swindling or 


tatives. If our Judges are 
also desirous to do 
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demagogy and yet bent upon sternly pun- 
ishing any man who takes advantage of 
his wealth to wrong either the public or 
persons of less means; then the days of 
the improper power of wealth will be 
brought to a speedy close. 


Spirit of Anarchy. 


‘But the spirit of anarchy and lawless- 
ness is far more menacing, because when 
aroused it is far more powerful. It may at 
any time become real danger; and, more- 
over, it should always be borne in mind, es- 
pecially by the demagogic denouncers of 
riches, that the power of corrupt wealth is 
tenfold more effective in a community given 
over to lawless disorder than it is elsewhere. 

**The surest friend of the criminal rich is 
the momentarily successful representative 
of the criminal poor. The highest political 
official who encourages a mob or who con- 
dones the acts of the violent and disorderly 
classes is sure to rouse a spirit of reaction 
which may cause almost as much damage 
as his own wicked folly. No man so much 
as the honest citizen of small means is in- 
terested in the war against the Anarchist, 
the mob leader, and the demagogue. No 
public officer who fails to do all in his power 
to suppress acts of violence and lawlessness 
should be pardoned by decent people, for 
he is a more deadly foe to our country than 
the worst criminal he pardons or the worst 
scoundrel whose deeds he abets. 

“So, on the other hand, the high govern- 
mental officer, whether he be a Senator, like 
Senator Davis, or a Judge, like Judge Gary, 
who wars fearlessly on anarchy is the.best 
and truest friend of the people. Washing- 
ton was, on the whole, the greatest and 
purest champion of orderly liberty that the 
world has ever seen, but he was relentless 
in putting down disorder. When certain reg- 
iments of the Continental line revolted be- 
cause of the almost intolerable grievances 
they had suffered he did not for one moment 
allow his sympathy for their misfortunes 
to blind him to the necessity of at once 
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AT THE WASHINGTON CELEBRATION 


striking down a spirit the success of which 
would have meant the failure of our effort 
to create a system of national government. 


Mobs and Duty. 


‘*He took prompt measures against the 
offenders, and when the offense was repeat- 
ed he did not hesitate to inflict upon some of 
the ringleaders the punishment of death. 
What he did even against the splendid Revo- 
lutionary soldiers when they made theim- 
selves a mob and revolted against the laws 
must be done by every self-respecting oflicer, 
who in turn is faced by some latter-day mob 
in violent revolution against the government. 

‘** Washington appreciated to the full that 
this government is a government of law, and 
that where the laws are defied with impunity, 
or are corruptly administered, or are non- 
administered at the will of some executive 
officer, it means that there has been progress 
toward the overthrow of true liberty. Mob 
government is incompatible with personal 
freedom, and anarchic violence is the hand- 
maiden and bond-servant of irresponsible 
tyranny. 

**It makes very little difference what form 
Gefiance of the law takes. It may come in 
the shape of a mob, which interferes with 
traffic on the railways; it may come in the 
Shape of another mob, which lynches an 
offender, or some man whom they think is 
an offender; it may come in the less noxious 
but still every noxious form of disregarding 
the law in favor of some powerful interest, 
whether this be the liquor interest or any 
other. 

‘It is worth while to point out to the lat- 
ter-day ‘apologists for the trangressors of 
certain kinds of laws that Washington 
marched an army into Western Pennsylvania 
to put down the whisky insurrection, and 
beer is no more sacred than whisky. ‘rhe 
question of putting on the statute books any 
laws, on whatever subject, which are bil- 
terly distasteful to certain classes is one on 
which honest men may differ, but there 
should be no difference of opinion among 
honest men as to the enforcement of law. 


Love of Country. 


‘‘ Finally, it is necessary, not only that the 
true patriotism shall war relentlessly against 
the wrong-doer within the Nation, and 
shall be upright, honest, and fearless in the 

erformance of his ordinary civic duties; 

ut further that he shall possess that high 
form of love of country which shows itself 
in readiness to support the country’s inter- 
est against the interests of other nations, 
and, if necessary, to draw the sword in her 
defense. 

‘*‘ Washington was a soldier. He won his 
prominence by the sword. It is true, had he 
not been a man of the wisest and purest 
character, he never would have attained 
his high position, and would have been 
powerless to do good to the country; but it 
is no less true he would have failed, also, if 
he had been lacking in the splendid, virile. 
fighting qualities which he showed in his 
youth when he strove with the French and 
Indians, and in his manhood when he over- 
threw the British and German mercenaries. 

“There is an unhappy tendency among 
certain of our cultivated people to lose the 
greatly manly virtues, the power to strive 
and fight and conquer, not only in time of 
peace, but on the field of battle; exactly as 
there exists a tenilency among our very 
wealthy people to try all things by a mone- 
tary standard, and to count the honor of the 
Nation as of little weight when compared 
to the pecuniary loss which might be caused 
by war. 

Manly Qualities. 


‘*‘ Wealth is a good thing, but it is ill to 
acquire it at the cost of losing the power 
to see that there are other things which 
are even better. Refinement and cultiva- 
tion are also good things; they are qualities 
which we should strive in every way to 
acquire, and we feel nothing but contempt 
for the fool who jeers at education; but this 
fool is partially justified by the worse folly 
of the man who really does strive to shape 
education so it shall eliminate the manly 
qualities. Cultivation and refinement are 
toc dearly purchased if they are bought at 
the cost of the loss of the great fighting 
virtues, or at the cost of the loss of a spirit 
of intense Americanism. 

*“ Washington was an American in every 
fiber of his body. His bringing up was 
American; his instincts a habits of 
thought were American; and he was for 
the interests of America as opposed to those 
of any and every foreign nation. We can 
best show our appreciation of his character 
if we ourselves remember in all our words 
and deeds to be Americans and Americans 
only; and if we make our statesmen and 
representatives feel that while we wish hon- 
orable peace with all the world, yet that 
there is no nation in the world from whom 


said, ‘‘ Washington was not only abler, b:t 
better than his fellows ’’; when it was said. 
“ Washington possessed not only genius, 
but character”; when it was said, “‘ Wash- 
ington was greatest of all as a man”; ‘and 
when it was said, “* The first lesson of Wash- 
ington’s life is applied morality,” the ap- 
plause was spontaneous and hearty. 
But when the speaker pronounced the 
words “* Washington, like Lincoln—”’ there 
was a furor which almost might have mace 
any other than the Father of his Country 
jealous. Another round of applause, al- 
most as great, was elicited by a reference to 
‘' Judge Gary, who fearlessly punished an- 
archy.’’ : 
_When Mr. Roosevelt sat down President 
Fohlsaat wrung his hand and he was warm- 
ly congratulated by all who sat near him. 
William L. Tomlins then stepped to the front 
and led the audience in the singing of 
“ America,”” with which the exercises closed. 


ROOSEVELT TALKS TO STUDENTS. 


Undergraduates and Faculty Give Him 
Royal Welcome in Kent Theater. 

“ Who is ‘ Teddy’ Roosevelt? 

“ First in war, first in peace, 

“First to reform the New York police.”’ 

Such was the shout from a thousand stu- 
dent throats, accompanied by the regulation 
stamping of twice as many feet, which 
greeted Theodore Roosevelt of New York 
as he arose to address the students of the 
University of Chicago yesterday morning. 
Kent Theater was packed with an enthus- 
iastic crowd of students and professors, who 
vied with each other in applause, and laughed 
without stint at the many witticisms which 
sparkled through the discourse. 

Mr. Roosevelt took for his subject ‘‘ Munic- 
ipal Government.”’ He said: 

“This is a distinctly more friendly audi-

if I don’t always enjoy the speeches I am 
compelled to make, I have the satisfaction 
of knowing my hearers don’t either. 

**] shall make no apology for speaking of 
the lessons which I have learned by trying 
to administer part of the eity government 
in New York. My experience may be of use 
to you and I shall speak freely of it when 
necessary. On this, the birthday of George 
Washington, we ought not to talk merely 
about his character, but to try and put it 
into effect. 

‘**I] do not suppose a less theoretical field 
could be obtained in which to work than the 
New York police. We are often told we are 
idealists, dreamers, and cannot practice 
what we preach. The statemerit is a lie. 
Each of us is in honor bound to remember 
that a man is all the better fitted to grapple 
with great wrongs because of a higher educa- 
tion, the education you are getting here. 
l urge you to scorn what is base and low; 
duty is trebly his who has had privileges 
which are denied to othefs, and we havea 
right to hold him to stricter account. 


Common Qualities Grown Great. 


‘‘ Among the lessons we can learn from 
Washington's career is that a man may be 
great by carrying ordinary qualities to a 
very high point. A great many books are 
being written now by experts showing 
where there should be changes in our char- 
ters—and these books have their value—but, 
after all, the problems are not so difficult if 
you bring to bear on them the same qualities 
by which you expect to solve others. Com- 
mon courage, common sense, common reso- 
lution, common virtue—or, rather, uncom- 
mon virtue—and doing your duty as common 
citizens are the qualities 1 mean. 

‘*‘In New York the problem of handling 
the police is very complex, and yet very sim- 
ple. We were faced by the problem of a 
government which stood as typical of cor- 
ruption—a department not one of whose 
operations could bear the light of day. The 
difficulties were infinitely greater than the 
problem would imply. If public sentiment 
had been on our side, if we had had the sup- 
port of the politicians, of the press, if the 
people had been awake to what was needed, 
it would still have been years before the 
standard of morality could have been re- 
stored, 

‘But, as a matter of fact, the conditions 
were the worst. Four-fifths of the most in- 
fiuential politicians of the party on whom 
we might have expected to rely banded 
against us. Two sessioris of the Legislature 
since then, thank the Lord! haven't done us 
much harm. They have done us some, but 
not much. The criminal portion of the press, 
including the paper of the largest circula- 
tion in New York, has been against us. 

‘The fact we had only the lukewarm sup- 
port of the people who mean well, but mean 
it feebly—people who believe you can put 
through a rosewater resolution; the people 
who want things done but will not turn a 
finger to get them done—this fact worked 
against us. Some people talk of reform as 
it it were a concrete substance to be doled 
out like so much cake. 


Reform Is Rough. 


‘*A reform movement looks smooth from 
a distance, but when you come close up toit 
you find lots of rough places and lots of 
obstacles to success. In the first place, you 
will occasionally makes mistakes. The man 
who is so cautious he never makes mistakes 
is not likely to accomplish much else. 

“Then, again, the bulk of the people who 
talk loudest for reform are going to be pro- 
foundly dissatisfied at first when the reform 
goes through. Take the things that were 
said of the mighty son of Illinois, Abraham 
Lincoln, during the most vital years of his 
administration. The people were discon- 
tented, and they expressed their discontent; 
but the voice of the people is by no means 
always the voice of God. In most cases the 
people demand what is right, but there are 
eases in which the voice of the people is 
more the voice of the devil than of God. If 
the people go wrong, the public servant is 
bound to keep himself right in defiance of 
the people. 

“When I am asked by young men if they 
shall go into politics, | say no. Every man 
should do his duty at the primaries, if he is 
worth his salt, but if he is going to do any 
good in office he must proceed with the idea 
that it is the last he will hold. If you are 
going to consider the influence which your 
actions may have in alienating some power- 
ful interest, you had better not seek to hold 
office. You must go into it for the sake of 
the work, not of the reward—and at the best 
there is very little reward. 

‘“*T am talking seriously in this, and I mean 
every word of it. Don’t act in politics with 
the mercantile motive that honesty pays, but 
be honest because it is right to be honest. 
You want to feel that you have done what 
you were put in office to do. 

* Civil Service Reform. 
“IT am going to st of a problem which 


we did not have to years ago, when the 


work of the government was not so com- 
| plicated and was easily done; it is the prob- 


lem of civil service reform. I don’t like to 
use the words reform or patriotism, because 
£0 many use them as cloaks for their sins. 
I say that civil service reform is practical. 
it means you shall select a good and capable 
man to do a given job and keep him there 
as long as he does it well. 

“For instance, not long ago a New York 
policeman saved a child from drowning. I 
thought that was pretty good. On investi- 
gating I found that twenty-four other lives 
had been saved by him at different times 
and that he was in every way a capable offi- 
cer. He had not the qualities to insure him 
promotion under my extremely practical 
predecessor. From his name, Michael Gor- 
man, 1 gathered he was a tariff reformer, 
but it was no more to me whether or not he 
had voted for Cleveland than it was tothe 
child he had saved. He won his spurs and 
he got them. 

*“*Other examples without number might 
be cited of the practical working of civil 
service reform. This last month we have 
made fifty promotions on the police force. 
Of these fifty cases in only six of them did 
we know the politics of the man, and in no 
case did we heed anything but thet he was 
honest, capable, and with a creditable rec- 
ord. Doesn't that strike you as being prac- 
tical? I am none the less a good party man 
because I refuse to be paid for being geod. 
Our work was to take the New York police 
out of politics, and we did it. 


Enforcement of Law. 


‘Other lessons are to be learned from 
Washington's career, if you take those les- 
sons rightly. One is the honest enforcement 
of law. And let me say here, Iam nota law- 
maker, as some seem to think; I merely 
execute the laws; and if it wasn’t intended 
that I should execute them, then they had 
no business to put me in this office. Men 
must possess patriotism; they must possess 
the ordinary elemental: virtues for the ab- 
sence of which no intellectual attainment 
can atone. I shall not have to urge upon this 
audience the necessity of being moral, 
straight, and honorable; you must be manly 
and make ‘your weight felt; you must be 
gentlemen, but don’t mistake shrinking and 
shirking and timidity for gentlemanliness. 

**T hope you will keep the old Adam in you 
under control, but keep him there ready for 
use. If you are hit, I don’t think much of 
"ee eg you have a healthy desire to hit 
back. 

‘*‘There are lots of indispensable virtues, 
but you have got to be a man or those virtues 
will not count formuch. You will never suc- 
ceed if you are not good Americans, but 
don’t use the word American as a shield for 
wrong. If there is a distinctive American 
evil you are bound to help root it out. 

‘“‘And don’t make the mistake of getting 
out of touch with the people. Get all you 
can that is best from the educational systems 
at home and abroad, but remember to work 
with an eye to the needs of your own coun- 
try. If you are to do anything, do it asa 
patriot. There is any amount of treuble in 
civic work, so don’t deceive yourselves. If 
you have any idea you are going to play the 
rough game of life without being stained 
By sweat and blood, you err. But if you 
have enough of the lust of battle in you, you 
will have a pretty good time afterall. I'm 
sure I have. 

** My closing: word to you is—be honest, up- 
right, loyal, patriotic Americans, strong for 
the right and against all evil.” 


NORTHWEST DIVISION HIGH SCHOOL. 


H. G. Vick of Columbia College Deliv- 
ers an Address on “ My Country.” 

Two thousand persons celebrated at the 
Northwest Division High School. The orches- 
tra of the school composed of pupils of the 
higher grades furnished music. Frederick 
R. Babcock had charge of the exercises. 

H. G. Vick of Columbia College was the 
orator. His subject was: ‘“*‘ My_Country.” 
He described the progress of this continent 
since the colonial days. He said: ‘‘ Too often 
we hear lamented our loss of patriotism and 
national pride. Too often we listen to 
speeches on the evils and degeneration of 
the times. We are told the American of the 
first half century was a believer in his coun- 
try, the American of today is a skeptic. We 
are told that then profound faith in our 
government and its institutions filled each 
heart and found expression on every tongue. 
‘Today the spirit of mistrust and restraint is 
abroad in the land. We are even told that 
the American of today is unpatriotic. Such 
is the sad contrast between the past and 
the present of the country. Is it true? Is it 
false? Is it fair? These are the questions 
for you—for us—to ask and answer. 

** Our’country’s past does not reach back 
into hoary antiquity. This is no misfortune. 
As weturn the pages of our history we find lit- 
tle to bring the blush ofshame to our cheeks. 
The present finds our republic in the very 
front of nations. Where the future is to 
find it depends in part upon you. Approach 
this work not in the spirit of boastfulness, 
but as true patriots, seeking out the good 
and the bad, and determined to do well your 
part towards the advancement of your coun- 
try.” 


HEROISM OF WASHINGTON’S SERVICE 


Oration of Ernest W. Cushng of Knox 
at Englewood. 

William P. Williams, Secretary of the 
Union League club, presided at the Engle- 
wood High School celebration in the Mar- 
lowe Opera-House, Ernest W. Cushing of 
Knox College was the orator of the day, and 
he spoke on ‘‘ The Heroism of Service,” with 
Washington as the subject. He gave a re- 
view of the events that called Washingfon 
into the service of his country. 

‘* His spirit of sacrifice and his heroic de- 
votion to principles, which at all times 
marked his deeds, are something to which 
we can refer with pleasure and turn to with 
Satisfaction and profit,’’ said the speaker. 
‘Through all the hours of conflict and 
bloody strife Washington inspired all by his 
noble example and his sublime faith. As we 
follow him through the long, dreary months 
of war, beholding his suffering and sacrifice, 
his devotion to principle and duty, we learn 
to admire and revere the nobleness of his 
character. 

** Washington’s life throughout from early 
manhood, when he battled against what ap- 
peared to be great odds, until old age, when 
he went to an honored grave, wept over by 
a great Nation of people, for whose inde- 
pendence he had battled with success, and 
then served in a manner which elicits praise 
from the world, is a model for future genera- 
tions. In war he was first, in peace he had 
no leader, and in the hearts of the American 
people he has no equal.” 


HARVARD MAN TALKS OF PATRIOTS, 


Celebration Exercises at the West 
Division High School, 

The exercises at the West Division High 
School were attended by a large number of 
pupils and their parents. Marvin A. Farr 
presided. Prof. Gabriel Katzenberger led 
the singing. Mr. Farr in! a short address 
said in order to fully realize what this great 
national structure is it was necessary to 
keep in mind the heroes of the past and their 
deeds. If they were forgotten the country 
could not be maintained. 

Harold Ethelbert Addison, a senior of Har- 
vard University, delivered an address on 
‘* Patriots.’’ Mr. Addison is a native of Chi- 
cago, and a graduate of the Brown School 
and the North Division High School. When 
he was introduced the boys in the audience 
arose and gave the Harvard yell and that of 
the West Division High School. 

Mr. Addison said it was common to think 
of patriotism and war together, but there 
are patriots who do not go into battle.

College Men Tell of the Patriots of 
Colonial Days and the Influence of 
Their Example on the Character of 
the United States Government— 
Those Who Took Part in the Pro- 
grams at the Different Places and 


What Was Done. 

Thousands of school children celebrated 
Washington's birthday yesterday by attend- 
ing patriotic exercises given under the 
xuspices of the Union League club, From 
~.ory schoolhouse where these exercises 
were in progress fluttered the national col- 
ors, and the halls in which the children as- 
sembled were decorated with flags. 

A dozen schoblhouses were rallying points 
for youthful patriots. At most of the school- 
houses small flags were distributed at the 
éntrance, and the pupils waved them en- 
thusiastically whenever a particularly loyal 
sentiment was uttered. Patriotic music was 
a feature of all the programs, and in many 
instances there were addresses by the prin- 
cipals of the schools as well as by the Union 
League club’s representative. 

One of the notable celebrations of the day 
was that at the Froebel School, Twenty-first 
and Robey streets. One thousand children 
were present. The schools represented were: 
Lawndale, Hammond, Throop, Cooper, 
Walsh, Gladstone, besides the scholars from 
the home school. E. C. Ferguson presided. 

The oration of the day was ** Washington 
as an American Citizen,’”” by Herman ©. 
Cooper of Beloit College. The Rev. William 
M. Lawrence also spoke. 

Mr. Cooper, the President of the Inter- 
State Collegiate Oratorical Association, in 
representing Washington as the type of an 
American citizen, said: 

“A watchword of to@ay is citizenship. 
One learns it from seformers, one hears it in 
the church and thé school, and in the news- 
paper it is written in clear letters, and what 
does it mean? If George Washington wasa 
faithful citizen it is only because shining 
torth from his life are those qualities which, 
wherever they appear, command love anu 
respect. American patriotism needs no wind 
to carry it, but like the bracing air of some 
glorious May morning It is spread about us 
everywhere, and fills us with life and power. 
Patrick Henry gloried in it. It was the 
pride of Daniel Webster. It made irresistible 
the pen of Lincoln and the sword of Grant. 
Just so long as the spirit of Washington 
lives among the people will the Stars and 
Stripes wave over a mighty nation, and for 
him who stands beneath that flag there will 
be honor in every part of the earth.”’ 


PART PLAYED BY OLD PRINCETON. 


Much Enthusiasm at the Clarke School 
Celebration, 

Flags and enthusiasm at the Clarke School 
were reinforced by the presence of Dr, Hen- 
son and Bishop Fallows, who gave short ad- 
dresses after that of Edward W. Hamilton 
of Princeton. The schoolroom was crowded 
with the eighth and seventh grade pupiis 
from the Clarke and Joseph Medill Schools. 
Prof, Silas L. Wood was the active spirit in 
marshaling the young folks, and William D. 
Washburn the Chairman of theday. 
’ Mr. Hamilton spoke of “Our National 
Progress.’ With a loyalty to his alma mater, 
he could not help referring to the part played 
in national affairs by Princeton, It had 
given the country Ellsworth, a signer of the 
Declaration.of Independence, and President 
Madison. On its fields Washington had won 
a victory over the British which was con- 
sidered the decisive fight of the revolution. 

He said there was a force among men and 
in the Nation wich advanced with mighty 
‘strides, and was Tecognized as the spirit of 
_ progress. By obedience to its voice the world 
had emerged from barbarism to light and 
civilization, and by which the United States 
had gained a commanding. position among 
the nations of the earth. Disobedience to 
its voice, as in the case of Russia, Persia, 
and Turkey, had resulted in a continuance 
of superstition and absolutism. 

The progress of Europe from the middle 
ages to the French revolution was traced, 
and then the orator took up the conditious 
in the United States indicating the work of 
the spirit of progress. The revolution was 
« at first a protest against wrongs, and the 
idea of liberty and national independence 
only came with the subsequent developments 
of the war. From a national independence 
the progress of the country was traced. 
ending in the abolition of slavery. The spirit 
of progress, he said, was stillat work. Civil 
service reform was the living factor of this 
movement. 


WASHINGTON THE GREAT AMERICAN 


Oratioh of F. P. Sadler at the Knick- 
erbocker School Exercises. 

Sidney C. Eastman was Chairman and 
Wilbur F. Starr led the singing at the 
Knickerbocker School. The audience in- 
cluded members of the seventh and eighth 
grades of the Agassiz, Aronld, Alcott, George 
H. Thomas, Headley, Knickerbocker, Lin- 
coln, Newberry, and Prescott Schools. 

F. P. Sadler of the University of Michigan 
delivered an address on “ Washington, the 
Great American.” The speaker dwelt upon 
the character cof Washington, showing espe- 
cially his genius and statesmanship in guid- 
ing the destinies of the country when the 
billows of war were. shaking the thrones of 
Europe. He told how Washington stood be- 
tween his passionate countrymen and the 
fury of the French revolution. “ Washing- 
ton looked beyond the towering Allegha- 
nies,’ said Mr. Sadler, “and saw the re- 
sources of the Western country and its great 
future. He extended the dominion of the 
original thirteen States by the admission of 
Kentucky and Tennessee, the organization 
of the Northwest Territory, and the opening 
of the Mississippi River.”’ 

Mr. Sadler then spoke as follows of the 
Americanism of Washington and Lincoln: 

Born in a Virginia home, associating 
with nobility, honored and pampered by Gov. 
Dinwiddie, it would have been but natural 
had Washington been the Tory of the Revo- 
lution. But he saw his common countrymen 
fighting the country’s battles, and with them 
he preferred the winter’s cold of Trenton, the 
starving camp of Valley Forge, and the 
scorching’ heat of Monmouth. »

PROGRAM GIVEN AT SOUTH CHICAGO. 


Charles T. Wyckoff Delivers an Ad- 
dress on “ The Ideal Citizen.” 

The celebration at the South Chicago High 
School was the first held there. This school 
is the center of a large territory, including 
the schools at Hegewisch, Pullman, Cornell, 
Cummings, and Park Side. The. exercises 
were held in Beck’s Hall, Ninety-first street 
and Commercial avenue. The hall was 
crowded by 1,500 persons. The music was 
under the direction of Charles T. Wyckoff of 
the University of Chicago, assisted by Miss 
Hutchins of the High School. The Universi- 
ty of Chicago Male Quartet sang and the

Ellis U. Graff of Clinton, Ia., representing 
the Lake Forest University, spoke on “ The 
Ideal Citizen. Hesaid: ‘If July 4, 1776, was 
the birthday of American independence, Feb. 
v2 1732, was the birthday of American patri- 
otism. There is no need for me to tell youof 
Washington’s life. His deeds, his princi- 
ples, his character are engraved on your 
hearts and minds so deeply that words of 
mine could not touch even the surface of 
those impressions, You see in him a brave 
soldier, a wise statesman, a loyal, faithful 
citizen. A man who was devoted to his 
country in every way, and who may well 
serve as an exampleof patriotism to all com- 
ing generations. We are not gathered here 
today to do honor tothe manalone. Itishis 
spirit, his principles, which we wish also to 
commemmorate.”’ 

Mr. Graff spoke of the necessity of men 
and women beconiing good citizens, and as 
such trying to uphold the principles of 
Washington. He deprecated theindifference 
of the well-to-do and educated citizeryy who 
never attends a primary or an election be- 
cause of his belief politics would be corrupt 
in spite of the efforts of respectable citizens. 

The speaker referred to Franklin and Lin- 


coln as noble citizens, and said the title of 


*citizen’’ was far nobler than that of 
‘* Mister.” He declared the remedy for all 
political evils rested in the individual efforts 
of citizens, and in that alone. .

University followed with‘a short address. 


EXERCISES AT LAKE VIEW SCHOOL. 


A. E. Puckerin of Northwestern Uni- 
versity on America’s Mission. 
‘Pupils of the Lake View High School and 
the eighth grade scholars of the adjacent 
grammar schools honored the memory of 
Washington by carrying out a program ar- 
ranged by Ephraim Banning. The exercises 
were held in the auditorium of the high 
school building. Among those on the plat- 
form were Prof. James H. Nerton, Mrs. A. 
C. Rishel, Charles Taylor, W. L. Page, Miss 
Er. R. Larrison, and Miss Helen M. Sheldon. 
After a number of patriotic songs Mr. Ban- 
ning explained the object of the gathering. 
Mrs. T. D. Wallace sang “‘ Vive l’America.” 
Andrew E. Puckerin of Northwestern Uni- 
versity was the orator. His subject was 
“America’s Mission and Our Duty.” He 
said they had met to revive loyalty to all 
that is good and true in history and in life. 
Speaking of the advantage in heritage the 
present American generation enjoys, he 
said: ‘‘ We owe this advantage not to the 
patriots of the present, but to the heroes of 
the past. We look back a hundred years and 
behold our Henrys, our Jeffersons, our 
Franklins, all heroes and patriots, whose 
united efforts forwarded this Nation. We 
reverence the name of Lincoln, the eman- 
cipator of 4,000,000 slaves, and we cherish 
the recollections of our Garfields and our 
Grants, but there rings over the land today 
the name of the grandest of them all, the 
soldier, the statesman, the patriot, the man, 
the father of his country—George Washing- 
ton. He stands preéminent in history and 
in memory, because he lived above party 
prejudices, above dishonesty, above jealousy, 
the son of liberty, follower of truth, and a 

prince of patriots, ° 

** Washington teaches us a lesson of un- 
selfish, pure patriotism, a lesson we must 
learn and heed if America is to stand in 
future years an example of national strength 
before the civilizations of the world.”’

Charles F. Davis presided at the James 
Doolittle Jr. School, Thirty-fifth street near 
Cottage Grove avenue.

Kirk Rider of the Chicago Musical College

B. F’, Stanton of Oberlin College spoke on 
“ Puritanism of the Seventeenth Century.”’ 
Washington’s services, he said, attest hi:s 
greatness. His fame was earned not alone 
by things written and said, but by the #@- 
duous greatness of things done. He added: 
“Love of country is common to all men 
everywhere from the frigid North to the 
sun-crowned hills of the tropics. Wherever 
the earth is marked with human habitation 
is heard the song of home and native land. 
But the history it brings you and from which 
I would wring a few wholesome lessons for 
you and meisthestory ofthe Puritan. Pur- 
itanism is a common factor ever in demand, 
as it was needed two and three centuries ago 
to penetrate an unbroken forest and make 
a pathless wilderness a fit abode for coming 
generations. So it is needed today to make 
of this people all that the patriot of one and 
two centuries ago demanded. 

“ But what is the message of patriotism 
to the patriot of the twentieth century? 
It is an appeal for the highest type of citi- 
zenship. This is a plea for the honest, up- 
right, and independent exercise by every 
man of his rights as an American citizen. 
We do not yet know social equality in its 
perfect form, or shall we know it while 
caste prevails and social rank is measured 
by the possession of stocks and bonds. But 
there is a common ground where all are 
peers; there is a right which is every man’s, 
be he poorer than Lazarus, or rich beyond 
the dream of avarice. There is a spot where 
poverty cannot hamper, or wealth give aid, 
where American citizenship is supreme in 
all its functions—that spot is the ballot- 
a , Puritanism enjoins you to be patri- 
otic.’

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TOCONSOLIDATE THE TWO 


TALK OF UNITING WAIFS’ MISSION 
AND NEWSBOYS’ HOME, 


Citizens Interested in Street Children 
Strongly Advocate Plan—Discussed 
by Directors of Former Institution 
at Meeting, but No Action Taken— 
Children’s Aid Society Would Also 
Like to Be Taken Into Agreement, 
but One Grave Objection Arises, 

Citizens whe have at héart the best inter- 
ests of the street children are strongly ad- 
vocating the consolidation of the Chicago 
Waifs’. Mission and the Newsboys’ Home. 

Heretofore as separate institutions they 
have been covering exactly the same field at 
an expense wholely disproportionate, it is 
thought, to the work actually done. There 
has been more or less coaflict and jeal- 
ousy between the two, it is said, and now 
that Mr. Daniels has been ousted from the 
mission and it is to be thoroughly over- 
hauled and put on a sound, economical ba- 
sis, it is urged the welfare of the children 
demands a union of the two bodies be ef- 
fected. 

One central temporary home for the waifs, 
which would beacredit to the city, could 
thus be established and the expenses of one 
of the institutions eliminated. 

Interest is lent to this plea in the interest of 
economy and reform by the efforts of an- 
other institution, wholly dissimilar in its 
work, to effect consolidation with the mission. 
This is the Children’s Aid Society, No. 15 
Washington street, of which Mrs. Glenn 
Wood is the virtual head and Harvey B. Hurd 
the President. The directors of the 
mission held a meeting yesterday, at 
which Joseph Leiter, J. Irving Pearce, 
J. Harley Bradley, and D. M. Robertson, Mr, 
Leiter’s accountant, were present, for the pur- 
pose of considering the affairs of the mission 
and determining what should be done. 

Mr. Hurd and Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson 
appeared as a committee of two to plead the 
cause of the Children’s Aid Society. Friday 
Mrs. Wood came to the mission on a similar 
errand, The matter of union was discussed, 
but no determinktion was reached, as it was 
thought.any step looking to the absorption of 
Mrs. Wood's society should be taken with the 
gravest deliberation. 

‘The Children’s Aid Society is reported to 
be suffering from lack of funds, and the move 
to consolidate with the mission is thought to 
emanate from its financial condition, 

Its line of work, however, has been to find 
homes for babies, and this is regarded as one 
of the strongest objections to the consolidation 
proposed, ‘The mission has a clearly defined 
work so different as to cast doubt on the ex- 
pediency of the move contemplated. 

On the other hand the Newsboys’ Home is 
an allied institution, and several of the of- 
ticers of the mission have expressed them- 
selves strongly in favor of uniting the two. 
No measures were adopted yesterday, and 
may not be for some days, but that an effort 
will be made to carry out the scheme is prac- 
tically admitted.

It is also possible that women will be ad- 
mitted to share in the management of the 
society, to which their influence in English 
literature entitles them. 


English Weather Mild. 


The weather in England remains exception- 
ally warm and mild. The lawns and mead- 
OWS are as verdant asin June, and thetrees 
are almost ready to bud. Dandelions and 
buttercups have been seen in bloom near Lon- 
don this week, and a story comes from the 
midlands that the cuckoo and thrush are 
heard in full song. 

The weather has favored cycling in Lon- 
don. During the forenoon twenty cyclists 
will be seen in Hyde Park for every rider in 
Rotten Row. Throngs of spectators line the 
favorite bicycle roadway to see what has 
become one of the brightest winter shows in 
the city. Alarge majority of the cyclists are 
women. 

Discussion of Nansen’s Voyage. 


Dr. Nansen’s polar voyage remains a topie 
of fascinating interest throughout Europe. 
Nothing is known beyond the fact that a 
mysterious message came from a trust- 
worthy Russian, and one conjecture is as 
good as another. Meanwhile M. Andree is 
preparing for the arctic balloon voyage 
which he described last summer to the 
Royal Geographical Society. The German 
steamer Virgo will convey the party of three 
to Spitzbergen next June. They will inflate 
their balloon, wait until the wind blows in 
the right direction, and start, with thirty 
days’ provisions, for the north pole. 


STANLEY BLAMES THE POWERS. 
African Explorer Writes a Letter on 
Armenian Massacres, 

London, Feb. 22.—Replying to a request 
that he attend a meeting of people in sym- 
pathy with the cause of the Armenians 
Henry M. Stanley, the African explorer, has 
written a letter blaming the powers for 
staying Great Britain’s hand when she was 
on the eve, as he says, of taking action in 
the premises. Continuing, Stanley remarks: 
“If we try to discover what particular 
power is blameable we shall probably find 
that we are to blame for an act, seemingly 
having no relation to Armenia, yet which 
could be proved to have been the cause of our 
impotence. Had we settled with Venezuela 
Secretary Olney would not have sent the dis- 
patch which tempted the Marquis of Salis- 
bury to reply with.a thesis on Momroeism, 
which produced Président Cleveland’s men- 
acing message and paralyzed our intentions 
towards the Sultan. The government would 
probably have dared the resentment of the 
European powers and have coerced the Sul- 
tan had the miserable Venezuela squabble 
not intruded so inopportunely and revealed 

to us the deep hatred ofthe Americans. 

“Then followed the Jameson raid, which 
revealed the extraordinary ambitions of 
Germany and compelled us to be still more 
wary and prudent. 

“To speak of the atrocities would entail 
dealing with foreign affairs which had better 
be left to the diplomats for the present.” 


WASHINGTON’S BIRTHDAY IN LONDON 


American Colony and Many Visitors 
Celebrate the Day. 

London, Feb. 22.—While Washington’s 
birthday is being celebrated in the United 
States, the members of the American colony 
her are honoring the memory of the Father 
of his Country in an appropriate manner. 
Honest love for home institutions is bub- 
bling over in many ways and Old Glory is 
waving proudly over many a building here 
in defiance of fog, soot, and anything else. 

At the United States Embassy the American 
Ambassador, Mr. Thomas F. Bayard, and 
Mrs. Bayard held a reception during the 
earlier part of the day, and in the evening 
under the auspices of the American Society 
there was a banquet at which 400 Americans 
placed their feet under the mahogany, 
clinked glasses, cheered for God's country, 
and applauded all patriotic sentiments loudly 


honestly. . 
“The guests included the staffs of the United 


States Embassy and United States Consul- 
General, as well as Americans from nearly 
all parts of Great Britain and Ireland. 


EXTEND WORK OF INVESTIGATION. 


“Secretary Chamberlain Wants More 
Money for the Work. 

London, Feb. 22.—Mr. Chamberlain, Sec- 
retary of State for the Colonies, is widely 
extending the Emigration Department of 
the Colonial Office. He will ask Parliament 
for grants of money for the purpose, and in 
order to provide a larger staff for his office. 

In view of the suggestion that an Inter- 
national Peace Bureau be established at 
Berne, and that Washington's birthday be 
made the occasion for annual meetings of 
the advocates of peace in Burope and 
America, representatives of the English 
arbitration societies met at the studio of 
Felix Mescheles, the artist, in this city, dur- 
ing the rnoon, and adopted a resolution 
to adhere, without reserve, to the principle 
of international arbitration.

ROGUES IN THE SENATE. 


FRENCH CRISIS DUE TO EFFORTS TO 
BALK JUSTICE, 


Momentous Victory of the Bourgeois 
Ministry in Pursuit of Its Purpose 
to Purge France of the Official Cor- 
ruption Inherited from Monarch- 
ical Rule—Attitude of the London 
Press—Paris Papers Subsidized in 
the Interests of Turkey and Spain. 
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Smalley spoke with authority on this point, 
the proposition is accepted hereasthe official, 
if informal, statement of the United States 
Government for the settlement of the Ven- 
ezuela controversy. It has, as the press dis- 
patches doubtless have reported, been ac- 
cepted by the Times as satisfactory to Great 
Britain, except that, as at first understood 
here, it did not admit the Salisbury conten- 
tion of last summer—that arbitration should 
not extend to the districts settled by British 
citizens. 

tut after Mr. Smalley had cabled, and the 
Times had accepted his assurance that the 
Washington government was willing to con- 
sent to ‘‘a preliminary agreement by ne- 
gotiation upon some definition of settled dis- 
tricts, and upon some definite rule in accord- 
ance with which all questions relating to such 
districts should be determined,’’ other cable 
dispatches have reported that the World and 
other New York newspapers opposed this 
concession on the part of the Washington 
government. 

In yesterday’s letter, quoting the World's 
editorial, probably, of Thursday morning, 
Mr. Smalley says: 

‘‘T need not remind the readers of the 
Times that the New York World has always 
been opposed to jingoism. It is now. It 
urges in the same.article that to forbid 
Venezuela to concede the British claim, or 
any part of it, is not an acceptance buta 
denial of arbitration.”’ 

The Times had this morning no further 
communication from Mr. Smalley nor editor- 
ial reference to the subject. 


To Be Issued Monday. 

I am told that the statement of the British 
case which Sir Frederick Pollock has been 
assiduously preparing will be issued on 
Monday. 

The Standard (Tory) declares that “ the 
government regards the British case as his- 


torically unassailable, although the diplo-. 


matic aspect of the matter is by no means 
free from confusion.’’ 

The London press, possibly from jealousy 
of the Times, has had little to say on such 
an important proposition made through the 
medium of its correspondent, except that 
the Liberal Chronicle says this morning: 

** We need not assume that the American 


‘proposal has in its entirety been rejected 


by Lord Salisbury, but our present informa- 
tion is that matters have reached a less 
hopeful and final stage than is in some 
quarters assumed. Indeed, we are not sure 
that any decisive action will be taken by our 
own government until after the report of the 
present commission. If that report were 
favorable to the British claim our guvern- 
ment might be inclined to say that the case 
was ended and that the only further step 
to be taken was for America to bring 
pressure to bear on Venezuela. 
American Eléctions, 


‘* But it is unlikely that the commission 
can come to any authoritative conclusion 
Its report is likely to be delayed and to bring 
us perilously near to that great rock ahead— 
the American elections—while this question, 
fraught as it is with innumerable dangers, is 
left open.”’ 

The Times itself opposes Mr. Smalley’s 
plea for speedy action or decision by Lord 
Salisbury, and deprecates anything like 
haste. It adds the suggestion that all the 
negotiations be transferred to Sir Julian 
Pauncefote and the Washington Govern- 
ment, so that in default of any direct diplo- 
matic relations between Great Britain and 
Venezuela, the Venezuelan Minister to the 
United States may be at hand in case of 
need. 

As to the Chronicle’s statement above 
quoted, I recall to you that the World’s 
cables for some weeks back have iterated 
the fact, which I have had on substantial 
authority, that the Prime Minister has been 
obstinate in his opposition to any conces- 
sion, or, indeed, to any retrocession, barring 
the necessarily abandoned Schomburgk 
line from his reply to Secretary Olney. 

Chamberlain and Balfour. 

It may be that the present conservative 
advice of Mr. Balfour and Mr. Chamberlain 
has proved more nice and more potent than 
the reactionary obstinacy of their chief. I 
have shown you how difficult the Prime Min- 
ister is to move when persuaded of his own 
view of any question, how little he exposes 
himself, indeed, to outside counsel, and how 
calamitous has frequently been his’ bad 
judgment to England, as just now illustrated 
by the bloody failure of his Armenian policy, 
dating back to the treaty of Berlin. 

My present confirmation js the statement 
made yesterday by a former Cabinet Min- 
ister, than whom no man in Creat Britain is 
better informed on American affairs or upon 
more reliance 
vweuuld be placed. I cannot name him, but l 
give his remarks textually: 

Salisbury Supreme. 

‘‘ Balfour and Chamberlain wpuld jump at 
a proposal for a joint commission and George 
Curzon, the Under Secretary of\ the Foreign 
Office, is of the same way of thinking, but 
Salisbury is supreme in his own depart- 
ment. Being Premier in addition to being 
Foreign Minister, there is no one to call him 
to account in the government. His Cabinet 
policy has always been to give his colleagues 
a free hand in their departments, and he ex- 
pects equal freedom in his. 

‘* Though an obstinate man, he is not real- 
ly a strong one. If Balfour and Chamber- 
lain, representing two sections of the Cabi- 
net, earnestly press him to accept the pro- 
posal—and I understand that so far they 
have been merely waiting for the pressure 
of public opinion to impres#him with the 
necessity for amicable action—he will sur- 
render without much trouble. Important 
developments are certain to follow the next 
meeting of the Cabinet.” 

Not Official. 

At this delicate juncture the prominent 
men of both parties are reluctant to express 
themselves for publication, in view of Mr. 
Balfour’s appeal the other day for silence 
and Sir William Harcourt’'s indorsement of 


it. I therefore regret that I must also quote 
this additional statement anonymously ex- 
cept to say it was made to a World repre- 
sentative by one of the three or four fore- 
most non-official authorities in Parliament 
upon England’s foreign relations. 

“The British Government is still without 
any official cognizance of the suggestion de- 
clared to be favored by the Washington au- 
thorities for the appointment of a joint com- 
mission for inquiry into the Venezuela boun- 
dary dispute, and no official step has yet 
been taken to bring this proposal forward 
for discussion between the two governments. 
The hesitation of the Washington Govern- 
ment in making even informal overtures 
for an agreement on the basis suggested was 
quite explicable on the ground of its knowl- 
edge of Salisbury’s personal disposition on 
the subject. It would be very awkward and 
humiliating for the United States Govern- 
ment if, having submitted a scheme for ac- 
ceptance by Great Britain, the Prime Min- 
ister, instead of accepting it, should proceed 
to comment unfavorably upon it, which, un- 
der the existing condition of the relations 
between the two governments, would prac- 
tically amount to its rejection.” 

As to Mr. Balfour’s present alleged atti- 
tude, it may be due to his own recognition 
of American feeling on the subject and the 
real danger of war, of which his uncle is 
convinced there is no danger. 

H. M, Stanley’s Efforts. 

But I am told that Henry M. Staniey, the 
explorer, now a Tory member of Parliament, 
who was deeply impressed with the strength 
of the American sentiment on this subject 
during his recent visit to the United States, 
has been using all his influence with the 
Tory leaders to settle the’difficulty prompt- 
ly, delay being very dangerous in his view, 
and that Mr. Balfour’s efforts to bring over 
Lord Salisbury to that opinion are mainly 
due to Mr. Stanley’s representations. 

I find, indeed, seemingly almost uni- 
versally in both parties in Parliament, a 
hope, and, as many of them say, entire con- 
fidence, that the difficulty will be surmount- 
ed peacefully, though the delay now occur- 
ring, it is recognized, may ‘*‘ make an ulti- 
mate compromise by Great Britain less 
gracefub than if Lord Salisbury acted 
promptly.” 

Darkening Prospect for Britain. 

Meanwhile the again darkening prospect 
for Great Britain all over the world may 
powerfully and speedily, operate upon the 
Premier’s mind as to this question. Russia 
is dangerously extending. her power. This 
week saw her reassert her control of the 
Balkan States. The week before saw her 
establish her practical suzerainty over Tur- 
key. The meager news from Corea an- 
nouncing her occupation of Seoul indicates 
that she means to defy Japan, as well as 
British influence in China. The Italian re- 
verses in Abyssinia presage the fall of Great 
Britain's only powerful friend—Crispi. 

I’rance has given new and splendid assur- 
ance of her stability and strength, and may 
be counted upon to side with Russia, unless, 
indeed, Great Britain has made an alliance 
with the Czar. 

Germany remains sullenly hostile. 
Rhodes and the Transvaal. 
Tonight’s dispatch from the Transvaal, in- 
dicating that the Boers, on the twenty- 
seventh anniversary of their victory over 
the British at Majuba Hill, will proclaim 
their complete independence of British 
suzerainty, would, if true, compel war 
with the Transvaal and lead to the strong 

probability of German intervention. 

The grounding of a German vessel with 
(curious coincidence) Cecil Rhodes on board 
in the Suez Canal has startled England by 
revealing the gertainty that if a vessel were 
blown up there in a war it would block the 
canal for weeks. 

‘** A block of three weeks,”’ says the Graphic 
today, ‘‘ might lose us India forever. In- 
deed, the man who declared that the Cape of 
Good Hope would some day be recognized 
as the pivot of the empire may not have been 
without wisdom.” 

Your dispatches have told you that the 
German press is. giving many corroborative 
proofs of my statement of two years ago, 
and again recently, that this same Cecil

Astor Wants an Editor. 

I learn that the published statement that 
Mr. Astor means to appoint an American 
to be editor of the Pall Mall Gazette is not 
true.

He is 
on the lookout in London society for the 
counterpart of Mr. Cust, if he can secure 
him. He wants an Englishman of influence, 
because such an editor might get important 
news occasionally, and gives a paper a cer- 
tain standing with political society. 

Mr. Astor visited the.Gazette office day 
before yesterday for the first time since the 
day of Mr. Cust’s departure and expressed 
his satisfaction with the way the paper was 
being conducted. 

Mr. Cust has been trying to get money for 
anew paper, but has met with little or no 
encouragement. 


TO ENCOURAGE FRIENDLY FEELING. 
Ambassador Bayard Urges Training” 
of the Children in the Schools. 
London, Feb. 22.—A letter from the United 
States Ambassador, Mr. Thomas F. Bayard, 
expressing thanks for the receipt of a copy 
of the prologue of an entertainment given 
by the Brighton College, insisting upon the 
continuance of Anglo-American friendship, 

has been published. Mr. Bayard says: 

‘*T hail with delight any evidence of gen- 
erous confidence in the companionship of 
the great human family to which God has 
given the English language. It is a wise 
thought to inculcate international sym- 
pathies in the schools of each country. It 
is the way the twig is bent that the tree in- 
clines, and I hope that the British oak and 
the American hickory will always incline 
towards each other.” 

It is announced a meeting of the agents of 
the different British colonies is to be called in 
order to take steps to enable the English 
farmers to compete on better terms with 
the farmers of foreign countries,-by arrang- 
ing for cheaper transport of English farm 
produce, etc. In addition, an association is 
in course of formation having as a nucleus 
a capital of £20,000 ($100,000) to establish 
depots in the large towns and collecting 
stations throughout the country for the 
distribution of produce. But a reduction in 
the freight rates on farm products Will first 
be secured, and later retail stores, if neces- 
sary, will be established throughout the 
United Kingdom. The scheme wil] also be 
extended, in all probability, to colonial 
products.

BEARS IN WALL STREET ARE COM- 
PELLED TO HIBERNATE. 


Slowly the Voices of the Pessimists 
linve Been Drowned Out by the 
Loud Predictions of Prosperity 
Made by Optimists—Market Has Re- 
sponded HR to the Better Feel- 
ing and Dangers of a Setback Are 
Scarcely Considered. 

New York, Feb. 22.—[{Special.J—Live inci- 
dents have been few in Wall street this week. 
Of sensationalism we have nothing. For all 
that, however, it has been a week of most 
important bearings on the investment and 
speculative situation. 

The market for securities has been 
jected to some tests that have been severe, 
sot the least among which was nervousness 
or the part of interests having a vast deal at 
stake. There has been a general anticipa- 
tion that a smart reaction was due; that the 
market had been advancing rapidly enough 
and long. enough to deserve a setback. 
The approach of this reaction was 
recorded almost universally as not only 
natureily at hand, but as likely to 
put the market to its utmost test. Un this 
account a long line of traders, with others, 
showed pronounced anxieties, apprehensive 
tat the market might break away in an old- 
{ime smash. 

Fears Prove Groundless. 

So far not only have fears of this sort come 
to naught, but the week closes on the Stock 
Exchange with a feeling of more decided con- 
fidence than has been known in many a long 
day. Such reactions as have appeared really 
have amounted to nothing. Yet bear specu- 
lators have been pegging away the whole 
“rhe Seinen attnation thus puts on an ab- 
normal appearance. It is making a good 
showing, despite apprehensions from its 
friends, and stands firm against aggressive 
opposition attacks. On this account con- 
servative commission houses, after a long 
period of hesitancy and doubt, are now be- 
ginning to advise customers to come into the 


market as buyers.

DEATH OF PRESIDENT C. C. WAITE. 


Prominent Railway’ Magnrate Dies 
While in His Private Car. ' 
Christopher T. Waite, President of the 
Columbus, Hocking Valley and Toledo rail- 
road, who died of pneumonia in his private 
car at Columbus, O., while on a trip of in- 
spection over his road, had enjoyed excellent 
health up to the time he contracted the 
sickness which resulted in his sudden death. 
lie was the son of Chief Justice Waite of 
the United States.Supreme Court, and was 
only 52 years old. 

Since 1864 he had been in the railroad serv- 
ice and had worked his way up step by step 
until he reached the top rung of the ladder, 
and he did not gain this eminence in the rall- 
road work on account of the high standing 
and great reputation of his distinguished 
father, but by his own efforts and merit. 
His genial disposition gained him many 
friends, and he was exceedingly popular 
with the officers and employés of the Hock- 
ing Valley road. 

I‘rom July, 1864, to 1865 he was Assistant 
Engineer of the Rensselaer and Saratoga 
railroad, and then became Assistant Engin- 
eer of the Croton water works department 
of New York City. He left this position after 
a short service to become Chief Engineer of 
preliminary surveys for the Columbus and 
Toledo railroad, and subsequently performed 
the same service for the Toledo, Akron and 
Atlantic railroad. 

From 1869 to 1870 he was Chief Engineer 
of the Cincinnati and Muskingum Valley 
railroad, when in addition to his duties as 
Chief Engineer he was made Superintendent 
of the road. In 1881 he became assistant to 
the President of the New York, Lake Erie 
and Western railroad, and in 1882 was ap- 
pointed Vice-President of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton railroad, with office 
at Cincinnati. From 1889 up to the present 
time hé wassPresident of the Columbus, 
Hocking Valley and Toledo railroad.

Countermining, i. e., the clearing of 
a mine-set channel by the explosion of mon- 
ster torpedoes near the surface in such 
manner that the concussion will explode the 
hidden mines, was also an easy means for 
getting rid of the old time floating powder 
cans. 

Under the existing conditions, with the 
mines confined at the bottom of the chan- 
nel and exploded only by the pressing of an 
electric key on shore, countermining and 
nets have lost their usefulness and all dan- 
ger of .premature discharge is removed, 
The Thames below London is set with 1,000 
mines each loaded with from 50 to 1,000 
pounds of gun cotton, and over these horrible 
machines there daily pass hundreds of ves- 
sels carrying thousands of people and car- 
goes of incalculable value. 

The modern submarine mine consists ofa 
spherical or elliptical steel shell about ‘three 
feet in diameter, made water-tight and tested 
by hydraulic pressure to make sure it will 
stand the strain of long service under many 
fathoms of water. Inside of this sheil is 
placed a frame of T or angle irons formed 
into a cubical receptacle so arranged that 
the space between the frame and the out- 
side shell is converted into an air chamber, 
which furnishes buoyancy for the mine 
after it is loaded. Within the framework is 
placed a charge of wet gun cotton varying 
from 50 to 1,000 pounds in weight. This 
charge is distributed so as to leave a small 
opening in the center for the firing ap- 
paratus, which consists of a fine platinum 
wire surrounded with fulminate of mercury 
and then passed through a cake of dry gun 
cotton, the whole making a cylinder about 
one foot long by four inches in diameter. 
To this is attached an electrical relay for 
the purpose of making daily tests to see that 
the mine is always in working order, and 
the whole is then set in the center of the 
charge of wet gun cotton, the connection 
between the platinum wire and the cables 
which carry the current from the shore 
arranged, and the mine is then sealed and 
made ready for placing. Wet gun cotton 
is used in charging, as it is deemed the best 
to handle and the most effectual in execu- 
tion. To discharge the mine a powerful 
battery, generally about fifty-five cells, is 
turned on to the shore end of the firing 
wire and this current melts the platinum 
wire in the center of the charge in 
the mine. This in turn explodes the fulmi- 
nate of mercury and the detonation is 
strong enough to set off the surrounding

N the heterogeneous population of Chi- 
cago it would not be expected that all

And while many of the signs, it must 
be remembered, evidently are written or 
painted by illiterate people without the aid 
of a sign painter, many others not only are 
painted by professionals, but are kept in 
place by tradesmen who should know better. 

At Ogden avenue and Taylor street this 
sign is painted on the awning over: the en- 
trance to a drug store: ‘*‘ Cold Ice Cream 
Soda.”” Hot ice cream soda would be a nov- 
elty, indeed. 

Over a picture gallery in Ogden avenue, 
near Madison street, it is to be read that the 
artist will make *‘ Ambrotyps on Glass.” It 
was not bad enough that he should misspell 
the word “‘ ambrotypes,” but his intimation

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CHICAGO’S 
DIRTY STREETS 
DUE TO TWO CAUSES. 


Paucity of Appropriations and Po- 
litical Contract System the 
Main Evils. 


Most of the Work Is Done Through 
Private Street-Cleaning 
Bureaus. 


TREET cleaning in Chicago is now al- 

most entirely a matter of private enter- 
% prise, and property-owners are watch- 

ing the outcome with great interest. 
Such of the highways as are under the con- 
trol of the park boards are kept in good con- 
dition, but those over which the municipal 
authorities hold sway are, as a general 
thing, dirty and neglected. One reason for 
this is the political contract system which 
obtains in city affairs, but a stronger one is 
the paucity of the annual appropriations 
made by the City Council to cover the work, 
and between the two the streets are left in 
bad shape. Contrast is often made with 
New York to the detriment of Chicago in 
this respect and particularly by residents of 
this city who make. first visit to the East- 
ern metropolis. In New York, especially un- 
der the present reform administration, the 
streets are swept and cleaned with the regu- 
larity of clockwork, and make an appearance 
which at once challenges the notice of a 
Chicagoan, but few of the visitors take the 
trouble of investigating the difference in con- 
ditions in the two cities. 

New York has a little more than 300 miles 
of paved streets, and to keep these clean and 
in working order costs the taxpayers close 
to $3,000,000 a year. This is an enormous 
sum of money, but there is an unmistakable 
sign of some return for it as the work is un- 
deniably well done. In Chicago we have 
over 1,000 miles of paved streets and for their 
cleaning the Council annually appropriates 
the magnificent amount of $250,000. With 
more than three times the mileage of New 
York to look after less than one-tenth of the 
money used in that city is appropriated here. 
Even if every dollar of the $250,000 was hon- 
estly and economically expended in the work 
it would be impossible to keep all the streets 
clean, and when political contractors have 
things pretty much their own way the result 
is apparent. 

Work of Civic Federation. 

For five months last year the Civic Fed- 
eration carried on the task of cleaning the 
streets in the First Ward, in an effort to 
furnish practical proof that the highways 
could be kept in passable shape for reason- 
able outlay. In that time $26,000 Was ex- 
pended, and, while the streets were thor- 
oughly cleaned according to promise, it was 
made plain that $250,000, under the most 
favorable circumstances, was an inadequate 
sum for taking care of the 1,000 miles of 
streets within the city limits. The. Civic 
Federation was pledged to do the work only 
for the time specified, and subscriptions were 
solicited on this understanding. In other 
words, it was simply to be a demonstration 
that the streets could be cleaned, despite the 
assertions of the political contractors, who 
were neglecting the work. When the time 
was up, and the last dollar of the $26,000 
subscribed had been expended, the Civic 
Federation withdrew from the work, its 
officials being proudly conscious of the fact 
that they had established their proposition 
indisputably. Then the men who had con- 
tracts with the city took up the work again, 
and the change was so disheartening that 
property-owners and business-men were 


driven to making bargains with individuals . 


for the cleaning of the streets in front of 
their buildings. They had to pay their share 
of the tax for this purpose to the city, but 
to insure the work being properly done had 
to also pay some private party or firm for 
doing it. 

One result of this is that the sidewalks 
and roadways in front of nearly every large 


building in the business section of the city 
are now cleaned by private contract, the 
work, as a rule, being done by poor men 


who have not the means to buy teams to 


cart the refuse to the city dumps, and have 


to content themselves with sweeping the 
stuff into heaps and hiring somebody to team 
it away. 

Money in the Business. 


This system has spread rapidly during the | 
winter and the business seems to be suchan | 
inviting one that men of means are engaging | 
| in it by organizing regular private street | 
cleaning bureaus.

ation work and has already secured a good 


patronage. It has uniformed workmen, owns 


its own carts, and goes about the matter in 
a systematic way.

Few people who choose, in 
preference to all her other chairs, to sit in 
a little low, rush-bottomed affair with a 
stout oak frame because it is so 
quaint guess that it came out of a 
cathedral in Antwerp.

Finally, 
having exhausted argument and entreaty 
in that quarter, Miss Dohn went to a dealer 
of whom she had purchased a large chest 
of properties for the still life room in the 
Art Institute and begged him to get it for 
her. Her steamer sailed early the next 
morning. At9o’clock that evening the chair 
had not arrived. Despairing of it she was 
putting the last touches to her packing when 
it was borne in along with the dealer‘s pro- 
fuse apologies for the delay. And that is 
how an American studio happens to be en- 
riched at the expense of a Dutch cathedral. 
Miss Dohn does not live in the Tree Build- 
Ang. but all her work outside of her class 
criticism at the Art Institute is done there. 
Just now she is engaged on a large decora- 
tive canvas that is to be framed in the wood- 
work of the landing of a staircase in,a South 
Side residence. It is an autumnal scene, 
warm in coloring, representing a woman and 
child gathering apples inan orchard.

Miss Week and Miss Du Bois. 


Across the hall from Miss Dolin is another 
studio that shares with hers the honor of be- 
ing the two most attractive in the building. 
This is where Miss Week and Miss Du Bois 
live. These two young women have just re- 
turned to Chicago after a two years’ resi- 
dence in Paris, where Miss Week studied 
under Merson, Aman Jean, and Colin. They 
had their quarters there at the American 
Girls’ club in the Latin quarter, and one 
recognizes upon their walls and on their 
shelves and tables things that were unmis- 
takably picked up at the shops that art 
students of the quarter love to haunt—the 
beautiful “‘Inconnu”’ of the Louvre from 
the cast shop in a queer little street behind 
the Boulevard Montparnesse, pieces of peas- 
ant ware in gay colors from the jug shop 
near Notre Dame, photographs from the 
man who keeps the best in all Paris in his 
‘“‘ magazin’ in the Rue Bonaparte. Cups 
and saucers bearing the coats of arms of the 
great English universities, vases and plaques 
of Italian faience, a big shining brass milk 
can from Holland, and some dainty bits of 
royal Dresden bear testimony to holiday 
ramblings in various countries in the sea- 
sons when studios close and even Paris is 
deserted. 

Miss Week is especially interested in por- 
traiture, and there are in her studio, among 
many clever sketches and studies, two fin- 
ished portraits that are exceedingly well 
handled. One is of Migs Week’s mother, 
the other of Miss Du Bois. The latter was 
hung—and ‘on the line,’’ too—in the New 
Salon last summer. Miss Week is at pres- 
ent at work on another portrait of Miss Du 
Bois ‘which she expects to complete for the 
spring exhibition of the Cosmopolitan club. 

Miss Du Bois points to a couple of auto- 
types in soft browns hanging in the studio 
when anybody asks about her work. But 
she is really more given to taking life gayly 
than art seriously. She enjoys a merited 
popularity among her friends both in and 
out of the studio building, succeeds in hav- 
ing a good time all the time much better 
than most people manage it, and incidental- 
ly brews the best tea in all Chicago. 

With her brother for a neighbor on one 
side and Miss Du Bois and Miss Week on 
the other, Miss Cora Freer has settled her- 
self contentedly in the Tree Building after 
three years’ absence abroad. Holland has 
been her main “stamping ground,” and at 
the tea she gave the other day to welcome 
her friends to her studio charming water.-, 
eolor sketches of its dunes and windmills 
lined her walls. Miss Freer, like most of 
the returned wanderers from the continent, 
finds that the colony in the studio building

Studies of his decorative panels placed in 
various clubs and private houses both here 
and in Milwaukee lined the walls of Her- 
mann Michalowski’s studio, and several 
portraits, among them a full- length of Mrs. 
Michalowski, are advantageously placed 
about the room. Mr. Michalowski is of the 
Munich school and likes to paint subjects 
famed in German folk-lore—gnomes and 
sprites and nymphs. A large emblematic 
picture for the ‘* Schlaraffea,” or ‘ Owl 
club,”” a German organization, is engaging 
his attention at present, along with a picture 
for the dining-room of a South Side resi- 
dence—gnomes busying themselves with a 
big roast of beef. 

L. Bracony, Emil H. Wuertz, and F. En- 
glesmann are the sculptors, each with dis- 
tinctly different styles. Mr. Bracony's stu- 
dio is filled with graceful figures in the mod- 
ern Italian spirit. In a small room by it- 
self he exhibits to visitors a remarkably 
faithful model of the more important homan 
ruins. Mr. Wuertz is happiest perhaps in 
portraits in relief that require delicate hand- 
ling and small figures, while Mr. Engels- 
mann is known in Chicago by his works in 
the parks. 

Portraiture is Mr. Theodore Pine’s passion, 
as is evidenced by the likenesses, several of 
them of Chicago people, on which he is 
working. Mr. H. H. Cross makes a study 
of animals in their various moods, and in 
pursuit of his favorite subjects he has 
traveled and hunted and sketched all over 
the world. The art of illustration ts, so far 
as the studio colony is cencerned, in the 
hands of Mr. Burt Barnes, who has some 
clever wash drawings pinned upon his walls.

LLE. PANURGE, a New York palm- 
ister, has read the hand of Johanna, 
the Central Park chimpanzee. As 

every one knows Johanna is exceedingly in- 
telligent—so intelligent in fact that she 
seems to have many human characteristics. 
This is the reason why Mlle. Panurge went 
to examine her hand though she did not ex- 
pect to find anything worth reading in the 
chimpanzee’s palm. But she was agreeably 
disappointed not to say surprised. Johanna 
did not object to the operation, because Mcec- 
Kay, her keeper, held her hand, and Johanna 
is quite fond of McKay. 

“I find things that amaze me,”’ said Mlle. 
Panurege.- “I look at the palm and I look at 
the face, and I say to myself, ‘ Is there, then, 
something of humanity in this beast?’ ”’ 

‘They are wonderful,’’ she said. “I see 
the M and the N, and both are in their prop- 
er places. These two letters, so clearly de- 
fined in the left hand, mean great things in 
the ordinary individual.

a ‘Author of « Degeneration ” Hard Hit, ig 
rg $0 SE HSS NED SENN EN MEN EEE DE NEG HE a SEE ee 


AX NORDAU has met his match, or, 
rather, he might do s0 if he could 
discover the author of the new vol- 
ume called ‘“ Regeneration” (Put- 
nams), which has just appeared on both sides 
of the Atlantic. The Englishman who has 
written the book prefers to keep his name 
a secret, but the fact that Prof. Nicholas 
Murray Butler of Columbia College has 
written an introduction to the American 
edition is sufficient guaranty of its merits. 
As Prof. Butler says in his introduction, 
Max Nordaf is perhaps the most daring 
toreador of rétent yéars. He challenged 
modern civilization to mortal combat in the 
presence Of @ssembled thousands. ° Whether 


the contest®weesfair or-unfair,it-certainly. j. 


was for a’time exciting. And Prof. Butler 
holds thatthe proceeding, brutal though it 
may have, been, had its uses, for it caused 
us to stop and think. ie 
‘It is, tosay*the least, somewhat surpris- 
ing to be stopped on the-street corner and 
assured, with*¢he emphasis audthe appear- 
ance of authority, that nineteenth century 
nd wom are absorbed in interests 
chat cancel a MiPeecd type of mind, andare 
given over to a literature, an art, and a 
music that, themselves produced by mad- 
men, are rapidly reducing us all to the mad- 
house level; in other wards,-ttat we and 
our boasted civilization are degenerates. 
Prof. Butler and the anonymous English 
author charge Nordau with ultra credulity— 


scientific superstition.~Nordaw’s™ com pla-- 


cent egotism and dack.of bumor. remind 
Prof. Butler of the child whom St. August- 
ine met on the seashore one-day with a shell 


in its hand engaged*tm ladling the-sea into, 


a hole in the sand. «What are. you doing 
my child?” asked 8&t. Augustine. | “Tam 
emptying the ocean into this hole,” Said the 
child. ‘* That is impossible” ‘ Not more 
impossible than for you to empty the uni- 
verse into your intellect,” said the child, 
and vanished. | 

Prof. Butler says Nordau is the slave of 
one idea, and that a wrong one. “ Degeti- 
eration constitutes Nordau;”’ he adds. ‘‘ He 
is himself an abnormality and a patholog- 
ical type. Every large hospital for the in- 
sane knows his representative—the one sane 
man in a world of lunatics.” He calls him 
“® sciéntffic charlatan, who seeks to apply 
what. has not been proved. Seizing ypon 
some partially completed anthropological 
investigations, with their half-speculative 
inferences, he has fashioned for himself a 
yardstick with which to measure civiliza- 
tion.”’ 

Superficiality, the absence of any sense of 
proportion, lack of humor, of logic, and of 
sincerity, are among the charges which this 
volume alleges against Dr. Nordau, and 
which it proceeds to substantiate in a style 
as-lively. and incisive, if not.as dashing and 
flowery, as that of the noted German alienist 
himself. 

The author begins by roasting the German 
nation in general and the German scientist 
in particular with a freedom that argues a 
strong anti-Teutonic bias—almost as strong 
as Nordau’s anti-Gallic bias—and when he 
touches Nordau himself it is with a caustic 
force that suggests the Argumentum ad 
hominem. But the world is not wont to 
waste sympathy on a man who finds himself 
attacked with his own weapons. 

Scientific superstition is the first charge 
which the author brings to bear against the 
author of “‘ Degeneration.”’ The scientifical- 
ly superstitious, the author explains, are 
examples of the dangers of a little knowl- 
edge. ‘‘ They have come to leok upon sys- 
tems as dogmas, speculations as absolute 
truths, and in this fashion scientific super- 
stition tends to take the place of religious 
superstition.’ 

In this class the author places Nordau. 
He is of those Who, when they have named 
a newly-discovered thing, imagine they have 
explained it.. Nordau discovers many mo4- 
ern things and proceeds to name them with 
the sweeping term of degeneracy. To this 
the English critic objects strenuously, and 
forthwith defends everything that Nordau 
has attacked—even Ibsen and the ladies’ 
toilets. ‘‘ Ought.a lady who dresses in ac- 
cord with the instinct to be beautiful—ought 
she to be put down as a dweller on the bor- 
derland of madhess?” hé‘ asks. 
gives balloon sleéves and the opera hat a 
wide berth... He covers his.weak point, like 
Nordau himself, by making a bold dash at 
the Sneniy. ae sniffs ‘at the idea of com- 
paring modern feminine dress with that of 
the ancient Greek maidens. ‘“ To call the 
women of European society degenerate be- 
cause they do not go about in light tunics, 
displaying their feet, their arms, and one 
leg, is hardly fair,’”’ he says. And it isn’t. 
~The author of ‘* Regeneration’ plays 
havoc with the German's logic. He finds 
Nordau stating in one place that degeneracy 
exists only fn the upper classes, and yet in 
another basing his argument upon the de- 
generacy of the masses. He finds the Ger- 
man @effnine dégzeneraty as ‘a morbid 
deviation from an original type,”’ and then 
treating as degenerate all who deviate, 
whether morbidly or not, from an original 
type. He finds Nordau so hidsbound with 
ancestrat notions of feudal authority as to 
be -utterly unable to understand the new 
clamor for liberty. Individualism is to him 
insanity, and democracy is but anarchy. 
Cra ed with the claptrap of the common- 
est Collectivism, he has utterly misunder- 
stood *the phenomena which he has only 
- partially observed. 

“There is this similarity between the 
scientifically superstitious, and the theolog- 
ically superstitioqus,” says the flayer of the 
German physician,“ that they both believe 
they have explained ali, and they thereby 
plage themselves beyond the possibility of 
béeing right.” | 

He then’ goes on to defend mysticism in 
the name of imagination, and symbolism as 
comes to’defending Zola, but he cannot bear 
Ibsen, and, Wagner as brands from the burn- 
ing. He almost draws the line when it 
comes to defending Zola, but he cannot bear 
to allow even the French realist to perish 
in,a degenerate’s grave. “Who knows?’ 
he asks. ‘‘ Maybe Zola may yet reform and 
thus blast the theory of this hereditary Teu- 
tonic enemy.”’ 

The pre-Raphaelites are defended with a 
zest that almost leads one to rank the author 
among the devotees of that school. But he 
catches Nordau ina contradiction when, the 
latter denounces the early paintings of Mil- 
lais as those of a degenerate, yet elsewhere 
praises such pictures as Millais is producing 
in his later life. ‘We must, of course,” 
remarks the author, with a quiet chuckle, 

allow for the circumstance that Nordau’s 
knowledge of the pictures he criticises is 
setond-handé.. It is evident that ‘he had not 
seen Miblaig: Jetest, piotures. Had he done 
so he would not have jeopardized his whole 
syst reasoning by holding up Millais 
a3 @an-example of degeneration.”’ 

The author kindly refrains from taking up 
the 5,000-year-old discussion regarding 
eternal life, but he naturally objects to hav- 
ing the so-called materialists like Nordau 
stigmatize all believers in a spiritual life as 
lunatics. “ Nordau,’”hé*says, “* urthesitat: 
ingly takes for granted. that religion and 

ce are rears apne antagonistic. He takes 
very seriously the assumption of the French 
ies that henceforth science ‘wi!) 

oe to make room for religion. Had he 
of humor he would not thus have 
rayed how “‘jealousie de métier’ ani- 

| him to no small extent. He mixes up

the diabolists, 


science and the scientists in a most amus- 
ing manner when he compares the neglecte:i 
scientist with the idolized saint and asks’ 
‘What saintly legend is as beautiful as the 
life of an inquirer who spends his existence 
bending over the microscope?’ Does our 
alienist aspire to go down to posterity wilh 
‘a halo around his head?’”’ 

The Englishman draws a startling picture 
ef French life in -his chapter on ‘‘ The Bank- 
ruptcy of Science.’’* He holds that scientific 
atheism like that which Dr. Nordau cham- 
pions had until recently only aggravated 
the execrable social status created by sacer- 
dotal influence. As the French giri’s 
“dot”? counts for more than love in her 
chance of marriage lovable and high-souled 
women have accepted the position of mis- 
tresses, and ‘“‘a majority of Frenchwomen 
have to choose between an unhappy mar- 
ried life without love and-an immoral one 
wAthit,”’... ae ical 

o this state of things the author attrib- 
utes the reyolt of the’symbolists. ‘Science 
was the .enemy, as under the empire the 
‘priest was the enemy. To discredit this was 
the first essential step. When, therefore, 
the actual possibilities of. science became 
popularized, and each successive discovery 
rendered the prophecies of the superstitious 
scientists more preposterous, the French 
symbolists took up the cry that science was 
bankrupt.” 

It is the German scientist’s cold intellect- 
ualism, his utter ignoring of all feeling, and 
contempt for-all emotion that most deeply 
arouses his eritic. ‘‘ Or does Nordau push 
his scientific superstition,’’ he asks, ‘to 
such a point as to believe that human emo- 
tions ean ever be investigated by means of 
the lancet, the. microscepe, and the ther- 
mometer?’’ He blames Nordau with try- 
ing to substittite a‘lame and continually 
erring science ,.for emotions which are eter- 
nally unchangeable, 2 

“To turn our backs upon the emotions 
méans to ignore all that is lovable, beauti- 
ful, -ennobling;. and hopeful, and concen- 
trate our attention upon the pleasure of 
discovering bacteria in human tissue, of 
counting the throbs of a frog’s heart after 
being torn from the living body, the sensa- 
tion of ascertaining the effect of the gastric 
juices on the foot of a living rabbit inserted 
into a living dog’s stomach.,’”’ 

An amusing example of Nordau’s logic 
appears in the chapter on Tolstoi. Nordau 
makes the bold postulate that all those who 
read contemporary writers like Tolstoi are 
degenerates, and then cites the. large sale of 
the Russian’s books to prove the degeneracy 


| of the world in general and, reciprocally, of 


Tolstoi in particular. The author gets his 


! spear into‘the crevices of the German’s armor 


after this style: 

“Would Nordau apply the seme kind of 
reasoning with regard to the sale of hisown 
works? He would, probably: but instead of 
starting with the supposition that readers 
of contemporary books are incipient lunatics 
he would very likely take for granted that 
the readers who aprpove of his works are 
highly intelligent, and that the great sale 
they have attained proves the soundness of 
his own mind.”’ 

But it is not until he reaches the chapter on 
Richard Wagner that the author really 
warms to his subject. Hesaysthat Nordau’'s 
Jewish extraction and Wagner's dislike of 
Jews are keys to the German’s vituperation 
of the great musician. Hereisone of his side 
remarks: *“‘Can any one with a grain of 
humor read Nordau’s attacks on Wagener 
without imagining an trascible toy-terrier 
barking at the moon?” 

The author strongly objects to the way in 
which the alienists have appropriated for 
their uses the word erotic, and to the misuse 
Nordau makes of this and other 
tific terms. In one place Nordau, 
flippant criticism, likens Wagner's § char- 
acters on the stage to mad tomecats. This 
idea { at once becomes an obsession in his 
mind, and suggests presentations of real 
erotic fury.’’ By an easy leap he transfers 
this state of mind to Wagner himself, and 
with his accustomed solemnity announces 
that scientists call this sadism. Finally 
Nordau gives a ‘ disgusting example of a 
maniac whose erotic madness has brough: 
him below the level of the brute.’’ 
English writer thus recapitulates the Gasc: 

“Wagener, iike all poets and dramatists 
before him, creates a love scene. Love isan 
erotic oametion. FEroticigom is a disease of 
the mind. Tomcats afe erotically influ- 
enced, The characters on the stage remind 
Nordau .of tdmcats. The obgessian of a 
‘tomcat in convulsions over a root of vale- 
flan’ suggests a raving madman. ‘ Conse- 
quently, Wagner is mad. 

**Such ts the use a scientist is tempted 
to make of his science,’’ remarks the author, 
“ when he throws self-criticism overboard.”’ 

After making the point that Nordau’s at- 
tack on Wagner has only served to bring out 
into bolder relief the grand power of thi 
master, the author gives his readers a chap- 
ter on ‘“‘Vigorous Affirmations,’ in which 
appears this delightful characterization of 
one feature of Nordau’s work—its owl-like 
seriousness: 

“He speaks throughout in that grave and 
solemn tone—the so-spake-the-Lord style— 
which never yet failed to impress superficial 
readers. He’ is anxious to convey the im- 
pression that if he has to say unpleasant 
things it is because his teachings are mo- 
mentous. to. humanity and not because lh¢ 
wishes to be sensational. He condescends 
to speak about poetry, drama, and music, 
but he plainly shows it to be his opinion that 
these are vanities, and hardly worthy to oc- 
cupy a great man’s thoughts. He aims at 
crushing with his contempt both poets and 
artists, the whole herd ‘who have neglected 
science, and who try to divert the attention 
of humanity from this all-important sub- 
ject. 

‘* He endeavors to deprive love between 
persons of the two sexes of its poetical 
reality and to wrap it in a gloomy scientific 
misconception by regarding it as a feeling 
of comradeship. Pure and real, love he de- 
nies. He would fain banish from our minds 
all that appeals to what is truest within us 
—our imagination and our emotions—as the 
kill-joy fanatics fn the pulpir have banished 
from our villages the maypole, the dance on 
the green, and the forfeit game. 

‘‘He is much mistaken if he beHéves that 
by such means he can in our days produce 
a lasting impression on the common-sense 
and intensely human English mind. Here 
and there he may drive some clouded sou! 
into neo-Catholicism and augment the ranks 
of the symbolists and the decadents, but he 
will only make the morbid more morbid.”’ 

In reply to Nordau’s sententious quota- 
tion of Christ’s words, “ Think not that I 
have come to destroy the law or the 
prophets,”’ the author concludes with this 
humorous thrust: 

** We here refrain from the temptation to 
write half a dozen pages in order to show 
in. Nordau’s own manner how, by quoting 
from the scriptures, by appealing to faith 
and emotion, by comparing himsélf to Christ, 
he is symbolic with Paul Verlaine, he is 
mystical with the neo-Catholic, he is emo- 
tional with Rossetti, he is an egomaniac with 
and a megalomaniac with 
Wagener. But we refrain and only say that 
he is human.’’ 

The gist of the final chapter on “ Regenera- 
tion,” and probably of popular opinion on 
the subject in contention, is found in this

“paragraph: 


“This sense ‘of unrest, this craving for 
change, far from being symptoms of de- 
generation, are the first faint indications of 
renewing. vitality. If decay there be it is 
simply the férmentation which precedes 
germination.”’

PROPOS of the well-known facilities 
and complete equipment of the Cam- 
bridge University Press there are some 
interesting facts concerning another univer- 
sity press, whose inception has been re- 
cent, whose growfh remarkable, and whose 
future will be undoubtedly brilliant. It is 
the Press of the University of Chicago. 
At the spring convocation of 1894 Dr. Har- 
per in his address to the students, after 
dwelling at length on the importance of the 


press as an organic unit of the university, 


said: 

“The question is not one merely of con- 
venience and economy, ,but a question of 
far greater moment. The printing press is 
to be considered as truly a part of a univer 
sity’s equipment as the machinery of the 
physicist or the microscope of the biologist. 
Its possibilities in connection with univer- 
sity work have never been fairly tested. 
When, ten or twenty years hence, the story 
shall be written of what the university press 
has done for the university, men will be- 
gin for the first time to realize that its es- 
tablishment at the period of the universi- 
ty’s beginning was no foolish dream or idle 
vision.’’ 

The press incorporated as the University 
Press of Chicago was organized in the sum- 
mer of 18%, with D. C. Heath of Boston, R. 
Kk. Donnelley.of the Lakeside Press, and W,

R. Harper, representing the university, as 
incorporators. One year later the univer- 
sity secured sole right of the corporation by 
purchasing the interest of the other two. 
The name was changed to the University of 
Chicago and the printing office was 
removed to the university campus. : 

According to the statutes of the university 
the press constitutes one of the five di- 
visions in the gonstitution of the univer§ity. 
Its work is organized under three depart- 
ments: The department of publication, the 
department of printing, and the department 
of books and apparatus. The general man- 
agement of the press is in the hands of the 
director, Charles W. fie is a egrad- 
vate of Harvard of the class of ‘72. After 
practicing law at the Massachusetts bar he 
gave up that profession to enter business. 
tle became business manager of the Forum, 
with which publication he remained five 
years. After that he accepted the director- 
Ship of the University Press. 

linder his able management a strong, cen- 
tralized press division has been established. 
Like the Cambridge University Press, it 
not only manages the

versity.. Its special purpose is to bring out 
manuscripts and inscriptions not hitherto 
published, Its aim is philological and liter- 
ary rather than theological. Its. scope, 
however, includes any scientific treatment 
of any subject connected with Semitic life 
and thought. Articles are printed in En- 
glish, German, French, and Latin at the dis- 
cretion of the editors. 

The Biblical World, published up to 18092 
under the. name of The Old and New 
Testament Student, appears monthly, and 
is devoted to the Bible and biblical interests. 
It is connected with the three departments 
of the university—namely: of Biblical Liter- 
ature in English, Semitic Languages and 
Literatures, New Testament Literature and 
Exegesis. 

The University Extension World is con- 
ducted under the official direction of the Uni- 
versity Extension Division and is published 
monthly. It is devoted to the extension and 
popularizing of higher education. Its object 
is to furnish a broad and general view of uni- 
versity extension and kindred systems, to 
keep in touch with the leaders in thought, 
to advance the interests of the great body of 
students. 


Other Features of the Press. 


3esides the publication of journals, a mast 
“mportant feature of the University Press is 
its publication of books, particularly those 
of scientific value. The first book published 
was “ Assyrian and Babylonian Letters,” 
belonging to the K collection of the British 
Museum, in three volumes, by Robert Fran- 
cis Harper. This was followed by Cohn’s 
‘ Finanzwissenschaft,” translated by Thor- 
stein B. Webten, Ph. B. Various series of 
studies In classical philology issued by the 
departments of Greek, Latin, and compara- 
tive philology have been published, likewise 
various biological monographs and archives 
and theses on innumerable subjects. 

The press issues all the official programs 
of the university, the Annual Register, the 
Quarterly Calendar, all stationery and offi- 
cial papers, and in addition does all the pub- 
lishing work for tke Morgan Park Academy, 

Besides doing the press work of the uni- 
versity, this department is the general pur- 
chasing agency through which all pur- 
chases of books for the generai library and 
departmental libraries are made; also all 
purchases of apparatus and equipment for 
the various laboratories and ‘museums. 
Through the book department over 4,000 
titles were purchased last year, embracing 
foreign and home publications and aggre- 
gating 40,000 volumes. No purchase may be 
made through any other agency. The cen- 
tralization of all purchases for the univer- 
sity in one agency thus secures system and 
economy. 

The printing office of the University Press 
is located in the east half of the gymnasium 
building, side by side with the general 
library. The removal of the printing plant 
to the campus took place in April, 1894. Its 
establishment has alreadly proven the deep 
wisdom contained in the President's state- 
ment quoted above, and the location of the 
Press in the campus has been proven an 
absolute necessity. There is one striking 
disadvantage, however, connected with the 
present arrangement—namely, that of fhe 
separation of the composing-room from 
that of the press-work department, the com- 
posing work being done at the university 
and the press-work elsewhere. 

All disadvantages, however, will be done 
away with after the erection of a press 
building, for which various plans are now 
under consideration. In its entirety it will 
form one of the most complete modern pub- 
lishing houses in existence. It will contain 
all the paraphernalia necessary for the com- 
posing, printing, and birding of all kinds of 
publications. 

The present composing-room is large and 
contains a varied and complete equipment 
of type. Little addition to the plant will 
ever be necessary. In its present condition 
it already may compare favorably with any 
publishing house in the country. It certainly 
cannot be excelled in variety of type in 
particular lines and quality of work. The 
plant contains all kirds of accented tyne, 
mathematical, musical, and astronomical 
siens, and different fonts in German, Greek, 
Old English, Hebrew, Syriac,. Arabic, 
Ethiopic, Assyrian, Coptic, and 
languages. About twenty-five men are 
regularly emploved, well as several 
students who have found remunerative work 
in this department. 

The foreman of the composing room is 
Jerome K. Walker, who has had charge of 
the office its removal tothe university. 
Mr. Walker's experience as a manager for 
vears of a large publishing house in 
Philadelphia makes him competent to fill 
this position with rare skill and success. 

In connection with the University Press 
there has been established in Cobb Hall a 
book store. It has been opened for the con- 
venience of students and professors in the 
purchase of books. By this means an oppor- 
tunity is given for the examination of new 
books in the various departments as they are 
published and for the purchase of books at 
the cost price of making, with only a slight 
additional percentage for handling. 

It has. been just three years since the in- 
ception of this department of the university, 
and not yet two years since its removal to 
the campus, but it shows, an. equivalent to 
at least ten years’ growth. It stands head 
and shoulders above any ordinary printing 
establishment, and it can vie with the heat 
in the land. The university may some tim 
lead the educational world by virtue of its 
press.

o. Every article, editorial, book review, 
or statement of any kina appearing in a 
university publication is signed by the 
writer. For such matter the writer, not the 
university, is responsible, but the editor as- 
sumes responsibility tor the admission of 
the article or statement. 

A brief survey of the nature of the journals 
will show their purpose. The aim of the 
Journal of Political Economy is to bring to 
the general public the financial and economic 
questions of the day dealt with by experts 
and investigators. It brings to its pages 
the work of the .economists best fitted to 
treat special topics from all parts of the 
world. These are presented in a clear, read- 
able manner, avoiding all unnecessary sci- 
entific: nomenclature, yet presenting only 
scientific facts. The valne of this journal to 
bankers, men of affairs, publicists, students, 
and teachers goes without saying. The re- 
views of books on economic subjects is an 
especially valuable feature, giving.the read- 
er a clear idea of the contents of all new vol- 
umes on that subject. The Journal is pub. 
lished four times a year, and its contributors 
include some of the most eminent economists 
of both Europe and America.

Mago book buyers are well known in 
m-rooms of New York, London, 
a8, and were there a census of good 
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private libraries of the city taken it would 
probably be found that this city, which has 
come to be known as a city of public libra- 
ries, would compare favorably with older 
cities where book accumulation has been 
going on much longer. Not a few of recent 
high prices for books have.been paid by 
Chicagoans, as, for instance, in the case 
ot the Gutenberg or Mazarin Bible, pur- 
chased at the Brayton Ives sale in New 
York by James W. Ellsworth for $14,800, 
and in the stil more recent instance when 
a year ago last January George Herbert's 
‘The Temple’’ was sold to P. D. Armour 
ot this city for $1,050 Chicago, however, 
cannot claim to have the most valuable book 
in the world, for even the Gutenberg Bible 
is less valuable than Claude Lorraine's 
“‘ Book of Truth,” for which, it is said, the 
late Duke of Devonshire refused the sum 
of £20,000. These big prices and the prices 
of first Shakspeare folios are exceptional, 
and so far beyond even the dreams of the 
average book buyer that they are merely 
a pleasant tradition to the book lover in 
Chicago, and are associated by him with 
visions of bindings: by Grolier de Maoh, 
Le Gascon, Padeloup, Zaehnsdorf, an 
others, of which one hears much in the Villon 
or Caxton Societies, but which, fortunately, 
are not at all indispensable to the true book 
lover. Not a few aristocratic bindings ani 
rare editions, however, owing to the pro- 
pitious goddess Chance, who presides over 
beok auctions, grace the shelves of private 
book buyers in this city, as was strikingly 
shown in the exhibit of fine bindings at 
the Art Institute last year. These are 
among the ** bargains”’ and chances of the 
auction-room of which every book buyer 
has stories to teil. 


Fascinating and Dangerous. 


A fascinating but at the same time danger- 
cus pleasure is that of going to the auction 
rooms before the day of sale to look over 
these collections shipped direct to Chicago 
from London and with the dust of London 
bookstalls still much in evidence. These 
shipments vary much, of course, but there 
are certain old editions and sets of once pop- 
ular and still famcus books always turning 
up, and after an experience of a dozen or 80 
of sales one comes to recognize these books 
as old acquaintances. A sale, for instance, 
that did not have two or three sets of Robert- 
son, Hume, Macaulay, Russell, and a few 
old “ stand-bys ”’ would scarcely be regard- 
ed as regular by the habitués of, these sales. 
The reader who is not supplied with them 
need not, therefore, despair. In one sense 
the frequency of these standard works is a 
high tribute to their extensive popularity, 
shown in the number of editions, the tar- 
away lands from which they sometimes 
come, as well asin their numbers. One set 
of Robertson’s histories in the sale of last 
week was bound by Martin of Calcutta, a 
fact that might suggest an interesting calcu- 
lation as to how much profit the London con- 
signor would receive on books that had 
come from Calcutta to Chicago via London 
to be sold at last for 10 or 15 cents a volume. 

Looking over .these volumes, where all 
ages, climes, and tongues seem to be repre- 
sented. one might almost fancy Dibdin's 
ghost at his elbow, or the face of some monk 
of the thirteenth or fourteenth century look- 
ing out at him from stout century-stained 
covers io eatch a glimpse of the new and 
strange surroundings in which he find» him- 
self. A few notes struck casually ona piano 
at the farther end of the long hall—for this 
is a clearing-house for all the muses—seem in 
kceping with the contrasts and discords, the 
prose and poetry of life, the tragedies and 
comedies of literature, of which these hun- 
dreds of volumes speak eloquently, if silent- 
ly. The prospective purchaser is, of course, 
always busy when these consignments of 
books are on exhibition, and he can readily 
be distinguished from the merely curious by 
his nervous, hasty expression and ways, as 
he diligently examines bindings, looks for 
defects, compares editions, etc., and marks 
his “limit ’’ on his catalogue. The latter, 
however, is usually overlooked, forgotten, 
or wholly ignored when the bidding actually 
begins, and many a buyer ends by paying 
iwo or three times the amount he had indi- 
cated in his catalogue in the leisure of pri- 
vate examination. The fact that somebody 
else wanted a particular book and wanted 
it badly may not have been the chief reason 
why he exceeded his “ limit,’’ but it certain- 
ly seems so to an uninterested observer. A 
book often becomes exceedingly desirable to 
a buyer as he sees it in imminent danger of 
passing into the hands of some one else. If 
his rival be one who has crossed his path 
before the chances are that the price finally 
paid is somewhat in the nature of ‘* exem- 
plary damages ”’ to somebody’s feelings. 


Some Odd Volumes. 


Among a lot of books laid aside at the 
sale last week as ‘ passed ’’—that is, as 
having received no bids—was a version of the 
psalms by Brady and Tate, the latter be- 
ing ‘‘N. Tate, Esq., Poet-Laureat,’’ as he 
signs himself. The volume was very popu- 
lar in its day, being perhaps the most popu- 
with which Tate’s name was con- 
is decorously dedicated to ‘‘ His 
Majesty ’’ and bears the date 1802. The vol- 
ume, aS appears on the back in gilt letters, 
was once the property of ‘‘ John Clarke, 
Bailiff.’’ Nahum Tate, ‘‘ Poet-Laureat,”’ 
dead nearly 200 years, surely it is some- 
thing of a coincidence that your version of 
the psalms should turn up in a book sale in 
Chicago in this year of grace 1896, when 
by chance, after an oblivion of nearly a 
hundred years, your name is once again 
upon the lips of men and in the newspapers 
as a predecessor of Alfred Austin, poet 
laureate to her Majesty Queen Victoria. 

One more volume claims our attention for 
a moment. It is a dumpy black, once brown 
book, whose grim appearance sugges s a gris- 
ly veteran among raw recruits. It is a copy 
of ** Ludlow’s Memoires,”’ and, as shown by 
the title page, was “* printed at Vevay inthe 
Canton of Vaud, 1698,’’ and has an interest- 
ing note, stating that it belongs ‘‘ to Walter 
White, whose grandfather was killed at 
Newbury Fight, and the last male owner of 
that name.”’ Ireland has certain strong 
reasons for remembering Ludlow, Crom- 
well’s trusty Lieut @‘ant-General of horse. 
The grim little volutne looks as redoubtable 
as one of Cromwell’s own pike men, and 
bids fair, barring accidents, to survive for 
many centuries yet. This a copy of the 
rare first edition, a book from which 
Carlyle drew inspiration and material for 
his life of Cromwell. Evidently there were 
few historians present, for this famous book, 
which lacks but two years of heing two 
centuries old, was *‘ knocked down ”’ a day 
or two later at the ignominious price of 40 
cents, Such a valiant old campaigner, how- 
ever,is accustomed, doubtless,to the fortunes 
of war, and a hundred years hence in Chi- 
cago, New York, or London, this same old 
volume, only a little more dingy, may com- 
mand a better price.

Chicago Devotes Much Costly Ma- 
chinery to Keeping Tab on 
Father Time.

HOW THE BIG TIMEPIECES ARE RUN. 


St. Francis’ Church Has One of the Finest 
Instruments in the Country. 


HE town clock of Chicago's village 
days has multiplied with the growth 
into city estate until today its exceed- 
ing broad-faced, cloud-perched de- 
sccndants number scores. And these tower- 
dwelling descendants have become abso- 
lutely reprehensible, according to the con- 
demnation which attaches to two-facedness; 
indeed more, for some of these great latter- 
day time-tellers are even four and in some 
cases six faced. But Chicago blesses them, 
for all four or six of the faces tell the same 
story—which, pity it is, cannot be said of 
multi-faced people. 
For broad, open countenances--counte- 
nances with an expanse of ten feet or more— 
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had was the Board of Trade timer, with 
four out-of-door dials, each ten feet and a 
half wide. It was bought from exhibits at 
the Centennial Exposition, '76, although not 
bought until 1885. Additional to the four 
massive outside dials, it also had two others 
down below, one in exchange hall, 4nd an- 
other in the delivery room, the latter dial 
being about 400 feet from the clock move- 
ment. Last year when the tower was taken 
down as a matter of safety the clock was 
considered too large to replace, and, with its 
4,500 pound bell, was consigned to the lum- 
ber-room. It cost $5,000. 

In many instances the owners of these 
tower clocks—those on business blocks— 
have made sure of getting no inconsiderable 
amount of advertising by having the letters 
of their name or company painted upon the 
dial, in place of the numerals. But the 
majority of the dials show the owners ap- 
preciate that the advertising, which is really 
considerable, coming from the plain-faced 
clock is enough for them. The eight-foot 
dial is a popular size for these clocks in 
Chicago. 

The seeond largest clock in the world is 
now building for the mew city hall at 
Minneapolis. It will have a dial 22 feet 8 
inches in diameter. Until this work is ac- 
complished the San Francisco Chronicle 
clock, put-up about five years ago, and hav- 
ing 16\%-foot dials, holds the belt for America. 
Chicago's biggest time-piece is that in the 
tower of the Grand Central Railway Station. 
Its dials are 13% feet across. The Polk 
Street Depot clock is a 10-foot dial: so is the 
Rock Island... The Illinois Central's is 8 feet. 
On a l6-foot dial the numerals are 2 feet 
and 4 inches long; on a 10-foot, 18 inches 
long; and on a 5-foot they are 9. 

People have been heard wondering whether

race unto themselves. ‘True they are plain, 
but they are among the most popular faces 
in the town. To their credit stands the fact 
that for them familiarity seldom breeds con- 
tempt. They tell their round of eventless 
story with an accuracy that causes much 
flattering comment. The steady gesturing 
of their ten feet of hands seldom becomes 
jesting. Unlike the mechanism human and 
mechanical all about and beneath them these 
tower clocks have no need for rest. The 
pussing of days, weeks, months, and years 
for them means no need for cessation from 
toil. They might, if they could, laugh at-the 
strongest mortal or mightiest engine, both 
of which must needs rest a b’'g part of every 
four and twenty hours. ‘*‘ Wind us up once 
a week—that’s all!’’ is the simple request of 
these solemn-faced measurers of time. 


How the Wheels Go Round. 


Quite interesting is a lock at the vitals of 
these high-placed sentinels of time in Chi- 
cago. The term ponderous is applicable to 
their machinery when compared to that of 
the household clock frem which ‘t differs 
in nearly every respect. The clock move- 
ment of one of these big tower clocks in the 
city cunsists of three combinations or sys- 
tems of mecnuanism; one for keeping the 
time, another to move the hands. and a 
third to announce the hours. All 
systems of machinery are controlled by the 
time-keeping mechanism, the work of which 
cannot, however, be interfered with by the 
disabling of either or hoth of the other two 
systems. The necessity for their separate 
system for moving tle hands is instanced 
at times in winter when the great hands 
outside on the clock’s face hecome clogged 
with snow and ice, or are battled toa stand- 
still by Chicago’s wild lake breezes. The 
separate system for striking the hours be- 


“} comes necessary on sccount of the great 


force required which vreat separate force is, 
however, by a nicely adjusted connection 
with the time-measuring machinery con- 
trolled by the latter. 

This combined three-system movement 
stands in a solid cast iron bed frame eleven 
feet long, five feet wide, and eight feet 
high. The movement has a pendulum four- 
teen feet long, to which is attached a ball 
of iron weighing 550 pounds. This pendu- 
lum swings thirty times to the minute while 
that of the average house clock swings 140 
times a minute. The clock is run by weight 
power. The main wheels of the movement 
are forty inches in diameter. The machin- 
ery of the time keeping system follows closely 
that of the ordinary good make of house 
clocks. That part controlling the hands has 
as its principal feature a cast iron drum 
twenty-four inches in diameter with groves 
for catching the wire cable that holds the 
weights. This cable is six strands of finest 
piano wire, seven wires to a strand, and 
the cable is 300 feet long. Once a week this 
cable is wound up with a key two feet long, 
and is so geared that one man does the wind- 
ing easily. 

Although the mechanism of the time sys- 
tem prover is similar to that of ordinary 
clocks, yeti the dimens.ons of its four general 
parts is interesting. The main wheel is 
three feet and. a half ‘n diameter, the sec- 
ond wheel two feet in diameter. It has an 
arm four feet long at either end of which is 
attached a fan for relieving the jar of the 
machinery. The striking works consist of 
one main striking wheel three and a half 
feet in diameter, with lever attached that 
lifts the hammer that strikes the bell: also 
one, second striking whcel that operates the 
striking rack and count wheel; and one fly 
shaft with fans attached to regulate’ the 
speed of the striking. The striking train is 
run by wire cables, as the time mechanism. 
In the plain hour clock only one hammer 
is used. In clocks striking the quarter 
hours, such as the so-called Westminster 
chimes, four hammers are used in ad- 
dition to the hour hammer. _

Chicago Women “Consume” 20,- 
OOO Pounds of Borrowed 
Tresses Each Year. 


THIS ‘“‘GLORY’’ COMES PROM ABROAD. 


It Is Collected from Heads of Peasant Girls 
—Romance and Facts. 


HICAGO women “ consume” ten tons 

of false hair every year. Possibly 

least important in the reckoning of 

what this may mean is the item of 
cost—$35,000 or $40,000. 

And the dealers say that the women never 
indicate that they have a’thought as to 
where this store haircomesfrom. They 

Question not when or why, 
Their's but to choose and buy, 
Fashion's 400, 

Happily no hint of skeletons lurks in these 
human goods sold in Chicago. No “ dread- 
ful’’ revelations lie back of the traffic: no 
chapters with hints of morgues or grave- 
yards have part in the little tale of this 
“glory ’’ of our women that is not their 
glory atall. To the contrary, the story has 
much Old World romance—the best ambi- 
tions of simple and happy little maids. 

If ever you lived in the country, you re- 
member the old peddler, and how he used to 
trade the folk tinware, silk, buttons, gloves, 
veils, etc., for whatever they had to ex- 
change. In the same way, going constantly 
through the husbandry districts of Europe 
there are peddlers with stocks of pretty bits 
of trifles that they trade to the peasant girls 
for ‘clips ”’ from their hair. It 
is a distinct business and these 
peddlers are skilled judges. The peasant 
girls have much and fine  hair—*‘ dense 
heads of it’’—as one witty Chicago dealer 
put it. The field and mountain lassies over 
there go bareheaded most of the time—one 
of the secrets of their abundant “ topknots.”’ 
Another is that continually, while “ rest- 
ing,’’ the fingers of these peasants are busy 
“ eultivating ’’’ their hair, and, oddly as it 
may sound to the American girl, all to the 
end of trading it for ‘ pretties.’”’ To con- 
Stantly keep a rich head of hair to trade 
from is one of the greatest cares of peas- 
antry from earliest girlhood. 

lsut to trade for ‘* pretties’’ is only one 
of the ambitions toward which the hair is 
cared for by these simple folk. Providing 
the necessaries for their wedding time by the 
culture and sale of their hair is one of the 
earliest teachings of the pegeant girl. 

At no time do they part with their entire 
growth of hair. They permit the expert to 
take only a certain number of clips from it. 
The result is, therefore, not always notice- 
able, and never really disfiguring. 

Paris the Headquarters. 


All of the immense quantities of hair thus 
gathered—for these clippers are constantly 
at work—is solid in Paris, world-center for 
hair-working. There it is sorted, classed, 
and treated for the markets of the world. 
Half of the ten tons sent directly from Paris 
to Chicago every year isin the ‘“‘ raw ”’ state, 
or exactly as it comes from the heads of the 
peasant girls. The other half arrives made 
up into coiffures, frizzes, etc., and pays a 
duty of 20 per cent. 

What this peasant hair costs the Paris 
dealers could not be ascertained. The aver- 
age price of bcth kinds to Chicago dealers 
runs about SS a pound. It is retailed here 
for about $16 a pound. Considering that the 
greater part, if not all of it, must be handled 
and kept-for a considerable time before being 
sold, there is a long way from 100 per cent 
profit in it, as might be thought from the 
figures given. 

scarcely an ounce of ‘‘ domestic ”’ or Amer- 
ican hair is taken by the dealers—so say 
those in Chicago. ‘‘ Combings,”’ the dealer 
says, do not pay for the buying at any price, 
as they are principally short and often 
dead hairs. When asked whether it was 
possible to tell the length of time hair had 
becn cut, a principal dealer laughed and 
said: 

“Ah, on the hunt for Jack-the-Clipper 
patrons’? No, it is utterly impossible to 
tell at all by examining hair how long it has 
been cut from the head. The most luxurious 
growth imaginable will, after being separat- 
ed from the head, if constantly exposed to 
the atmosphere and light, become ruined in 
a few months.” 

Knowing this the hair merchant keeps his 
stock carefully wrapped in oil-cloth or oil 
paper, and always away from the air and 
light. If carefully and constantly so kept, 
detached hair shouid hold its original, 
natural brilliancy and softness for ten years 
or longer.”’

GEN. BOOTH A ROMAN FATHER. 

Gen. Booth, the autocrat of the Salvation 
Army, has enfarced discipline. A son who 
would not obey all his orders has been dis- 
missed as summarily as if he were a mere 
private. Discipline is.a good thing, anda 
militant church cannot get along without it, 
but it is a question whether the course of 
Gen. Booth will help the Salvation Army in 
America, and whether that organization in 
this country will continue to be willing to be 
ruled from abroad. =i 

The powers of the founder of the army are 
more unlimited than those of any other 
head of a Christian church. The Salvation 
Army is emphatically a religious despotism. 
But it is not quite as easy for Gen. Booth 
to enforce obedience as it is for some other 
religious rulers. If he goes too far there 
may be secessions and revolts, and his or- 
ganization may come to grief before he dies. 
What shape it will assume after he dies, 
and the leadership passes to other hands, 
there is no telling. 

That Ballington Booth and his wife did 
not renounce obedience to the home govern- 
ment and declare the American army an in- 
dependent one testifies to their filial affec- 
tion and their lack of ambition. They have 
been in command here for nine years. The 
results achieved indicate that they have been 
able administrators. They have won the 
affection of their subordinates, to most of 
whom the General-in-Chief is merely a 
name. 

Under these circumstances a great many 
persons when summoned ‘to leave a con- 
genial field of labor, where they had met 
with such success, and to go to another, 
where everything would be new and hard, 
would have hoisted the standard of revolt, 
and there would have been a formidable 
schism. The probabilities are that the 
American army would have stood by Bal- 
ington Booth had he given it any plausible 
reason for doing so. Or even if all had not 
followed him, enough would have done so 
to put him at the head of a formidable or- 
ganization which would meet with popular 
favor because it had declared its independ- 
ence of foreign rule. 

Gen. Booth has had his way. He has 
carried out his policy, which is that there 
shall be changes of commanders from time 
to thme so that a man may become familiar 
with the conditions of labor everywhere, 
and may not get rooted to one spot. This 
policy is not a bad one when not followed 
without regard to circumstarices. But un- 
less Gen. Booth’s feelings as a father have 
been stifled by his feelings as an autocrat 
who has not been obeyed implicitly, he must 
grieve over the suffering his son and daugh- 
ter-in-law are enduring now. They say: 

None can fully comprehend what this step has 
cost us. The blade of disappointment has gone 
deep. The struggle and suffering have been long. 
We have sought not to be hasty in this matter, but 
the international headquarters has pressed us 
hourly to a definite decision. ‘'n relinquishing our 
command we are giving up ull, nor have we any 
plans or prospects for this emergency. 


They have sundered religious and other 
ties. They haveseparated themselves from 
a work to which they were devoted enthusi- 
astically and which they supposed would be 
their life-work. This involves more mental! 
anguish than most people can conceive of. 

Why Ballington Boothand his wife refused 
to take a foreign command they do not 
state, except that, “ owing to conscientious 
feeling and private re&sons well known to 
the General, we are unable to enter upon 
new duties and controversies in connection 
with a foreign command.” In view of the 
sacrifices they have made, these reasons 
may be taken to be valid ones, and it is to 
be regretted that the General, instead of 
accepting them, insisted on that unques- 
tioning obedience which is exacted by the 
General of a secular army, or was allezed 
to be by the General of the Jesuits. 

Very probably Gen. Booth is getting a 
little tyrannical in his old age. Possibly he 
does not intend that Ballington shall sue. 
ceed him, and does not think it safe to leave 
him in command here any longer. But 
whatever his reasons may be he jas not 
strengthened the Salvation Army in Amer- 
ica by his course. 


AMERICAN TITLES FOR AMERICANS. 

The proposition of Mr. William Dean 
Howells to give titles to such of our coun- 
trymen as have means sufficient to sustain 
them will strike a responsive chord in the 
American breast. The want itself is no 
new one and lapsing years have only in- 
tensified it. It may be recalled how Mrs. 
Mansfield Humphreys, niece of the Ear! of 
Toppin’am, in Mr. Richard Grant White's 
one novel, longed even in Boston for the 
‘drawing-rooms of old England, where not 
every one was announced as plain Mr. or 
Mrs. The lack of titles once felt, and the 
means of filling it clearly indicated, it may 
be assumed that the American of fortune 
will soon have what he wants. Such being 
the case, it only reinains to settle upon the 
proper title or series of titles to be assumed. 

Considerations of patriotism, euphony, 
and etymology are clearly applicable when 
Old World titles come to be considered. 
Duke means a leader—of soldiery, not the 
cotillon—and few of our “ best people” 
have aspirations of a martial nature, even 
in the militia, while “‘ duchy ” surely savors 
too exclusively of the Knickerbockers. 
Marquis signifies one who guards the 
marches or outposts of his country, and has 
too unseemly a suggestion of the frontier 
for a tenderfoot. Earl, it is true, was a 
species of pirate, but a pirate is a seafaring 
man, while the great fortunes of the United 
States were made on land. Count has come 
to suggest barbering, waiting on table, or 
large oysters. Baron has long been used 
by the press and to the captains of the coal, 
iron, and other industries, including steel, 
has lost allcharm of novelty. Prince might 
be happily applicable to Yankee. cotton 
spinners, but it has been much cheapened 
lately. Baronet is ridiculous, as all who 
have read Disraeli’s “ Sybil” can bear wit- 
ness. Knight has an unpleasant feeling of 
darkness about it, and “ Sir” is quite too 
common, Lord and lady already appear in 
landlord and -landlady—plebeian words 
both. The European field is barren and ex- 
hausted, even if we had not learned that 
these titles, all and singular, when on the 
market, sell for a price wholly incommen- 
surate with the swelling millions of the 
Western Hemisphere. 
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half-baked sound to the ear of culture; 
while Sagamore of Saugatuck, Cacique of 
Kankakee, or Sachem of Skoodawab- 
skooksis would linger lovingly on the lips. 

Speed the day, but when it comes let us 
not forget the honor due Mr. Howells for 
his suggestion, and, if his native Ohio 
modesty do not forbid, unite in’ conferring 
upon hima New-World distinction, pleasant- 
ly suggestive of his literary calling—that of 
Inca. 
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PASSING OF THE PRIZE FIGHT. 
“Get off the earth,” said public senti- 
ment a few years ago to the Louisiana lot- 
tery. It forthwith went—via Honduras, 
“Get off the earth,” publie sentiment has 
recently been crying to the prize fight, and 
it has reluctantly set forth on its journey to 


oblivion—via Mexico. 


It is a significant fact that the florid 
Fitzsimmons had to go into Coahuila to 
practice his sledgehammer hypnotism on 
Maher’sloquacious chin, Tor the first time 
in fistic history a championship slugging- 
match has been crowded off United States 
territory. The prize fight and the bull fight 
are at last on a par, and forced to flock to- 
gether for warmth in a cold and frowning 
world. Even in Corbett’s ceaseless fan- 
faronade of talk may be heard the Cas- 
sandra note: “ Never again in the United 
States will there be a public prize fight for 
the championship.” 

So mote it be! 

It has been very evident, since Texas and 
Arkansas made their bayonet-pointed re- 
quest against the use of their soil for prize 
rings, that the star of the bruisers was on 
the decline. As to the why and whercfore 
of this opinions have differed. The moral- 
ists have held that it was because of the 
spread of goodness. The sports have 
ascribed the wane of their popularity to de- 
generacy and the universal tendency of all 
things to go to the bow-wows. The com- 
mercial economists have traced the change 
to the law of supply and demand. Only a 
few of the deepest philosophers have dis- 
cerned the real cause of the downfall of 
pugilism—namely: universal world-weari- 
ness caused by championship talking 
matches. : 

Even the most sanguine optimist must 
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own that only since the more prominent | 


prize-fighters have substituted stenogra- 
phers for trainers and have filled the cir- 


cumambient air with stump speeches has | 


the ring been relegated to the limbo of bar- 
barism. The “ profession ”’ has written its 
own epitaph: “ Talked to death.” 

And now the question arises, What is to 
become of the prize-fighters? It is a sad 
question, for there seems to be but one solu- 
tion to it: These great men will have to go 
back to common, ordinary work. The re- 
action caused by their substituting oratory 
for science and verbal acrimony for art fas 
laid them low. Even the stage offers them 
but a slippery foothold. 

No doubt the world will think with pain 
of a once-proud Corbett returning to be a 
messenger boy in a bank, or Peter Maher 
giving his bruised chin a rest by shoveling 
grain again in a distillery, or Fitzsimmons 
of the sledgehammer paw again pounding 
the anvil, or Jack McAuliffe again making 
barrels to hold such portion of the world’s 
whisky product as he and the rest of the 
“boys” cannot comfortably hold. 

It will be a sad sight, no doubt. But the 
great world—proverbially brave in bearing 
other people’s misfortunes—can stand it. 


MR. ROOSEVELT’S AUDITORIUM SPEECH. 

The Union League club, as is its practice 
each year, yesterday celebrated the anni- 
versary of Washington's birthday, with 
the Hon. Theodore Roosevelt for its or- 
ator. His subject was the everyday les- 
sons to be drawn from Washington's life, 
and upon this subject no American is bet- 
ter qualified to speak. He. has been active- 
ly and prominently identified with the ap- 
plication of civil service reform to national 
government, and of late he has occupied a 
conspicuous position in New York, where he 
has fought Tammany corruption and mis- 
rule with a resolution and persistence 
which have given him a national reputation. 

In connection with the application of his 
subject Alr. Roosevelt presented a graphic 
picture of the moral wl political character- 
istics of Washington, whom he esteems 
greatest of all as a mat, since’to high per- 
sonal valor, unyielding resolutien, and po- 
litical honor he adde@ common-sense, love 
of honesty, and devotion to country. 

Iie was confronted with the same condi- 
tions as now, the greed of the rich, the vio- 
lence of the poor, the timidity of the ed- 
ucated, the moral apathy of the decent, and 
the corruption of politics, hence the way 
in which he met these conditions is ap- 
plicable now. Mr. Roosevelt's statement 
in this direction was vigorous, practical, 
and manly, as might have been expected 
from such a conspicuous soldier in the war 
for political and personal honesty. In these 
latter days it is not every man who has the 
courage to stand upon the platform and de- 
clare that the Decalogue and the Golden 
Rule are the standards for public men. It 
was pleasant fdr such a representative man 
to meet such a representative audience in 
Chicago. His address was the kind of talk 
which cannot be heard here too often. It 
will be well for our city if his own strong 
words are remembered and _ considered: 
“As yet life is strife, and every man who 
stieceeds and who does good to his fellows 


can only succeed and can only do good by 


striving mightily and by holding his own 
with a ready hand in the war for righteous- 
ness.”

manliness displayed, and witness it all for 
nothing. Theleveein Chicagoeveryday fur- 
nishes better fights than that which took 
place in Coahuila. In any gathering of 
small boys combats take place daily which 
are notable battles as compared with the 
work of the two hulking brutes, Fitzsim- 
mons and Maher. 

The economics of modern prize-fighting 
are as silly as everything else connected 
with them. There is at the top an athletic 
club or a general manager who is working 
the business for his personal profit. Each 
of the combatants is the center of a small 
gang of backers and agents who are tryinz 
to outdo each other in jockeying for their 
own profit and making what they can out of 
bets. Months are spent in training at large 
expense, days and weeks and sometimes 
months are spent in verbal wrangling, let- 
ter-writing, interviews, and bombastic dec- 
larations. At last the much-talked-of fight 
comes off. The two pugilists make a few

FERDINAND AT LAST.

Nor is the Czar’s bargain with the Prince 
any very disinterested affair. Russia, no 
doubt, has a certain strong, kindly feeling 
towards Bulgaria. The Panslavic instinct 
cannot but look kindly on the Bulgarian 
people, kindred in speech, and so largels 
kindred in religion. And as for the ambi- 
tion for worldly power and domination. the 
Greek Church of today is not a whit behind 
the Roman. Russia, too, naturally cher- 
ishes a peculiar interest in Bulgaria, as it 
was chiefly through the Russian champion- 
ship of her cause that she was rescued 
from the Turk’s fiendish clutch. That the 
Bulgarian people ought to have some deey 
gratitude in their hearts toward Russia is 
obvious—provided, Russia does not now ex- 
act too great a price for her. one-time 
gratuity. ‘

Mean- 
while her princely husband, with few enough 
streaks of manliness in his nature, has been 
importuning the same Pope to permit their 
little son to be brought up, at least nominal- 
ly and in gorm, in the Greek Church—just 
to please the Czar and put an end to the 
persistent intrigue of the hierarchy of the 
Greek Church against Bulgarian independ- 
ence, 

Now that Prince Ferdinand at last has 
consented to betray the Bulgarian inde- 
pendence and accept the vital point of what 
is practically the Russian suzerainty in con- 
senting to have Prince Borig baptized in the 
Greek Church, the new chapter in Bulgari- 
an history—one of the stepping stones to- 
ward which was the cowardly and shameful 
assassination some months ago of Stambu- 
loff under Prince Ferdinand’s connivance— 
begins, and Russia gains another important 
strategic point of vantage for future com- 
plications over the mysterious “Eastern 
question.” 

Has Lord Salisbury been outwitted, and 
has he kept on apologizing for the Sultan to 
no purpose, even while the Sultan has kept 
on flouting all the protests of the pretended 
Kuropean concert, and sardonically smil- 
ing at the “ diplomatic insolvency and na- 
tional impotence ” seen in the spectacle of 
the British betrayal of Armenia? And is 
it Russia that is to gain all the advantage? 
Providence has its own patient way of 
waiting for the most complex conditions to 
ripen into results, and so we must wait. 
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INSPECTION OF PRIVATE BANKS. 

There is nothing thus far to show that 
the depositors in either of the Kopperl 
banks, which failed recently, will get back 
much of their money. The value of the 
assets is diminishing constantly, as usual. 
After the court expenses have been paid 
comparatively little will remain for the 
trusting souls who put their money in the’ 
hands of these two men. 

There is nothing to show that the latter 
have done anything dishonest. They seem 
to have suffered from a lack of capital and 
of business enterprise. They—or the son at 
least—do not seem to have loaned their 
funds with much judgment, and conse- 


of those funds, a lot of paper which is 
metaphorically called “ slow.” 

It is probable also that the father crip- 
pled himself financially two years ago or 
more when he contributed largely in money 
and in time for the relief of destitute West- 
Siders. Naturally that won him the affec- 
tion of the people among whom he lived 
and caused them to think they could trust 
him implicitly with their savings. It would 
have been better for them had he been less 
generous. The most. charitable banker is 
not always the safest one. 

These failures, the losers by which can ill 


they have saved up with so much difficulty, 
are another argument for the advisability 
of having a State supervision of all concerns 
which call themselves banks and offer to 
take care of people’s money. A bill was in- 


inspection of private as well as incorporated 
banking institutions, but it did not pass, 

It will not be denied that there will be 
occasional bank failures in spite of the 
strictest supervision, but there will not be 
as many of them, and they will not be as 
Nor can it be denied that every 


own common sense in determining to what 
concern he will intrust the custody of his 
money. But there are many who are 8o ig- 
norant that they cannot decide wisely for 
themselves. They need some protection, 
and it ought to be accorded them. 

The next General Assembly should pro- 
vide in some way for the occasional exani- 
ination of those private concerns which call 
themselves banks, and between which and 
State and national ones tens of thousands 
of Chicagoans recognize no distinction. 
Such examinations will save the people a 
great deal of money. 


SONS OF RICH MEN. 

Many sons of rich men go to the dogs in 
the absence of sufficient stimulus to useful 
exertion. But there are numerous excep- 
tions to the supposed rule that the inher- 
itanee of great wealth insures the ruin of 
a young man. The latest instance of this 
is furnished by Mr. George D. Pratt, a son 
of the late Standard Oil millionaire of that 
name. He has arranged to enter the em- 
ploy of the Long Island railroad company, 
and intends there to master for himself the 
physical operations of a railway system. 

This is not the only instance of the kind 
that is furnished in the Pratt family. Two 
of them are hard at work in the oil business, 
though rich beyond their capacity for 
spending in a legitimate way the whole of 
their annual income. The sons of Jay 
Gould are increasing the value of the prop- 
erty left by their father, the Astors have 
not been ruined by the possession of great 
riches which came without exértion of 
their own, not all of the Vanderbilts have 
been spendthrifts, and there are so many 
cases of this character in our own city that 
to name only a few might be regarded as 
making invidious distinctions. 

The fact is that very much, if not all, de- 
pends on the individual. If he be weak he 
will yield to the force of his surroundings. 
If strong his force will assert itself, and 
only the most adverse circumstances Can 
make him succumb. This is true for all con- 
ditions of society and gradations in the so- 
cial scale, the great source of mischief being 
the fact that temptation to go wrong in- 
creases with the amount of wealth at com- 
mand. It is not alone the tendency to be- 
come arbitrary and impatient of control, or 
natural desire to gratify the passions. The 
great trouble is that the possession of wealth 
attracts flatterers and rogues. Their ob- 
ject is to gain a portion of the wealth for 
themselves, and they pander to the-pride, 
flatter the vanity, and seek to arouse the 
passions and warp the judgment of the per- 
son whom they wish to ensnare. If he is 
wise enough to know this in advance, or 
learns the lesson .by experiences whichare 
not so bitter as seriously to impair his 
fortune, he lets these persons severely alone. 
He then is free to apply himself to the 
business of life from the vantage ground 
given him by his ancestry. The rest de- 
pends upon his inherent energy and ability 
to cope with surroundings. It is the para- 
sitism that clusters around wealth, and not 
so much the possession of wealth in itself, 
which tends to paralysis of effort in the. di- 
rection of that which is good. 

It is reassuring to see that so many of the 
sons of rich men, in this and other cities, 
are pro@ing themselves superior to the 
temptations which are much harder to re- 
sist than are those that attack persons in 
more moderate circumstances. It augurs 
well for the future, and as there is an un- 
doubted improvement in this respect: as 
compared with the first half of the present 
century and much earlier times, it promises 
still better conditions. For, in spite of 


what is preached by the Communists and 
legitimate 


great wealth by an individual is one of the 
greatest possible agencies for increasing 
the comfort and widening the opportunities 
for enjoyment, by the people. aes 


TWENTY-SECOND WARD ALDERMAN. 

‘he Democrats of the Tiwenty-second 
Ward have nominated E. F. Lawrence for 
Alderman. They have made a good selec- 
tion. He is the choice not merely of the 


‘* reform” Democrats of the ward but of 


the “ machine.” It has had the intelligence 
to see that there is much popular discon- 
tent with the present syle of Alderman and 
that it can strengthen itself with the voters 
by giving them better candidates. 

T’he Republicans who manage politics in 
the ward ought not to be above learning 
something from their opponents. They 
should be as quick as the latter to observe 
changes in public feeling and to see that 
this year a much greater number than 
usual of the voters would like to see a re- 
form in the Council. They are weary of 
Aldermen who sell franchises, and are not 
ashamed of doing so. 

It has been suggested that the Republic- 
ans of the ward should indorse Mr. Law- 


‘pence’s nomination and have no candidate 


of theirown. Notatall. They should not 
say in substance that they are so short of 
good men that they have to go to their op- 
ponents for their candidate, if they want 
an unexceptionable one. The only thing 
for them to do is to put in the field a man 
in whom the voters will feel the same con- 
fidence they do in Mr. Lawrence. Then 
those voters will be in the happy position of 
being unable to go wrong. However they 
yote they will vote wisely. 

If the Republican leaders in the ward al- 
low a weak man or a bad man to be nom- 
inated they will discredit themselves and 
their party. If they pick out a first-class 
one they will strengthen the “ machine ” 
and the party. There is no lack of suck 
men in the ward. For instance, there is 
John M. Harlan, the lawyer, whose name 
has been mentioned of late and who would 
make an excellent Alderman. Supposing 
the Republicans put him in the field against 
Mr. Lawrence. Then whichever side won 
the ward would be well represented. But 
if those leaders nominate a man of the 
Schendorf stripe he will be beaten and they 
will forfeit public confidence. 


ALD. LAMMERS was fined $10 by Justice 
Richardson for rowdyism and street fight- 
ing.

The 
public knows Ald. Lammers was guilty be- 
cause the court says so: therefore the public 
had reason to expect the court to deal with 
Ald. Lammers as it would have done with 
others who are not Aldermen. There will be 
an increased curiosity to know just what 
privileges an Aldermanic star confers upon 
a saloonkeeper. 
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JUDGE GOGGIN in discharging a jury for 
not doing its duty follows the admirable 
lead of Judge Payne in refusing to wink at 
the law or seeit winked at by others. Juries 
are not impaneled specially to bring convic- 
tions or to acquit criminals. It is their duty 
to render verdicts that are just, warranted 
by the evidence, and calculated to inculcate 


a wholesome public respect for the law and 


the jury system.

At the end of the volume Mr. Austin re- 
prints the poem, ‘‘ The Passing of Merlin,” 
which he published in the Times after the 
death of Tennyson in 1892.

Ifone may judgefromthechorus of adverse 
criticism that has issued from the Iondon 
press anent ** England’s Darling,’’ Mr. Aus- 
tin still has before him the difficult task of 
proving that Merlin was his sire. The 
strongest passages have been quoted in the 
foregoing review, yet even the best are but 
moderately good. There are stray couplets 
in the book that to a moderate degree merit 
the name of poetry, as, for instance, that in 
which Alfred says: 

Not till the sea hath owned us for its Lord, 

Will England’s shore be free. Hence must we lay 
Our rod along the waters till it stretch 

Wide as they welter, further than they foam, 

Or this: ? 
When war's loud shuttle shall have woven peace, 
And in this England all who love may live 
As safe as nest of whincat in the brake. 

Or this picture of Rome: 

Rome was once Overlord of all the world, 

But net for empire now, nay, for bare life, 

Is ofttimes hard beset: a fallen Rome. 

Yet awful in its fall: bemocked and scourged, 
Humbled and thorn-crowned, as meseems is fit 
For Christ’s own city, mastering still mankind 
By the rood-token of his martyrdom. 

But the pages in which there is nothing 
to strike the ear or hold the attention are 
disappointingly numerous. Mr. Austin’s 
muse is no eagle, but a meek, tame turtle- 
dove that coos pleasantly and rather pre- 
fers a cage withal. A couplet to please the 
friends of church establishment and to ex- 
asperate the critics who object to the pseudo 
word “ helpmeet’’ arouses the suspicion 
that it is the modern Alfred and not the 
ancient who speaks: 

A manly state wed to a wifely church, 

. The helpmeet this, but that one still the lord. 

It cannot be denied that the new laureate 
has done his prettiest. But one involutarily 
wonders how long it will be before,some 
twentieth century poetaster will be pre- 
facing his verses with the calmly uncon- 
scious statement: ‘‘ No English poet before 
me has sung of Alfred the Great.”’

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¢ Etlsworths Louaves. 
TRIBUNE on Ellsworth and his zouaves 


T were read with great interest, judging 
by the great number of letters received. 
Following is a sample letter which shows 
the strong feeling early Chicagoans have in 


the matter: 

Chicago, Feb. 19.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—~THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE'S sketches of 
the famous United States Zouave Cadets 
were interesting reading to hosts of sub- 
scribers who remember that matchless 
corps as the pride and glory of Chicago. 
No militia company organized up to that 
day or this could compare with it in discip- 
line, drill, or soldierly bearing, or in the 
regular army either, for that matter. The 
account of the death of the young com- 
mander at Alexandria is eminently just to 
his memory and substantially correct, as I 
heard the story from Sergt. Brownell in 
New York City in 1863. Ellsworth. may 
have seemed proud and vain, and perhaps 
he was in, a certain. sense—proud that he 
commanded the finest body of militia ever 
organized in this country; vain of their 
splendid appearance, which was alike a 
credit to the City of Chicago, to the mem- 
bers, and to him. Such pride and vanity as 
that is not inconsistent in a military man 
or a military organization. The appearance 
of the zouaves on dress parade would have 
gladdened the heart of Gen. Hardee himself, 
and he was the biggest old martinet that 
ever wore shoulder straps. I shall never 
forget their appearance on the street as 
they formed in a solid column, touching 
elbows together to the right, and struck out 
with a full step to the time of Billy Nevans’ 
wonderful drum. No swinging of the arms 
in that column, no flirting with the girls, 
or visiting, as they went along. They were 
playing soldier in dead earnest, and they 
knew all the tunes except that of actual 
war. That Ellsworth was tyrannical is not 
strictly true; at least he was no more so 
than was necessary to bring the company 
up to the high state of perfection in drill 
and discipline he was aiming at and finally 
attained. If he was tyrannical, so was each 
member of the company, as their discipline 
was self-imposed and therein had it greatest 
merit. 

The company made its own laws and regu- 
lations, and every man charged himself with 
the duty of enforcing them. 

It is unjust to Ellsworth’s memory to say 
that he was foolhardy in taking down the 
rebel flag from the flagstaff of the Marshall 
House, personally. He had had no actual 
war training as yet, and was not quite as 
foxy or suspicious as some of us afterwards 
became, and according to Brownell’s ver- 
sion of the affair he was actuated by a desire 
to avert trouble in taking the course he did. 
Being in command of a large body of undis- 
ciplined troops he reasoned, so Brownell 
said, that if the regiment saw the rebel flag 
flying it might excite them to commit some 
excesses, and he considered it prudent to re- 
move the flag as quickly and as quietly as 
possible. He displayed sufficient caution in 
leaving his pickets below while he went up 
on the roof to look around and remove the 
flag; and, as stated by THE TRIBUNE, tlie 
shot that tore the life out of this promising 
young officer was not intended for him, but 
was intended for Brownell instead. Just as 
Jackson pulled the trigger for the second 
time Brownell threw up the muzzle of the 
gun with his musket, which he held with 
both hands and that instant Elisworth 
mounted the stairway to receive the full 
charge of buckshot in his breast. 

At this late day, when the animosities of 
the great struggle are buried in the dimand 
forgotten past, it is a cheerful satisfaction 
to recall the fact that instantaneous retri- 
bution overtook the miserable assassin who 
lay in wait with a double-barreled shotgun 
to commit murder. 

I am one of those who believe that if Col. 
Ellsworth had been permitted to live his 
name would have appeared high upon the 
scroll of fame at the end of the war, and 
that on the call of great Captains his repu- 
tation would have been as bright as the 
brightest. 

I was not old enough to be a member of 
the famous campaign, but was personally 
acquainted with many of the members. 
Young as I was, I knew they were im- 
measurably superior to anything in their 
line, and I presume they never went out on 
parade without my foilouwing them around 
for hours, lost in silent admiration of their 
wonderful movements, and sighing for the 
time to come when I would be big enough. 

Up to the time the zouaves made their ap- 
pearance the parade of a militia company 
was the jolliest kind of an affair. They 
generally started out in gorgeous array, with 
shakos looming up like locomotive head- 
lights, armed with tomahawks, and followed 
by a “‘ nigger” carrying a target as big as 
a turn-table; and, what was equally nechs- 
Sary, an auger, they marched away to the 
target shoot. On arriving at the grounds 
they stuck their tomahawks in the trees 
and planted the target in close proximity to 
some shady nook. A wagon containing re- 
freshments having preceded the boys they 
immediately fell out and at once fell to. 
The lunch being ‘“ out of sight,’ the social 
features of the occasion were not forgotten, 
and so the dav wore on. Along in the after- 
noon the “ nigger’’ was detailed to makea 
few bull’s-eyes in the target with the auger 
and make other perforations, locating his 
shots where in his judgment the boys might 
possibly have hit, according to his knowl- 
edge of their marksmanship. After this 
they extracted their tomahawks from the 
trees, fell into ranks or the ambulance, and 
in more or less open order triumphantly re- 
turned.

‘ Old Magazines. . 
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‘6 HAT shall we do with the old mag- 
azines?” is a question in nearly 
every household. In these days of 

cheap current literature they accumulate 

so rapidly that bookcases and shelves are 
full to overflowing. Years ago when a fam- 
ily considered itself fortunate to be able to 
subscribe to one or two monthly magazines 
they were treated more carefully. Usually 
they were bound in volumes containing five 
or six numbers each, and were considered a 
desirable addition to the library. Now, a 


first-class magazine can be bought for 10 
cents, and instead of two there are often six 
or eight brought into the house every month, 
until it is a question of how to dispose of 
them. Of course they can be sent to the 
hospitals and asylums, but it is often in- 
convenient, and one of those things one is 
always going to do, but seldom ever does. 
Besides, there is often a story ora picture in 
a magazine that is worth keeping. 

An attractive and unusual book can be 
arranged by cutting out all the desirable 
stories and having them bound. There is 
sure to be no other like it, and it would 
show the taste of the person who made the 
selections, besides preserving good short 
stories which do not appear in book form. 
In order to do this successfully it is neces- 
sary to draw out the wire at the back of 
the magazine which holds the leaves to- 
gether. It is easy then to remove the pages 
that are wanted, and then there is sufficient 
margin for the book-binder. 

A collection of pictures cut from the mag- 
azines and nicely arranged in a scrapbook 
is another means of saving those of interest. 
In this case it is a good plan to classify them 
and arrange them according to subject. 

It is hard to find a book a child will enjoy 
more than one of this kind—with a selection 
of appropriate pictures. It is something that 
cannot be bought, and no other child will 
have one like it. , 

The funny pictures sometimes found 
among the advertisements would make a 
good collection, and one that would interest 
and amuse everybody. 

With a little time and patience the old 
magazines can be disposed of very profita- 
bly, and in their place will be something 
worth keeping.

Thedrama 
is J. Comyns Carr's “ King Arthur,” and 
it will be given during all the week, with 
the single exception of Saturday night’s 
performance, when Casimir Delavigne’s 
‘Louis XI.” will be seen. As Henry Irving 
recently said in a brief speech, the Arthur- 
jan legends are of as deep concern to Amer- 
icans as to Englishmen, for from the period 
with which they deal sprang the best of our 
ancestral blood, and our own literature 
teems with story and song founded upon 
the chivalry of the days of the Round Table. 
The story of Mr. Carr’s idyllic drama, 
abundant as it is in poetry, romance, ayd 
great dramatic depiction, has an atmos- 
phere which calls for a rehearsing in other 
than ordinary language, and since the au- 
thor has written an argument to the play, 
those who expect to witness the production 
will not ask for a better telling of the tale 
of “‘ King Arthur ”’ than Comyns Carr him- 
self furnishes in the following old-fashioned 
medieval manner: 

“At the dawn of a day when Arthur was 
led by Merlin to the Magic Mere he saw a 
great sword rising out of the water; and 
while he looked upon it there came voices 
from the Mere saying unto him that the 
name of that sword was Excalibur, which 


’ had been forged beneath the waters of the 


sea; and that it should be given to the son 


of Uther Pendragon, who in after time 
should rule over a kingdom that should rule 
the sea. And while Arthur wondered, Merlin 
declared the truth unto him that he was 
Pendragon’s son albeit he knew it not; and 
Merlin bade Arthur take the sword, telling 
him also that although the blade was of 
such temper that no man could withstand 
its stroke, yet was the scabbard worthier 
than the sword. And at the same time 
there appeared a vision of Guinevere, and 
seeing her Arthur desired her for his 
Queen. But while he gazed upon her 
there came other voices, which declared 
unto him that, by reason of her beauty, 


great evil should fall upon his kingdom; 


rthur heeded them not and resolved 
tn ‘eats her his Queen. And in aftertime 
when they were wed Arthur bethought 
him of theywords of Merlin, that the scab- 
bard was worthier than the sword; for with 
the coming of Guinevere peace fell upon the 
land after a long season of havoc and war, 


‘and therefore Arthur likened his Queen 


unto the scabbard of Excalibur. But there 
dwelt at the court one Morgan Le Fay, who 
loved not Arthur, for she desired the king- 
dom for her son, whoes name was Mordred. 
And+thie same Mordred had learned from 
Merlin that he alone might slay Pendragon’s 
son, who was born with the May. And this 
thing she kept in her heart, for Mordred 
had been born to her on May day. Now at 
this time a strange thing happened at the 
court, for the cup of the Holy Grail, which 
in long time past had been brought to this 
isle, and had since been snatched away no 
man knew whither, appeared again to Ar- 
thur’s knights in the great hall at Camelot; 
yet was the cup so veiled that no man might 
see it with his eyes. Then a great com- 
pany of Arthur’s knights took upon thein- 
selves a vow to seek this Holy Grail through 
all the world -till they might openly behold 
the cup itesif. And Sir Lancelot, who was 
the bravest knight of all the court, would 
have joined himself to this holy quest; and 
Queen Guinevere was willing he should go, 
for she knew of his great love for her, and 
would not that they should bring shame 
upon the King. But Arthur withstood them 
both, for he loved Lancelot better than any 
other knight, and so it chanced that Lance- 
lot staid. Whereat Morgan Le Fay was 
well content, for, knowing of the loves of 
Lancelct and Guinevere, she hoped thereby 
to bring ruin upon the King. And yet mind- 
ful always of Merlin’s words that the scab- 
bard of Excalibar was mightier than the 
sword, she bethought her of how the King 
had likened the scabbard unto his Queen; 
and so one night while Arthur slept she 
stole away the scabbard of Excalibur and 
left him only his naked sword. Whereafter 
followed great evil to the kingdom, for at 
this hour Caerleon was besieged, and Ar- 
thur, who had learned that his Queen was 
false to him, cared no more for his scab- 
bard that was gone, but with his naked 
sword went forth to make war upon his 
enemies. And when the King had departed 
Mordred gave out that he had been slain 
by Lancelot, and would have made Guine- 
vere his wife: and when she spurned him 
. he cast her into prison and condemned her 
to be burnt: and, although Arthur came to 
fight in her cause, he could not save her, for 
Excalibur availed not against the blade of 
him who had been born on May day. Yet 
Guinevere died not then, for Lancelot saved 
her from the fire and slew Mordred, who had 
slain the King. And after he was dead 
Arthur was borne by the three Queens of 
Night to that sweet isle of sleep, which is 
called Avalon; yet, ere he went, he com- 
manded Bedevere to take Excalibur and 
cast it into the water, so that when his 
day was ended England should find her 
sword again in the sea.’”’

Dr. Ion Stefansoon of Copenhagen recently 
read a paper at a meeting of the members 
of the London BElizabeth Society on the 
question: ‘ Did Shakspeare visit Den- 
mark?” He said there was a strong proba- 
bility in favor of the view that Shakspeare 
may have beermin Denmark in 1586. This idea 
was, he thought, proved by references in the 
play of ‘‘ Hamlet,” and ‘by evidence from the 
Danish -records... Local knowledge was 
pointed out in references to rooms in the 
Castle of Elsinore. There was constant 
intercourse with Denmark in Shakspeare’s 
time, and James VI. of Scotland, who suc- 
céeded Elizabeth, married Anne, daughter 
of the Danish King. There could, then, have 

_ been Ittile wonder if Shakspeare went there. 
In the scene where Hamlet rebukes his 
mother for her second marriage, he describes 
two portraits, and hitherto in the acted play 
_it was the custom for the Queen to be. wear- 
ing. a medallion portrait of her second hus- 
band, while Hamlet produced the portrait of 
his father. ‘In the play, however, ‘Shaks- 
peare-makes Hamlet describe a.man of full 
stature, and William Seager, who went to 
invest the Danish King with the Order of 
the Garter, told Stow, whose account is pre- 
served, that there was in one large cham- 
ber of Elsinore the portraits of a great many 
of the Kings of Denmark woven in tapestry. 
‘This was in 1608; and the earliest appearance 
of “Hamlet” was 1602.

FOR SELF-EDOCATION. 


Successful Struggles of an Odd 
Russian Jewish Club on the 
West Side. 


NOT WEALTHY, BUT SELFP-SUPPORTING. 


Beginning with a Membership of Eight It 
Now Has 100—Features and Plans. 


F the thousands of clubs in Chicago 
organized for social and educational 
“ advancement there are perhaps none 
undeserving commendation for good 
of one kind and another. The district 
known as the Hull House district boasts of 
many. For a number of years these have 
been fostered by charitable organizations, 
of philanthropical people, who have been no 
small factor in elevating the inhabitants of 
this district.. 

Of somewhat different character is a self- 
Supporting club maintained by a few people 
of Russian-Jewish extraction. Nearly two 
years ago the Self-Educational club was 
organized, and small but convenient quar- 
ters secured on South Halsted street. A 
number of its promoters were Russians, 
who. on account of religious and class per- 
secutions, had-been driven from their 
mother country and had sought a home in 
this freer land. They were people of intelli- 
gence, well educated in their own language, 
and while poor they were proud and un- 
willing to be the objects of charity. It was 
decided by them to educate themselves, and 
the club was organized with a membership 
of eight. Among those who struggled hard 
to put it on a permanent basis was Prof. 
Hourwich, now of New York City. Prof. 
Hourwich was a man of social standing in 
Russia, and his efforts to benefit the poorer 
class of his countrymen was laughed at by 
many of his own class, but he stuck to it 
with an earnestness and a vim that com- 
pelled success, Coworkers with Prof Hour- 
wich were Miss Bertha Levinson and Miss 
Zacharias, both returned to Russia, Miss 
Kate Levi, and Mr. Eliashov. They pro- 
jected a club along ethical lines, whose in- 
fluence is now far-reaching, and they may 
well feel proud of the results of their 
labor. 

Struggles, Then Prosperity. 

It was a hard struggle at first, and but for 
the indomitable energy shown by its projec- 
tors it must have failed. But it was started 
on business principles and at all times run 
on its merits, until today it enjoys prosper- 
ity, with a membership of 100. 

It was decided to make their constitution 
and by-laws as simple as possible. Any one 
of good moral character, without regard to 
race or color, could join, the only condition 
being the payment of a 50-cent initiation fee, 
and weekly dues of 10 cents. Charity was 
not sought, nor would it be accepted. The 
small quarters were neatly furnished with 
chairs, tables, book cases, a piano, and other 
furniture necessary to make pleasant club 
rooms. But these were soon outgrown, and 
it became necessary to secure larger and 
more desirable quarters. A suite of eight 
pooms was secured on the second floor of No. 
of2 South Halsted street and fitted up in 
modern style. Rugs and cushions are nu- 
merous aad portraits of literary personages 
adorn the walls. In the library is found a 
collection of well-selected books and ten 
magazines and three daily papers are sub- 
scribed for. Besides these attractions can 
be found chess, checkers, and other games, 
so that those not attending classes can find 
many opportunities for amusing themselves. 


The Educational Feature. 


But this club feature is not the main idea 
of the organization. Its object is self-edu- 
cation in the broadest sense. Classes in ele- 
mentary and advanced English, mathemat- 
ics, history, and music are held, each class 
meeting once or twicea week. These classes 
are open to outsiders, as Well as members, 
and are well attended. A number of the 
members are capable as teachers, yet a few 
of the instructors have been secured from 
the outside, and the club is much indebted 
to Miss Addams and Prof. and Mrs. R. E. 
Blount, .and other residents of Hull House 
for assigtance in this matter. Almost with- 
out exception the members are intelligent, 
and many of them well educated in German, 
I‘rench, and Russian, some having attended 
European universities. 

Two Saturday nights in each month a 
class, composed of members only, discuss a 
chapter in Buckle’s “ History of Civiliza- 
tion.’’ This class is led each night by some 
member, who gives a review of an assigned 
chapter and leads in the discussion. 

Besides the educational advantages, con- 
certs and lectures are given at frequent in- 
tervals, which are open to the public. Every 
other Sunday evening a social gathering is 
held, at which refreshments are served bv 
the women.

Pines, elementary English: M. E. Ingalls, 
literature; M. Lesser, mathematics: B. 
Platchinsky, mathematics: Prof. E. H. Riv- 
kind, music; Miss Rollins, music: Miss J. 
Burkhardt, ladies’ embroidery class. 

A plan which is still in its incipiency, but 
which, it is hoped, will soon také tangible 
form, is to build a house of their own.’ A 
plan has been discussed and steps taken in 
the matter, and it is probable that before 
the end of another two years the club will 
be occupying a home of its own.

NO LAW FOR BIG LOADS. 


CRUELTY TO HORSES ONLY GROUND 
FOR ARRESTING DRIVERS. 


Humane Society and Police Officials 
Give Reasons for So Few Prosecu- 
tions — Can Only Interfere When 
Animais Are Being Beaten—Over- 
loading of Coal Wagons Said to Be 
Done Chiefly by Men Who Own 
Their Own Teams. 

THE TRIBUNE yesterday contained an ac- 
count of the cruel beating of a team of 
horses Friday evening while struggling in 
vain to pull a load of 14,000 pounds up the 
icy incline of the Van Buren street bridge. 
This is only one of numerous similar out- 
rages whith have occurred this winter. 

THE TRIBUNE has received many com- 
munications from witnesses of these inhu- 
mgnities, yet according to the statements 
of officials of the Humane Society and the 
Police Department there is little prospect 
of materially remedying the evil. They can 
only interfere, they say, when drivers cruel- 
ly beat their horses. No matter how ob- 
viously overloaded the wagons may be or 
what frantic efforts the poor beasts may 
put forth to draw the load so long as the 
drivers refrain from beating them cruelly 
the officials say they do not feel called upon 
to interfere. 

They may be expostulated with, but will 
not be arrested. Overloading is not consid- 
ered cruelty to animals according to the 
legal definition of the term. 

Mr. Shortall, President of the Humane 
Society, admitted yesterday it was a great 
evil, but said the society could only move 
when cruelty in the form of beating was 
indulged in by drivers. He said convictions 
could not be secured under the conditions 
referred to, and might prejudice the work of 
the society. 

He also said he was in favor of fixing a 
weight limit for loads, but there was a grave 
objection, owing to the different capacities 
of horses. 

He said the overloading was principally 
in. the coal business and was done by those 
who owned their own teams. They were for 
the greater part poor men, he said, and 
being anxious to earn all they could, fre- 
quently attempted to haul loads beygnd the 
capacity of their horses. In their efforts.to 
*make an extra 50 cents or $1 they used up 
several dollars’ worth of horseflesh. He 
termed it ‘* short-sighted greed.”’ 

He said the seciety was doing all it could 
to ameliorate the hardship under which 
draft horses weré now suffering. They had 
men stationed at the bridges and inclines, 
where traffic is greatest, arresting drivers 
who were cruel to their horses and expos- 
tulating with others who overloaded them. 

He aiso said it was the purpose of the 
society to prosecute the teamster who beat 
his overloaded team at the Van Buren street 
bridge. 

At police headquarters it was said no or- 
ders were given to arrest teamsters for over- 
loading. Cruelty in the form of. beating 
was the only offense which brought about 
arrest. ; 

Coal dealers confirmed the statement of 
Mr. Shortall with reference to overloads of 
that commodity. Competition was _ close, 
they said, and carrying charges had fallen 
so teamsters taxed their horses to their 
fullest limit, and frequently overtaxed 
them. 

Smooth shoeing, when the streets are icy 
and slippery, is suggested as another form of 
cruelty by acorrespondent. The writer says 
the horses of the North Side Carette com- 
pany are so smoothly shod they go slipping 
and-struggling along over the icy streets, 
and frequently falling. Legislation is sug- 
gested as a remedy. 


Teacher's View on Bible Reader. 

Chicago, Feb. 18.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—It is with regret we educators see the con- 
troversy about ‘‘ The Bible in the Public 
Schools "’ revived. It seems to me the ques- 
tion is not *‘ Shall the Bible be read in the 
schools? ’"’ but it now is, ‘‘ Shall the pupils 
be brought in touch with the great ethical 
truths of humanity?” 

Only the crudest materialism on the one 
hand or the narrowest bigotry on the other 
could oppose the introduction of such a 
reader as has been just prepared. Personal- 
ly I am not identified with any church, and 
could net therefore be accused of sectarian 
motives in urging the introduction of sucha 
book into our schools. It is on broad hu- 
manitarian lines and as an educator I would 
advocate the reading of the world’s grandest 
literature in our schools. This reading I 
would by no means confine to “‘ the Bible,” 
‘but I would draw from all Bibles, from the 
Koran, from Confucius, Mencius, Buddha, 
Zoroaster, etc. 

To those who believe the public schools 
should teach but the ‘* three R’s”’ 
say: ‘‘ Do you know, my friends, if we are 
to teach a young mind only the ‘three R’s’ 


we are secretly and silently, but surely, fit- 


ting it for a fourth ‘ R ’—i. e.: that of ras- 
caldom ?”’ 

The “‘three Rs’’ may help the boy or girl 
toward getting a living, but they alone can 
never teach him to live truly. Hence I 
would suggest what was recently said in the 
President’s address at a congress of penolo- 
gists held at Minneapolis. The speaker 
called attention to the fact that the number 
of youthful criminals is yearly increasing in 
this country. These youths are not ignorant 
of the ‘‘ three Rs.’’ Many of them are pub- 
lic school graduates, and some have even 
nad the so-called higher education. The 
speaker concluded: 

* Not until every child in the land shall 
receive kindergarten training, and not until 
kindergarten methods shall prevail in our 
primary schools can the penologist expect 
a diminution of crime in the products of our 
schools.”’ 

Now, what is meant by the “ kindergar- 
ten methods?’ Simply this, that the child 
be trained to liye, not simply to make a 
living; that character building, and not in- 
struction in the ‘‘ three Rs,’’ should be the 
aim of the gchool. 

In this connection the observations of 
Lombroso, the greatest authority on crimi- 
nal statistics, seem pertinent. It is his opin- 
ion that instruction in the “* three Rs ”’ mere- 
ly in the reformatories tends to make the 
released criminal more dangerous to the 
community. He has become a shrewder and 
more cunning, but not a better, man. Eth- 
ical and moral trdining has been known to 
effect reforms in those criminally inclined. 
Intellectual training alone has never done it. 

[ cite these instances to show what a strong 
factor is ethical training in the process of 
education, and I am of the opinion that 
every earnest teacher in this city believes 
that the ‘‘ Bible Reader ”’ or a sinfilar work 
constructed on still broader lines, perhaps, 
will meet a great need in our schools.

ANIMAL MOUNDS OF WISCONSIN 


They Are Attracting Renewed Atten- 
tion Owing to Recent Discoveries. 

Aztalan, Wis., Feb. 15.—{Special Corre- 
spondence.J—At no time since their discov- 
ery in 1836 have the * mounds,” or “* earth 
works”’ of the Rock River Valley, partic- 
ularly those on the site of the present Village 
of Aztalan, received the research and sci- 
entific investigation now accorded them. 
Interest is renewed because of the recent 
discovery in Ohio mounds, that they close- 
ly resemble, of relics) supposed to ante- 
date the mound-builders, to whose works 
they have so long been accredited, to the 
time of Egyptian shepherd kings. 

The artificial earth-works of Aztalan are 
over 500 yards long and over half as wide, 
with a twenty-three-foot base five feet high, 
with an outer half circle enlargement and 
corresponding interior recess every twenty- 
three yards reaching to the river. They are 
built of a mixture of straw and earth some- 
what resembling imperfectly burned earth. 
Within this inclosure are several excavations 
and mounds, that in addition to those on the 
outside indicate they were once inhabited 
by a large population. 

All other mounds in this valley are either 
“ varden beds” or “ animal mounds.”” The 
“warden beds” are ridges six inches high, 
four feet wide, methodically arranged in 
parallel rows, sometimes rectangular-shaped 
of various symmetrical curves, in from ten 
to 100-acre fields. Their ancient use is a 
matter of conjecture. 

The “animal mounds” have this char- 
acteristic seldom met with elsewhere, that 
they are imitative in shape, resembling man, 
fish, birds, reptiles, beasts, on an enormously 
large scale of proportion, from which they 
derive their general name. Some, however, 
are in the form of tobacco pipes, war clubs, 
and trees. 

The war eagle, bear, raccoon, buffalo, liz- 
zard, turtle, are all depicted; those of man 
and the large beasts being on a well-propor- 
tioned scale of 135 feet in length. 

Most of these mounds are arranged in 
groups, the tails of graduating lengths, the 
heads pointing towards the nearest water, 
lake or river. Their construction, built as 
they largely are of foreign material, indi- 
cates a prehistoric race not altogether re- 
mote from communication with other and 
distant portions of the continent. 

Explorers among these mounds have dis- 
covered human bones, arrow heads, stone 
hammers, menufactured from stone not 
found nearer than the Rockies; wooden 
dishes, shovels, various copper implements 
and utensils, hammered from a single piece. 

While these mounds extend through the 
whole Rock River Valley, those in the 
Aztalan limits are considered the most won- 
derful and are thought to have been a great 
gathering place for ancient tribes coming 
from the Atlantic to the Rockies and were 
named Aztalan mounds, after an Aztec tra- 
dition that the Aztec tribes came to their 
southern homes from the north and that 
they built after the plan of their deserted 
possessions in a great northern country. 

Many of these mounds have yielded to ex- 
ploration and modern land culture to an ex- 
tent to greatly impair their original pro- 
portions and shape. It is hoped here the 
government will interfere for their protec- 
tion before the works of a prehistoric people 
have become as extinct as the race itself.

We are not speaking of 
the expedition of Miss Barton, who has just 
started out for Turkey on a mission that is 
somewhat vague, under the color of bringing 
aid to the Armenians: No, it is something far 
more serious. It is a resolution votedsby the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States in favor of Turkey’s observ- 
ance of the clauses of the treaty of Berlin. 
As to the pretext for this intervention, we 
must look for it in the troubles which a few 
Americah missionaries have experienced 
during the Armenian difficulties. 

But what will Europe say to this proposed 
action of the United States? Upto the pres- 
ent England alone has spoken, through the 
mouth of Mr. Chamberlain, who in a speech 
at Birmingham expressed regret that the 
United States and England, instead of dis- 
puting over a trifle, should not come to an 
understanding for settling the Armenian 
question. The English press has made a 
great many commentaries upon this event- 
uality, which seems to please the English 
journalists. Certainly the words of Mr. 
Chamberlain are strange, but do they not 
constitute a simple joke, addressed to the 
United States, and destined to make Ameri- 
cans understand their own intolerance when 
they interfere with England in regard to 
her intervention in Venezuela?

The jays have 
been about the animal quarters all winter, 
and though pressed by hunger into getting 
their food almost from the very hand of 
man all that their would-be captors have to 
show are two tail feathers, while the birds 
are as fat, familiar, and freeasever. There 
is a magpie in one of the big outdoor cages. 
He is a thief when at liberty like the jay, and 
a fellow-feeling has made him kind to his 
garrulous cousins. Food is thrown to him, 
and he has been seen poking it out to the 
jays through the bars of his cage. 

Every morning the jay trap is baited and 
set. It is a cage with wings which run out 
laterally. There is an inviting perch on each 
wing, and if a bird be unfartunate enough 
to light on it a spring works and throws a 
net over the victim. For weeks the jays 
fooled around the trap and ate such of the 
bait as had fallen outside and fought shy of 
the perch. The jay has never yet been able 
to understand why his name has been given 
to those of the human family who live in the 
country and have not cut their eye teeth. 

However, sheer bewilderment, a regular 
stupefying sort of surprise, overturned the 
mental balance of one of these birds last 
week and cost him two tail feathers. There 
is a pair of shrikes wintering in the park. 
They have two trees pretty well filled with 
the dangling bodies of the English sparrows 
they have killed. One of these shrikes sat 
on one of the lower limbs of a bush alongside 
of which the jay trap was set. Both jays 
were in the upper part of the bush cocking 
their heads down at the shrike scolding and 
screaming “ thief’’ as only a jay can. The 
shrike was minding his own business. 
While the jays’ voices were at their 
highest pitch a flock of sparrows flew over. 
The shrike was allofaquiver. Inaninstant 
he darted upward in hot pursuit. He struck 
one of the scolders in his passage full and 
square. The jay fell nearly to the ground 
before it could bring its wing brakes to bear. 
It was utterly dazed by the collision. Its 
impudence and jauntiness were gone. It 
brought itself up shor, flew a few feet, and 
dropped on the perch of thetrap. The spring 
was a bit weak. The net came over slowly 
and the jay, with partially recovered 
wit, ducked like a water ousel. Therim 
of the net caught its tail and pinned it to the 
extended wing of the cage trap. There was 
a brief struggle and the jay rose in the air 
minus two tail feathers, but triumphant.

The first year in “* The City of Pleasure ”

in the girl’s mind. She was no longer “A

MOTORMAN’S MIND 
DOWN-TOWN IS GREAT. 


Effect of the Fear of Accidents in 
Streets of the Business 
District. 


What Happened on a Specimen Trip 
Through the Congested Part 
of Clark Street. 


HERE is no class of men in Chicago 
that crowds into a limited space of 
time more extreme and varied emo- 
tions than does the motorman on the 

down-town electric car. The big fur-coated 
man on the front platform lives continually 
at that exciting point of the drama where 
one of the principal characters is rescued 
from the approaching train, without enjoy- 
ing the milder scenes which on the stage 
lead up to the thrilling incident. Twenty 
times a day he comes within a narrow space 
of destroying human life, and though so 
long as he has a perfect command of his car 
the accidents are few in comparison with 
the number of chances taken the nervous 
strain which he undergoes is almost as 
great as if half the men who escape disaster 
through inexplicable luck and the endeav- 
ors of the motorman were brought to an un- 
timely end under the wheels. It is not so 
much the few accidents that happen; it is 
the continual chance that every passing 
Wagon or unwary pedestrian may furnish 
material for trouble of some.sort. The 
mental stress of the ‘‘ Napoleons of finance” 
isn’t a circumstance, from the motorman’s 
standpoint. 

Let any one who doubts this watch the 
motorman’s face, if he can find one whose 
face is not so hidden by cap and coat col- 
lar as to make the operation impossible. 
There is no need to waitlong. Nearly everv 
block furnishes an example. Perhaps there 
is a grocery wagon on the track, drawn by 
a bony horse, jogging along at the listless 
gait which the grocer’s horse usually adopts. 
Two or three hundred feet from the wagon 
the motorman turns off the power and com- 
mences to sound his gong. There is already 
disgust in his face and smoldering rage in 
his heart. A grocer’s wagon is one of the 
evils of his life, for the grocer’s boy cares not 
one snap of his fingers whether the car be 
on time or twenty minutes late. The car 
draws nedrer and nearer and the rage in 
the motorman’s heart begins to show in his 
face. He assists the gong with his voice in 
no gentile tones. The grocer’s boy turns 
half round and looks back at the car. A 
grocer’s boy can adopt an appearance of 
indifference which is maddening even to 
the chance passengers on the car behind, 
A hundred feet farther on, with the car al- 
most at a dead stop close behind him, the 
grocer’s boy turns out. The monmient the 
front wheels of the wagon have left the 
track the motorman turns on the power. A 
brief but careful estimate of distances and 
speeds has assured him that the wagon will 
be out of the way by the time the car reaches 
its place. There is an expression of relief on 
his face. He is almost satisfied with life 
again. But instead of following the front 
wheels out of the track the rear wheels 
slide on the slippery rails and the wagon 
moves forward like a crab, still blocking 
the way. The car is not twenty feet away. 

The expression of relief on the motorman’s 
face suddenly gives way to doubt and then 
apprehension, He shuts off the power and 
puts on the brake. The rails are muddy and 
the car slides. Nearer and nearer it comes 
to the wagon wheels. The motorman puts 
all his strength against the brake handle. 
lie is no longer a prey to apprehension, but 
is the victim of deadly fear of disaster. Then 
with perhaps six inches or a foot to spare the 
wagon leaves the track. The motorman sighs 
with relief. The grocer’s boy glances ex- 
asperatingly over his shoulder. He has not 
counted on any such an occurrence as the 
slipping of the wheels, but he does not let the 
matter disturb him in the least. But the 
motorman has felt anger, relief, apprehen- 
sion, deadly fear lest he come to grief, relief 
again, and exasperation, allin the short space 
of time that it took the grocer’s boy to show 
his indifference to life. 

‘‘ But they aint all mean,” said one god of 
the current reflectively. “If they was 
heaven help us.”’ 

A Specimen Trip. 

It is only once in awhile that anything 
really happens and gets into the papers 
under some such head as “ Deadly Trolley 
Again,” but whether he realizes it or not 
the fear of accident is always with him, and 
it puts the motorman under a steady mental 
strain. Now and then a man gives way 
under it and becomes the victim of that 
affliction generally known as “ nerves.’’ 
When he discovers that he has nerves of any 
sort or for any purpose he stops work and 
seeks fresh fields of labor. For a nervous 
motorman is an impossible creature. No 
man who let his mind run on what might 
happen could stand a dozen trips. Here is 
a specimen of what the men on the South 
Clark street line go through: 

At the very start the car nearly ran down 
a policeman. Policemen, however near to 
destruction they may appear, havea faculty 
of getting out of the way in time, though it 
is often by a narrow margin. ‘This time the 
policeman was looking the other. way, and 
the motormon’s respect for the law was such 
that he put the brake on full strength. The 
policeman smiled. 

Half a block farther on an old man, witha 
flowing white beard and a voluminous over- 
coat, ran across in front of theecar. Hewas 
old enough to know better, but had evidently 
forgotten that his sprinting days were things 
of the past. His knowledge of himself may 
not have kept pace with his years. With the 
aid of a quick application of the brake he 
got across safely. It was not his fault. 

At the next crossing a driver of a coal 
wagon got half way across the track, saw 
the car coming, and stopped. Another 
quick application of the brake saved him. 


They Said Good-By. 

Then a whole block passed without any 
difficulty. There were several wagons in 
the way which took their own time about 
moving aside, but the motorman paid them 
no attention beyond sounding the gong. 
But on the farther crossing of the. next 
Street two men were engaged in saying 
good-by. A policeman rescued one: the other 
took care of himself. He escaped by a dis- 
tance liberally estimated at four and one- 
half inches. When he got out of the way 
there was no longer any danger, for the 
car was stopped. 

For two blocks nothing happened. In the 
middle of the third an express wagon oc- 
cupied the track. The driver had a friend 
with him, and a messenger boy sat on the 
tail-board, his legs hanging over. The 
motorman sounded the gong. Then he shut 
off the current and shouted. Neither the 
driver nor his friend looked around. Thé 
messenger boy watched the advancing car 
with a smile of contempt. When close be- 
hind the wagon the motorman put on the 
brake. <At.the same moment the driver 
pulled up his horse and came to a dead stop, 
evidently to let his friend dismount. The 
car slid forward on the slippery rails. 

**Look out for your legs,” cried an ex- 
cited passenger. The motorman uttered a 
cry of warning. ‘The messenger boy still 
smiled calmly and did not move. A mes- 
senger boy has the most perfect belief in 
predestination that humanity has _ yet 
brought forth, or else he hates life. Again 
the car stopped in time. The motorman 
could have.leaned forward and touched the 
messenger boy. 

‘*You’ll be killed some day,” he_ said. 
‘Keep your shirt on or you'll freeze to 
death,”’ réplied the boy. The excited pas- 
senger said that he thought~ this remark 
flippant. 

Goes Between Two Cars. 


Two crossings further a man with a light 
wagon carrying a half-ton of coal appeared 
on the scene. A car was approaching him 
from each direction, ‘but he ignored them 
beth. If the motormen had treated him in 
the same way, friends would today be sym- 
pathizing with his widow and remarking 
that she ought to get $10,000 at least out of 
the company. Both cars were stopped, but 
by the narrowest margin yet. The rear wheel 
of the wagon scraped one car front as it went 
through. The driver was indifferent to the 
proceeding. but the motorman gasped. 

Half way down the next block a young 
man crossed the street. That he did cross 


‘the street was due to one of the queer rul- 


ings of fate. When half way across he 
started to run, his foot slipped, and he fell 
with his legs across the track.

one. On the other hand, I have seen many 
instances where the use of the brake tipped 
The down- 
town district is the only part of the city 
where there could be any great advantage in 
sudden stopping, for in the narks one can 
see far enough ahead to avoid trouble. But 
in the down-town district one must rid: 
slowly, anyway, and it is just as easy to 
back-pedal or to dismount as to put on a 
brake.”’ 

Back-pedaling is admitted to be the best 
method of stopping a wheel, better even than 
the best of brakes, for a brake suddenly put 
on is likely to make the wheel turn a som- 
erset, which is a proceeding discomforting 
to the finest riders. Every one who gradu- 
ates from a riding school is well drilled-in 
back-pedaling. From the first lesson to the 
last it is impressed upon the learner that 
back-pedaling is necessary for safety. It 
is the one method of stopping a wheel which 
can be carried out without removing either 
hand or foot, and the greatest danger to 
cyclists comes from the momentary loss of 
control of the wheel which such movement 
brings about. It is impossible to have per- 
fect control of a bicycle unless the feet are 
on the pedals and the hands on the bars. 

An ordinance compelling riders to keep 
their feet and hands on the machine would 
be of more use than the one now before the 
New York Board of Aldermen. 

Another method of stopping the wheel 
which is much used is to take one foot from 
the pedal and press it against the tire below 
the fork-head. This stops the wheel more 
quickly than any other way and wears the 
tire very little. 

The general belief is that, however much 
it may be needed in some parts of the world, 
in country so level as that about Chicagoa 
brake is a wholly useless adjunct to a wheel. 


Origin of the High Handshake. 

High handshaking had its origin in Lon- 
don in the necessity at drawing-rooms and 
other court functions by ladies carrying 
their heavy trains over their arms.

The Block System. 


When the Metropolitan Elevated railroad 
was built the construction included a thor- 
ough system of interlocking all switches and 
junctions, but no block signaling was 
a, for the through runs. The inter- 

eystems are placed at the terminal 

and wherever switches and cross- 
overs make it possible for two trains to 
come together or be derailed from a wrong 
getting of the tracks. The method which 
makes these danger points safe comprises the 
building of a central tower-house, from 
which mechanical connections run to all 
switches and signals. These connections 
end in the tower in an interlocking machine, 
which is so built that the operator can give 
only safe moves to the various trains. 

Between the interlocking towers the new 
block signaling system has been installed, 
making the entire four-track road out as far 
as Marshfield avenue as safe as modern ap- 
pliances are able to doit. This signaling is 
what is known as a block system.. It con- 

- sists in dividing each track up into a number 
of sections, or blocks, and protecting each 
section by a signal placed at its beginning, 
which will only allow a train to pass when 
the block ahead is clear. A weight raised by 

- the passage of the train furnishes the power 
for the signals, while electricity is 
the agent which regulates and 
determines their positions. 

The block signaling system which is now 
being putin use on the Metropolitan Elevat- 
ed is known as the Rowell-Potter sys- 
tem. It is already familiar to both railroad

When it is down 
it is entirely in the clear. 

These inclined planes or “ stops” are op- 
erated in connection with the signals. When 
a signal stands at danger the stop opposite 
is raised ready to strike the air brake attach- 
ment. When the signal is at safety the stop 
is depressed out of the way. Hence the neg- 
ligence of an engineer in passing a signal at 
danger always results in the stopping of the 
train, Then there is considerable trouble 
in backing up, releasing the stopping device 
in the cab, and getting ready to go ahead 
again. All this proves a forcible reminder 
to the engineer and invariably results in 
making him obey his visual signals. . 

There is a second stopping device placed 
on the track near each signal to carry outa 
clever idea. Since it is essential that each 
train shall always have a signal at danger 
behind it, some means had to be provided 
to make certain that every signal goes to 
danger when the train passes it. This is ac- 
complished by the second stop as follows: 

The first stop is opposite the signal at the 
entrance of each block. The second is more 
than a train length further ahead. Both 
stops are connected together rigidly by a 


—_—--= 


Intramural company are all fitted with the 
stopping mechanism. This was a matter of 
considerable work, as the air piping and 
brake struts and other parts had to be 
changed before the apparatus could be 
fitted. Each car has had its device tested 
and then plugged by a blind gasket before 
coming out of the shops. In putting the 
stopping devices in service the blind’ gas- 
kets must be removed. Also the motormen 
have to receive special instructions as to 
what shou!d be done in case of overrunning 
-a signal and like happenings. 

Last week a motor car got out of the shops 
by accident before the stopping mechanism 
had been tried and the blind gasket insert- 
ed. The first signal met at danger stopped 
the train with a jerk and half scared the 
motorman to death. Then what to do none 
knew. A serious delay began to be immi- 
nent, which threatened to tie up the whole 
system. Finally a man on the signaling 
gang was secured and he released the 
brakes, but not until the running. Schedule 
for the day was seriously delayed.

In this way, 
unless the signals go to danger behind a 
train, thus protecting it, the air brakes are 
applied and further progress cheeked until 
some action is taken by the engineer to 
remedy the trouble. 

The Metropolitan Elevated railroad com- 
pany has been somewhat criticised 
on account of the _ air-brake which 
is used on their trains. It depends 
merely on the direct action of the air, 
vhich is stored in a reservoir in the cab 
of the motor car and is sent by pipes into 
the cylinders under each car, forcing the 
brake-shoe against the wheel. Cars which 
become detached from the motor car are 
therefore left without brakes except by

By the 
automatic system more commonly used on 
railroads nowadays these possible causes of 
trouble are largely avoided. But when it 
comes to stopping a train by the air brake 
being operated from a Rowell-Potter signal 
the company which controls the latter says 
there is nevera failure. In fact, they go so 
far as to say the air brakes never fail ona 
road which uses their signals. In other 
words, they claim the supposed cases com- 
monly reported as failure of the air to work 
are really failures of the engineers to apply 
the air, and where the application is made 
by mechanical means there is never any 
trouble. ei 

From Canal street, where the terminal 
yard of the Metropolitan road begins, to 
Marshfield avenue the four tracks of the 
main line are fitted with Rowell-Potter 
signals arranged in blocks of such length 
as to give an interval of one minute between 
trains at the ‘present rate of speed now 
followed. This rate is an average of fifteen 
and one-quarter miles an hour, including 
stops. When the faster schedule is adopted 
the interval will necessarily be cut down. 
As the trains now run three minutes apart 
in the rush hours this gives the signals 
plenty of time to operate. Beyond Marsh- 
field avenue the curves on the Logan Square 
line are protected by four signals, and the 
curves at Division street have two for their 
safety. The total number of signais is 
thirty-six.

A great 
many days this winter were unfit for work 
on an elevated structure, but in spite of th:

From now on the public will feel more se- 
cure on the Metropolitan trains, and should 
shortly receive quicker and better service.

AND ITS QUEER WAYS. 


The Commercial Aristocracy of 
the Country Is a Law 
Ento Itself. 


— 


A Chicago Firm’s Experience Calls 
Attention to Its Arbitrary 
Rulings. 


F all the commercial organizations of 
this country the New York Stock Ex- 
change is the undisputed aristocrat. 
An existence of over 100 years, mem- 

‘> 
berships valued at upwards of $20,- 
000, and millionaire members too numerous 
to attract attention combine to furnish a 
basis for a commercial aristocracy. It is an 
organization as free as possible from out- 
side control, and in a position to enforce rul- 
ings which in other bodies of similar charac- 
ter would be considered at least arbitrary. 
The organization is what is termed volun- 
tary. There is no charter such as the Board 
of ‘Trade of Chicago holds, and the organiza- 
tion more nearly resembles that of a club. 
It is just this voluntary organization which 
gives the New York Stock Exchange its 
peculiar facilities for governing its mem- 
bership. There is no easy appeal to the 
court against decisions of the Governing 
committee, and no higher authority to re- 
view the committee proceedings. Here, for 
example, is a rule the counterpart of which 
on the Board of Trade books would have cut 
sbert some of the recent lawsuits against 
oe of the New York Stock Ex- 
change who, or whose partner or partners, 
shall apply for an injunction or legal instru- 
ment restraining any officer or committee 
ef the exchange from performing his or its 
duties under the constitution shall by that 
act cease to be a member of the associa- 
Pa Catengo firm has just furnished an il- 
lustration of arbitrary action on the part of 
the Governing committee. The local mem- 
be: of the firm was suspended by the Board 
of Trade after trial on the charge of having 
been associated with a bucket shop. The 
New York member of the firm who is a 
member of the Stock Exchange was 
promptly notified that he would have to 
sever his business connections with his 
Chicago partner, or prove that the discipline 
‘ordered by the Board of Trade was unjust. 

This action was taken not, as might have 
been expected, on a rehearing of the original 
charges, but simply because of the previous 
action of another commercial organization. 
The Governing committee of the New York 
Exchange refused to establish a precedent 
by reviewing the record of the Board of 
Trade case, but was guided in its action en- 
tirely by the findings of an organization 
with which the New York Exchange has no 
direct or indirect connection. The firm in 
question, having been presented two horns 
of a dilemma, with a $20,000 membership and 
a profitable stock business at stake, has 
chosen to demonstrate by a lawsuit that 
the discipline meted out to it by the Board 
of Trade was unjust. 

Chicago has a fair representation on the 
New York Exchange. Out of ¢cighty out of 
town memberships listed in the latest pub- 
lished directory of the organization fifteen 
were held here. Since the date of that di- 
rectory, however, two more memberships 
‘have been bought by Chicago men. One of 
these cost $1,000, besides a transfer fee 
of $1,000 and an incidental fee of $100 more. 
The memberships - aeeee commercial or- 
ganizations of importtince look insignificant 
in value by comparisgn with these figures. 
There is little or no sentiment in this valu- 
ation, however. Memberships are owned 
strictly for business purposes. There is no 
social distinction in belonging to an institu- 
tion dating back to 1792 worth £20,000. In 
the first place the exchange owns sufficient 
property to give its memberships no small 
intrinsic vaue. Its building, as judged by 
modern standards of office and commercial 
structures, is not pretentious and is com- 
pletely overshadowed by a number of sky- 
scrapers which have been built during the 
last few years in its immediate vicinity. 

Its location, however, is gilt-edged. The 
building runs through from Broad street 

to New, between Wall street and Exchange 

Place. Across from the Broad street en- 

trance is the new Mills Building, and south 
of the New street front on the opposite side 

of the street is the Consolidated Stock Ex- 
change, which can surely be considered in 
the light of a rival. :

A 
member has no cert) ate to show, but his 
life is insured for $16,000, which.in the event 
of his death goes# without deductions to his 
family. Membegs are held liable to $10 as- 
sessments to up the gratuity fund. 
The value in memberships, however, is due 
to the fact that they are limited in num- 
ber and the immense business in New York 
securities in great measure goes through 
the hands of its members. Commissions for 
selling and buying stocks are one-eighth 
and the rules governing the commission 
rates are strictly enforced. This means 
something on a business which, in the ban- 
ner year in the recent history of the ex- 
change, 1886, amounted to over 100,000,000 
shares of stock, at a total consideration of 

, 885,000, Even in the panic year of 
$893 nearly 81,000,000 shares were sold, at

EORGE GISSING is one of the young 
men whose books are talked about in 
London. They are read also, I sup- 
pose, but it is not always necessary 
for an author to be a popular favorite to 
get paragraphed in the London papers. 
Mr. Gissing began by writing short stories 
about common people. They were not im- 
moral in the sense that Hubert Cracken- 
thorpe’s stories are, but they were un- 
necessarily low. I am too great an admirer 
of Dickens to object to low life in literature, 
but a story of low life must have something 
besides lowness to attract me. 

Since those first stories Mr. Gissing has im- 
proved his surroundings, or, rather, the sur- 
roundings of his heroes and heroines. There 
has been a reaction in the matter of vulgar- 

ty, and yellow book literature is not as 
popular as it was. Mr. Gissing has probably 
observed this and his new story, “ Sleeping 
Fires,”’ a novelette, which the Messrs. Ap- 
pleton have nearly ready for publication, is 
in his improved manner. He still, however, 
shows his leaning towards the unspeakable. 

The hero of this story, Edmund Langley, 
was the father of an illegitimate child, and 
he can see nothing objectionable in that 
fact. He talks about the hot-headedness of 
youth and all the rest of it, and when the 
true story is told the reader finds that there 
was no hot-headedness about it. A more 
cold-blooded arrangement it would be hard 
to imagine. Langley apparently was not 
the least bit in love with the woman, nor shé 
with him. She simply wanted to pique an- 
other lover, whom she married later, and 
who was good enough to let her Keep the 
child. In the meantime Langley does fall 
in love with a beautiful and clever girl in 
his own walk of life. Before declaring him- 
self he confesses his son to her father, think- 
ing it the wisest plan. 

‘Mr. Forrest,’”’ he began frankly, yet 
with diffidence, ‘you cannot but sce that 
I love your daughter, and that I wish to 
ask her if she will be my wife.”’ 

“IT have suspected it, my dear Lang- 
ley,’’ was the old man’s reply, as he smiled 
with satisfaction. 

‘***] dare not speak to her until I have 
told you something, which perhaps you will 
think ought to have forbidden me to ap- 
proach Miss Forrest at all. Three years 
ago in London I formed a connection which 
resulted in my becoming the father of a 
child. The mother subsequently married 
and left England, takingghhis child with her 
—her own desire, andYwith the consent of 
her husband. I could not oppose it; pernaps 
I hardly felt any desire to do so, though 
{ need not say that mother and child both 
had a claim upon me which I never dreamt 
of disputing. Her place in life was below 
my own, and she married a man of her own 
class.”’ 

Mr. Forrest admitted that it was an un- 
pleasant business. Then he added: 

“The deuce of it is that women have a 
way of their own of regarding this sort of 
thing. For my own part—well, a young 
man is a young man. You were three and 
twenty. I can understand the excuse. But 
women——”’ have queer notions in these 
matters he was probably going to say, but 
he continued: 

‘“‘I knew quite well Langley, that this, 
as it regards yourself, forms no presump- 
tion whatever against your making Agnes 
a good husband if you married her. ‘%.ur 
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self-respect won't allow you to urge as- 
surances of that; I know it all the same, 
because I have a pretty fair knowledge 
of you. But women think differently. 
There’s nothing for it, I fear; I must talk 
with my wife about it.” 

‘‘ Women think differently ’’—unreasona- 
ble of them, is it not? As her husband 
suspected, Mrs. Forrest would not think of 
Langley as a son-in-law, and she further- 
more declined to tell the disgusting story 
to her daughter. At this Langley felt deep- 
ly hurt. He considered it most unkind treat- 
ment and condoned with himself as an ill- 
used man and cursed his folly in confessing 
his story to Mr. Forrest. After brooding 
for a while he wrote to the girl and offered 
himself, and to the father, telling him that 
he had done so. To both letters he received 
cold and formal replies. Then he cut loose 
from England and traveled on the con- 
tinent. 

Many years after his rejection by Agnes 
he met in Athens a young man of 1§ 
whom she had adopted. Langley took. to 
the boy at once. The reader does not have 
to be told that he was Langley’s son. This 
is no surprise, but subsequent events are. 
The boy is a “* modern,”’ despising university 
education, wealth, rank, and everything 
that the ‘‘ modern ”’ young man is supposed 
to despise. He is intensely enthusiastic ana 
ends by eating out his young heart. 

Mr. Gissing has made a readable story, 
avoiding the dramatic situations that are 
suggested to the reader’s mind, which is 
something of a novelty. ; 

We have been grumbling for sometime, 
T among others, at the lack of new American 
writers. England seems to be full of them, 
but we have none or we had not until 
Stephen Crane jumped into the breech with 
his *“‘ Red Badge of Courage.” The book, 
which was written when Mr. Crane was 
22 years of age—he is 24 now, 
made an instant success both in 
country and England. William Heine- 
mann publishes it in the latter country and 
the Appletons over here. Mr. Heinemann is 
one of the youngest publishers in London 
and one of the most lucky, for luck does have 
something to do with it after all. He is 
beating the big drums over his American 
‘*find’’ and advertising him in the most 
lavish manner. In the meantime the Messrs. 
Appleton are going to publish Mr. Crane's 
first story, written when he was about 18 
years of age. It is called ‘‘ Maggie, a 
Girl of the Street,” which means a “ tough 
girl,”’ a female ‘‘Chimmie Fadden.” Mr. 
Crane published the story at his own expense 
some four or five years ago, but the edition 
was “limited’’ by his bank account. It 
died as soon as it was born, but it did not 
die as dead as Cesar, for it is to be resurrect- 
ed. A new novel by Mr. Crane, ‘‘ The Third 
Violet,’’ a story of art student life in New 
York, is also announced and McClure’s Mag- 
azine is to publish still another called “ With 
the Regiment.” It is not a little singular 
that Mr. Crane should be so friendly with 
the rival syndicates. ‘‘ The Red Badge of 
Courage’ was printed by Bacheller, for 
whom he has been traveling, and McClure 
has the new story. 

I am delighted that we have at last a new 
American author to exploit. Let me add in 
justice to myself that J am no admirer of 
Mr. Crane’s poetry, because it is not 
poetry. It is prose with ideas, but it is nct 
poetry. And, furthermore, let me add that 
I think, in justice to himself, that Mr. Crane 
ought to get some one to read the proof 
Sheets of his story and correct, not their 
style, slip-shodasthat is, but their grammar.

There will. be an elaborate re- 
frigerating apparatus in the hotel, and this 
will be used to make ice for the skating rink, 
the floor of the rink being flooded and the 
water congealed by the same method as 
employed in the Niagara rink in London,

Yo Cook Commeat. ; 


OMEN have aiways been/ more or 

W less willing to show their skill in 

making cake and fancy desserts, 
but it is only recently that they have ap- 
preciated the value of good eookery. The 
simple, every-day things are usually con- 
sidered of the least importance, and en- 
tirely neglected. Even the cook books give 
little, and some no information, about the 
things everybody should know. Among 
these is cornmeal. When it is properly 
prepared lit is a healthy article of food. 
But as it is often cooked it is indigestible 
and unfit for even a strong stomach. The 
usual way of making cornmeal mush, for 
instance, is to stir the meal, without 
measuring it, into boiling water until it 
is thick, and when it has cooked five or ten 
minutes it is done. By this process it is 
hard and raw, and wholly unfit to eat. It 
is surprising how much it is improved by 
a little extra cooking, and it can be made 
a delicacy with a very little trouble. 

Take one quart of water, add one tea- 
spoon of salt. When it boils stir in siowly 
one cup of yellow cornmeal. Let it boil 
for ten minutes, then set it back on the 
stove, where it will cook slowly and not 
burn, for one hour, stirring occasionally. 
Pour into a mold and let stand over night. 
In the morning it will be firm enough to 
slice well, and when it is dipped in grated 
bread crumbs and quickly fried it will be 
a pleasant surprise to those who have beén 
enn to eating it the old-fashioned
